Comments on the Green Paper on ‘Reform of the law relating 
to copyright, designs and performers’ protection.’ July 1981. 


2. Reprography (Chapter 2) 

(a) Aslib accepts the principle embodied in existing legisla- 
tion, that, in general, multiple copying without the 
permission of the copyright owner should be a restricted 

` act. However, it recognizes that there are circumstances, 
- for example in educational institutions, in which there is 
a need for some arrangement which will enable multiple 
copies of copyright material to be made available to 
groups of people, e.g. students, and the absolute prohibi- 
tion of which would have serious effects on the educa- 


As one of the organizations which submitted evidence to 
the Departmental Committee of Enquiry on the Law of Copy- 
right and Designs (the Whitford Committee), as well as 
comments on the report of that Committee, Aslib has studied 
the Green Paper with considerable interest and wishes to 
submit the following comments. 


` 1. General 


Aslib is probably unique among organizations concerned 
with the management and use of information, in that its 
membership includes organizations representative of most 
of the main interests concerned with copyright problems, 
including publishers; database producers; specialist authors; 
library and information units in industry, the academic 
world, and central and local government; and the users of 
these services. i 


Aslib recognizes that whereas there is a strong case for the 
interests of individual copyright owners to be protected, 
the national interest demands that there should be no un- 
reasonable barrier to the ready availability and exchange of 
published information in any form in which it occurs, and 
believes that in spite of the inherent difficulties, a solution 
to the copyright problem which is acceptable to all parties 
must be found. 

In general it finds the Green Paper disappointing in its failure 
to make concrete proposals in a number of areas such as 
computer-based information, microforms, and other non- 
profit media on which there has already been considerable 
public debate but not very much reliable evidence on which 
to base discussion. Aslib, in its comments on the Whitford 
Report, emphasised the need for properly conducted studies 
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tional process. Blanket licensing has been suggested as a 
way of dealing with this problem but it is not the only 
way and it is suggested that other possibilities, e.g. an 
agreed code of practice for educational institutions, 
should be examined. 


(b)Aslib welcomes the intention expressed in the Green 
Paper to retain sections 6 and 7 of the existing Copyright 
Act, i.e. those relating to fair dealing and the making of 
single copies for research and private study. It supports 

- the Government'’s.intention to limit the exceptions of . 
Section 7 so as to make it clear that multiple copying is 
excluded, provided that it is satisfied that adequate” 
arrangements have been made to deal with the needs of 
educational institutions outlined in (a) above. ` 

(c) In paragraph 8 of Chapter 2, it is proposed to limit the 
exceptions of Sections 6 and 7 in order to prohibit the 
taking of single copies for purposes of research if that 
research is carried out for the business ends of a com- 
mercial organization. Aslib is strongly opposed to this 
proposal on the following grounds: ` 

(i) It is impracticable to try to distinguish research 
carried out in industry from that carried out else- 
where on the basis of how the results of that research 
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may be used. Much university research is exploited 
by industry and much industrial research fails to 
result in a commercial product. 


(ii) ‘Commercial organization’ is an ambiguous term 
which is not readily definable. Many non-profit- 
making organizations are set up under the Companies 
Act in the same way as commercial bodies, and 
many non-profit institutions run commercial opera- 
tions. 


{iii} It would be impossible to enforce such a limitation 
. in the normal environment in which industry operates 
and would undermine the effectiveness of Sections 6 
and 7 in other environments. 


{iv) Elsewhere in the Green Paper (Chapter 3, para. 14) 

it is argued that a levy on tape recording equipment 
. would run counter to the government’s immediate 

policy of controlling inflation, i.e. it would be against 
the public interest in current conditions. Prohibiting 
single copying in industrial organizations could 
seriously affect industrial efficiency and therefore 
could also be against the public interest in current 
conditions. 


3. Recording (Chapters 3 and 4) 


(a) Aslib is in general agreement with the Government’s view 
that the various proposals which have been made to limit 
the private recording of audio or visual materials are un- 

- acceptable for the reasons given. However, this is not to 
say that no change in existing legislation is necessary. 


(b) The majority of libraries and information units in the 

. United Kingdom, and particularly those in educational - 
institutions, hold information on a variety of media of 
which print-on-paper is only one, and such a situation is 
becoming more commonplace as time goes by. It is sug- 
gested that future copyright legislation should move 
towards a situation in which the regulations relating to 


‘the reprography of printed materials should have general _ 


applicability to all information media. This would make 
it possible for Section 7 of the present Act to be applied 
to other media which libraries may need to copy for 
such legitimate purposes as securing material against 

- damage, transferring to another format for ease of use, 
or for archival reasons. Similarly, the taking of single 
audio or video copies made ‘off air’ for private use 
would be permitted as analogue to the fair dealing provi- 
sions of Section 6 for literary works. 


`. (c) One particular difficulty in dealing with non-print media 


is that of determining the copyright owner in all cases, 
e.g. broadcast material. In this respect it would be helpful 
if broadcasting companies were required to indicate 
clearly, on all programmes, the copyright owner. 


4. Computers (Chapter 8) 
(a) Computer programs 


Aslib agrees with the Government’s view that computer 
programs should be protected in the same way as other 
material and that the act of loading a program into a 
computer should be a restricted act, requiring the copy- 
right owner's permission. This is in line with Aslib’s view 
that a// information carrying media should be subject to 
the same body of regulations. 

_ However it is essential to distinguish between the act of 
copying and the act of use and Aslib agrees that the use 
of a program is a matter for suitable licensing arrange- 
ments and should not be covered by copyright regulations. 


(b)Computer use of copyright materials 

Whilst broadly agreeing with the.Government’s views as 

-expressed in paragraph 6, Aslib would strongly urge that 

- further studies should be made of these problems before 
legislation is enacted. 


Regulations relating to reprography of printed matter 
could be applicable to computer materials if generally 
accepted analogies were developed between information 
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transfer in printed form and that in machine-readable 
form. Definitions are urgently needed of what elements 
should attract copyright protection and what should 
not. For example a bibliographical reference is merely a 
factual description of a literary work, just as the words 
‘visual display unit’ are a description of a piece of equip- 

. ment, and should not be subject to copyright restrictions, 
whereas an abstract is a literary work which should 
receive protection. 


It is not sufficient to leave everything to licensing agree- 
ments since these could lead to restrictive practices which 
are not in the public interest. The situation is likely to 
be further complicated by the development of electronic 
document delivery systems and it is a matter of some 
urgency that clear guidance should be given on what can 
and what cannot be covered by licensing agreements 
before these systems come into general use. 

(c) Ownership of copyright in computer output 
The suggestion in paragraph 7 that the computer operator, 
i.e. the person who runs the data through the computer 
in order to create the new work, should be regarded as 
the copyright owner, hardly deserves serious comment. 
A computer operator in the normal sense of the term 
does not enter into copyright considerations, being 
analogous to a print-room technician. ` 


Whether copyright should be vested in the compiler of 
the original data, the owner of the computer, or some 
other person providing intellectual intervention or inter- 
action (who may, or may not be the programmer), or 
some combination of all three will depend on circum- 
stances and further investigation is needed to clarify this 
issue. 


5. Ownership (Chapter 10} 
_ (a) Still photographs 

In view of the fact that the Government proposes to 
accept the Whitford recommendation that a new Act 
should define the author of a photograph as the person 
responsible for its composition, confusion could arise if 
such a definition were extended to microforms, which 
are not mentioned in the Green Paper, except in relation 
to legal deposit. . 


(b)Microforms 
Microform representations of printed matter are another 
form of publication: there exists, therefore, author’s 
copyright in the original material and publisher’s copy- 
right in the typographical arrangement or published 
arrangement of the material when it was subjected to 
photographic reproduction. Since the microform pub- 
lisher has merely copied the original material there should 
be no copyright vested in him (unless by agreement of - 
the original copyright owner), and this would therefore’ 
constitute an eyanon to the general rule for still photo- 
graphs. 
When a work is first published in microform only, the 
normal rules apply. The microform publisher becomes 
the copyright owner dnd single copies whether same size 
or enlargements, made for research or private study, are 
covered by Sections 6 and 7 or the present Act. - 


6. Exceptions (Chapter 13) 
As already stated (para. 2 (c) above) Aslib does not agree 
with the view expressed in paragraph 6 of this chapter that 
the term ‘research and private study should be restricted to 
exclude research carried out for the business ends of a com- 
mercial organization’. Neither does it agree that ‘fair trading’ 
should not be applied to non-print media (para. 3 (b) above). 


7. Legal deposit (Chapter 17} 
(a) National Library of Wales 
Aslib supports the suggestion to remove the present limita- 
tions on the rights of the National Library of Wales, so 
as to bring it in line with other depository libraries. 
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(b)Extension of legal deposit to microforms 
Aslib accepts, in principle, the view that where microform 
publication is a substitute for conventional publication, 
the arrangements for legal deposit should extend to the 
microform publication. However, if a publication appears 
in both microform and printed form, depository libraries 
should be entitled, on demand, to only one form, not 
both. 


EURIM 5: Information management research in Europe

This month sees the publication of the programme for 
EURIM 5 and consolidation of the conference theme — /nfor- 
mation management research in Europe, while the recruitment 
of Professor Gerard Salton of Cornell University reflects a 
tendency to extend the boundaries a little, in fact presenting 
on-going and original research in information handling world- 
wide. 

The approach to carefully identified centres of research in 
the sponsoring countries has resulted in an interesting national 
spread and speakers that range from some of the leading figures 
in the profession to others whose voices have not yet often 
been heard. The sponsors believe that EURIM 5 will attract 
information managers, intermediaries and brokers, for whom it 
will provide a unique opportunity to hear the results of the 
most recent research and to exchange ideas on key issues in an 
international gathering of their peers. 

In addition to an outline of the main sessions and topics 
and names of the speakers, the programme contains details of 
arrangements and registration form and, for UK residents, 
cheering news of a very favourable travel package which has 
been negotiated for EURIM 5 delegates by American Express. 
The exhibition, which will run concurrently with the confer- 
ence, will also be launched before the end of the year or early 
in January.

Aslib 55th Annual Conference: Information technology — 
_ practice, potential, limitations and effects on the profession 
21—24 September 1982, University of Manchester Owens Park 


Planning for Aslib’s 55th Annual Conference is now under 
way. The choice of theme was inevitable in Information 
Technology Year and every effort is being made to identify 
aspects that are especially relevant to Aslib members and the 
information profession in general and to ‘deal with them in an 
original and constructive way. The opening session, occupying 
the whole of the first morning, which aims to present a series 
of demonstrations of technologies that are here now or just 
round the corner, could be very exciting and innovative if it 
surmounts the hazards attending all such demonstrations. 
Among the speakers already secured are Tony Cawkell, now 
head of his own company CITECH, Dennis Mannix of Unilever, 
Dr Alison Simkins of Smith, Kline and French and Kevin 
McGarry of the Polytechnic of North London. An exhibition 
will run concurrently with the conference and is ideally placed 
for being seen and enjoyed. As usual, the conference programme 
and exhibition details will be published in the spring, in March 
or April.

Practical Experience of Machine Translation 


Practical Experience of Machine Translation (held in the 
Kensington Hilton Hotel on 5 and 6 November) and the third 
in what is developing into a series of conferences, arranged by 
Aslib with the Technical Translation Group and the Translators’ 
Guild of the Institute of Linguists on machine translation and 
related topics, was the most prestigious and ambitious so far. 
For this — the possibility of inviting a large proportion of 
speakers from Canada and the United States as well as Europe 
— a big debt of gratitude is owed to the Commission of the 
European Communities, who provided the financial backing 
to meet these expenses while charging a modest fee, as well as 
for the important intellectual input they made to the confer- 
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ence. Warm thanks are also due to the Translators’ Guild, 
whose members not only came in large numbers, but who 
provided Veronica Lawson, the dynamic Chairman of the 
Programme Committee, without whose leadership, knowledge 
and powers of persuasion the conference could not have taken 
place. The attendance of just short of 200 justified these efforts 
and the Commission's faith. Of this figure, more than half 
came from 17 overseas countries, with a specially strong 
contingent from Germany, a round dozen from the United 
States and the Netherlands and no Jess than 8 from Japan. 

The central theme of the conference — practical experience 
of machine translation — really got going in Session 2 after a 
general introductory group of papers surveying the nature, 
evolution and principles of machine translation. Benoit Thouin 
gave a lively description of the Canadian METEO system for 
translating weather reports and Michael Hundt discussed Mitel’s- 
experience with the Weidner system. Richard Ruffino aroused 
considerable controversy by his contention that MT is not 
possible to a productive level without controlled input. One of 
the principal topics of discussion throughout the two days was 
whether there was need for control of input, and a division 
was clear between those involved in rapid day-to-day bulk 
translation for industry and those with more resources and 
able to study the theoretical and technical problems in greater 
depth. Papers considering psychological factors and economic 
aspects of MT completed the first day. 

Session 3 was devoted to. post-editing and a series of papers 
illustrated not only the individual and often amusing mistakes: 
made ‘by the computer’ but also the attitude of translators to 
post-editing work. It seems possible, if not probable, that a 
different type of person will be required from the typical 
translator and a different kind of training will be essential. The 
final paper in Session 3, by Dale Bostad, demonstrated the 
progress that has been made in developing feedback and quality 
control systems for MT in the US Air Force Russian—English 
system. 

Session 4 returned to the basic computational linguistic 
principles of MT in order to indicate future potential. Particular 
interest was attached to Margaret King’s outline of EUROTRA, 
the ambitious system currently under development by the 
Commission of the European Communities. Margaret Master- 
man concluded the conference by stressing the need for an 
even more detailed model of how the human being translates. 

Comments reaching Aslib so far, mainly via the Chairman of 
the Programme Committee, have been verging on the euphoric, 
which bodes well for the next edition in the series, concerned 
with Term Banks and likely to be held in November next year. 
So mark this in your diary and watch the Calendar. The pro- 
ceedings of Practical Experience of Machine Translation will - 
be published by the North-Holland Publishing Company, 
Amsterdam, and will be available early next year. 


Document location 


The Information Services Department of Aslib would like 
to remind all readers of As/ib Information that there is a service 
offered by the. Department for the locating of documents. The 
service is offered as a supplement to that run by the British 
Library Lending Division and aims to help with those urgent 
or ‘difficult’ requests that the BLLD is not always able to 
satisfy. eog 

It is preferable that requests are sent to the Department on 
the form used on the unsuccessful BLLD application. This is 
helpful as work can then follow on from that done by the 
BLLD. In the event of a request not being satisfied’ by Aslib 
forms will be returned. Enclosed with the request should be 
full details, together with a photocopy if possible, of the source 
from which the reference was obtained. More urgent requests 
can be telephoned or telexed to Aslib and can normally be 
dealt with the same day.

Aslib during this period. Mr Biswas is Acting Director of the 
National Science Library in Bangladesh and also Head of the 
National Documentation Centre, BANSDOC. Mr Biswas visited 
the Information Services Department, where he had a wide 
ranging discussion and was particularly interested in the Aslib 
Index of Unpublished Translations. He also visited the Aslib 
Library, where he discussed recent developments in machine 
translating.

information Retrieval Packages Fair 
< On 20 October the Aslib Informatics and Computer Groups 
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joined forces to hold the Information Retrieval Packages Fair 
at Imperial College, London. There were ten’ exhibitors (the 
names of whom together with their systems are appended at 
the end of this note) and about 270 attended the exhibition, 
some of whom travelled from as far away as‘Scotland —‘one 
Scottish fiver was even proffered at the door to prove the. 
connection! 

The majority of the exhibitors were demonstrating their 
systems online from their home bases and perhaps inevitably 
and unfairly one or two suffered from lapses in the tele- . 
communications system — whether this was a fault at the 
College or in the network will probably never be known. . 
Naturally the organizers were very sorry for the organizations 
concerned, especially as others experienced no difficulty. 
Perhaps those exhibitors who arrived with micros were in a 
particularly fortunate position. One viewdata system was ` 
exhibited (by Unilever). 

From contacts made prior to the exhibition some disappoint- 
ment was expressed at the lack of library housekeeping and 
cataloguing systems — the demand for which had not been ~ 
foreseen by the organizers — and the relative lack of software 
for microcomputers and word processors. Clearly the last- 

. named is extremely open-ended, but there is a considerable, 
largely unrequited interest in software for PETs and APPLEs — 
one organization was actually on the lookout for titbits for its 
already acquired PET. 

Most of the exhibitors appeared to be pleased with the 

_ response and many of those who attended also appeared to 

_ consider the visit to be worthwhile. Indeed, just before lunch 
the success was almost overpowering and a larger room might 
have been justified. The organizers experienced considerable 
difficulties with arranging sufficient telephone lines and 
adequate power supplies, but the effort appeared to be justi- 
fied. The event appears to be wel! worth repeating and prob- 
ably will be in ITY—1982. 
` Questions which remain to be settled include location — 
should it be in Central London, or in the Midlands or merely 
near the M1 (if the M25 was complete the answer might be 

simpler). Should the European market be explored? How does 
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one attract certain potential exhibitors — several delegates 
were disappointed at the lack of STAIRS. How does one reach 
software suppliers for micros? Most of the exhibitors were well _ 
equipped with exhibition panels, but the organizers had been 
prepared for people to arrive with little more than a VDU and 
an acoustic coupler.

Some IPM 
members were less than happy with their Institute's modest 
move to Wimbledon; its bookshop has gone, and it’s no fun 
for the staff mounting an expedition to the metropolis every 
time they need an urgent HMSO publication. (In case you 
haven’t caught up with them, by the way, they are at IPM 
House, 35 Camp Road, London SW19 4UW; telephone 
01-946 9100).

The annual meeting of the Agricultural Librarians in Colleges 
and Universities (ALCU) took place over two days in July 
1981, at Merrist Wood Agricultural College. After a tour of

Several 
Librarians then described their own methods which ranged 
from short informal tours of the Library to organized project 
work, ` 

During the afternoon guest speakers, Margaret O’Hare 
(BLRD) and Alan McGregor (External Relations, SRL), 
spoke on current developments in Agricultural Information 
Research, which include the appointment of a consultant to 
investigate ‘grey’ literature and a research officer at the East 
of Scotland College of Agriculture (ESCA) to investigate the 
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needs of specialist advisers. Several regional groups have been 
initiated and work started on the compilation of a Directory, 
which was described by Alan McGregor. Some discussion took 
place on what we, as Agricultural College Librarians, expected 
from such a directory. 

The meeting proved as usual very informative and enjoyable, 
and our thanks go to Tricia Green and Merrist Wood Agri- 
cultural College for their hospitality.

Basics in information systems design

loping information systems. The problem arises both when 
using internal and external computer support.

USERKIT 


In the November/December 1981 issue of As/ib Information 
we featured an article on the USERKIT developed by Dr, P.W. 
Williams. The USERKIT is a simple plug-in attachment for - 
terminals which contains an easy log-on system and cuts the 
cost of searching by providing facilities for preparing searches 
before connection to the Online system. The European log-on 
takes only 6 keystrokes. The US Telenet fog-on can be sent 
using 2 keystrokes. Search statements are sent using only 1. 
keystroke. Most of the typing during a search is eliminated but 
at every stage in the search the user is in direct communication 
with the remote computer so that normal terminal working is 
possible at any point in the search without taking special 
action, . 

The USERKIT allows the user to prepare the search before 
connecting to the telephone system. Mistakes can be easily 
corrected by a simple editing system without incurring costs. 
When the user is satisfied with the search, his previously 
established search statements are transmitted at maximum 
speed, but the opportunity for the user to type in search 
statements at any time in the normal way is preserved. The 
USERKIT improves the efficiency and economy of experienced 
searchers and makes it possible for new searchers to develop 
their search: technique. 

The USERKIT is a microprocessor-based box which plugs 
in between your terminal and modem or acoustic coupler. No 
programming is needed. The programs have been permanently 
written into the box and cannot be accessed or damaged by 
the user. The equipment has some permanent storage con- 
taining the most commonly used host addresses and also some 
storage for the user to store his personal information such as 
passwords and user names, and the search statements which he 
wishes to send to the system, Experiments have shown that 
the attachment enters search statements from 15 to 60 times 
faster than the user. The experimental data collected on search 
times has shown a saving in the time of connection to the com- 
puter of 56% for searches with no online printing. Figures of 
25% could be expected in an industrial information unit. 

The Model 2 USERKIT which has been purpose-designed 
for online use is now available, and is easily portable. The most 
significant innovation is storage which is maintained on an 
internal battery so that data can be kept for 1000 hours without 
mains supply. Passwords, host addresses, search profiles can be 
entered by the user and will stay until deleted. Speeds of 300,- 
600, 1200 and 1200/75 can be selected by front panel switches.

The Technology Reports Centre 


Many Aslib members will have received details, or have heard, 
of proposals to close down the reports activity at the Tech- 
nology: Reports Centre (TRC): TRC is run by the Department 
of Industry which, like all Government departments, has been 
examining its activities in the light of financial constraints and 
other activities elsewhere, notably that at the British Library ` 
Lending Division. 

In what we believe has been a thorough examination of 
TRC costs and a comparison with those at BLLD, the Dol:has 
concluded that this duplication of public sector activities 
cannot be justified and so are proposing a transfer of the 
reports activity to the British Library. R and D Abstracts 
could cease at the end of its subscription run in December 
1981 and TRC’s present, accessions could be routed to BLLD, 
Subject to a satisfactory outcome of current discussions with 
industry, TRC is likely to close by Easter 1982. 

Dol assure us that DIALTECH and TECHSEARCH are 
unaffected and will continue to provide on-line access to the 
information retrieval service (IRS) of the European Space 
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Agency. In addition, the TECHALERT activity, will remain 
as part of a revamped technology transfer strategy of Dol. 
TECHALERT at present is directed towards small firms who 
are not regular users of large libraries like BLLD. The service, 
run in conjunction with a number of technical magazines invites 
summaries of reports of special interest which are then featured 
in the journal. People who are interested in further details of 
these reports can write to TECHALERT who will act as a 
central mailbox and submit requests to BLLD on behaif of 
infrequent or one-off users. 

Dol will also retain the Technology Advisory Point, based 
at TRC, and which provides a free enquiry service for firms 
with technical problems. TAP helps find expertise which can 
solve these problems, and directs enquirers to private firms as 
well as Research Associations, Universities and Government 
research laboratories. TAP is at present on Orpington 72918. 

Aslib sees the sense in rationalizing the TRC/BLLD activities 
and accepts that there will be a significant saving to the tax- 
payer. We are, however, concerned that the quality of the ser- 
vice to Aslib members will not suffer when it is transferrec to 
BLLD. Whilst it appears that the fault for many poorly 
identified requests often lies with the customer we understand 
that BLLD will try to help customers with general identification 
problems. 

Dol have invited users with special problems to consult 
them. Dr Andrew Wallard, Head of the Dol Technical Infor- 
mation Branch at Abell House, John Islip Street, London 
SW1P 4LN (01-211 3500) is available to answer questions on 
this and any other aspect of Dol technical services to industry. 


Arts Minister addresses Library Association Conference 


Recognition of the common purposes of library and other 
information services was a major turning point in the futcre 
development of the country’s library services, according to 
Mr Paul Channon, Minister for the Arts. Speaking at the 
Annual Conference of the Library Association in Margate, 

Mr Channon said that the developments of the past year had 
ensured that libraries and other information services were 
never again thought of as different entities meeting different 
needs. 

He said: ‘Of course | am well aware that the provision of 
information, in its narrow sense, is not the only purpose of 
libraries. They have important social, educational and cu tural 
functions: they provide access to a vast range of imaginative 
literature, and to ideas and opinions which must be widely 
available if our democratic way of life is not to be endangered. 
We cannot afford to let knowledge slip through our fingers by 
failing to devise the most efficient and comprehensive m2ans 
of making it available.’ 

He added: ‘Libraries have a crucial role in the dissemination 
and transfer of information, and | am sure that librarians will 
rise to the challenge of current developments in the use of 
computers and other electronic devices, and not allow these 
to become tools of a separate and parallel system of infor- 
mation services. Let us hope that henceforth it may be taken 
for granted, leaving us to develop more effective services 
within this integrated field. ... The professional associations 
have been particularly forceful in encouraging Governm2nt 
to think in these terms. The corollary must be that the pro- 
fessional organizations themselves need to move more closely 
together as their Interests and methods develop.’

(a) To provide a forum for the exchange of experience and 
dissemination of information among EDC/DEP libra- 
rians.

(e) To support the activities of, and cooperate with, 
organizations which benefit the members or objectives 
of the Association, including similar associations in 
other countries.

Microcomputer applications in schools : 


Computer-based information retrieval systems will un- 
doubtedly become common-place for the next generation. In 
order to help teach tomorrow’s information users the basic 
procedure for handling these systems the British Library has 
awarded a series of grants to develop a microcomputer-based 
information retrieval system for use in secondary schools and 
to assess its effectiveness. It is intended that the system will 
demonstrate to school children the basic principles of informa- 
tion storage and retrieval and provide a practical system which 
can be used in the classroom to locate teaching and research 
materials. This system is known as SIR (Schools Information 
Retrieval). 

The project is being carried out by the Research Department 
of Aslib in collaboration with Dr A Kent of Kent-Barlow 
Information Associates, who has written the software, and Mr 
A Payne, a teacher from the Oriel Grammar School, Great 
Yarmouth, who has specialized in microcomputer applications 
in schools.

Gillian A. Dare 
and K. G. B. Bakewell. London: Library Association, 1980

This publication aims to show managers how they may use 
various sources of information, both published and unpublished, 
to solve problems they may come across in their daily work. 
The first few chapters deal with the need for information 
and sources from which it may be available. The remainder of 
the book considers various case studies of enquiries. 

Although aimed primarily at managers, this publication 
should also be useful for librarians, information workers and 
library students. It includes two appendices listing useful 
reference books and periodicals, and also addresses of organi- 
zations which the manager may have occasion to use in his/her 
search for information. 


Current European Directories, 2nd edition, edited by George 
Henderson. Beckenham, Kent: CBD Research, 1981. £45.00.

The 2nd edition of Current European Directories 1981 is 
now available from CBD Research Ltd. Considerable research 
on the part of George Henderson, the compiler, has resulted 
in as near a comprehensive guide as possible to the directories 
published in or providing coverage of 32 countries in Europe.

European Directories is an essential addition-to any information 
department or reference library.

This publication fills a long-established and ever increasing 
need; it lists the publications of the numerous government 
funded organizations such as government departments, . 
nationalized industries, research institutes and quangos, not 
published by HMSO. The list of 500 + contributing organiza- 
tions is in itself a useful guide to these organizations, and full 
address is included for each. The scope of the catalogue is 
clearly outlined, with details of the inclusion and exclusion 
policies e.g. excluded is publicity material or internal memo- 
randa- The main sequence of the catalogue is under the title of 
the organization (and then alphabetically by title of document). 
The entries are clear and give full bibliographic information 
and details of source of supply. 

In some cases, 2 sources of supply are indicated, as another 
remarkable feature of this catalogue, is that the publisher 
provides a document delivery service. Those items which can 
be supplied by this service are indicated and users are offered a 
number of options for paying for the items which are supplied 
in microfiche format e.g. blanket orders, subject specific orders 
or individual items. It seems likely that readers will be delighted 
with this service which combines facility of ordering with the 
convenience of microfiche, however they should be reminded 
that hard copy form of many of the publications listed would 
be available without charge direct from the issuing organiza- 
tion. 

It is intended that the publication appears bimonthly with 
an annual cumulation, each issue containing full indexing and 
it should prove to be a useful tool in many libraries worldwide 
used in conjunction with the well established HMSO catalogue 
entitled ‘Government Publications’. 


Print samples. Weston: Online, Inc, Los Altos: Database 
Services, 1981. 

At last, a useful guide to assist literature searchers of manual 
or online disposition. Print Samples is a new series of publica- 
tions aimed to show major features of databases and their 
hard copy printed equivalents. Each issue within the series is 
intended to cover a subject area such as education, business 
and management, or government documents and describes a 
number of different secondary sources in that subject field. 
For instance, the issue subtitled Electronics, Computers and 
* Communications contains information on Inspec, Compendex, 
Elcom, CAS, Scisearch and their printed equivalents, together 
with other sources covering specific document types such as 
conference papers, reports or patents. For each secondary 
source a number of photocopies are supplied, from various 
issues, indexes, publicity material and online printout. These 
photocopies are highlighted and clearly annotated to illustrate 
the features of the source. 

A criticism of the guide would be its lack of differentiation 
between the sources described. Its spiral bound format would 
have permitted a system of different coloured pages or tags for 
different sections to prevent readers becoming lost. The guide 
would not be as useful to a theoretician or a student, as it 
would to an experienced literature searcher who wished to 
extend his searches to other secondary sources or to describe 
the workings of indexes etc. to readers wishing to make their 
own searches,

‘The aim of this research-based report is the 


provision of staff to user ratios for special 
libraries and information’ services. Figures 
based on existing norms are given. As prevail- 

ing ratios were reportedly less than ideal in. 
many cases, qualitative exploration of optimal 
levels was also included in the study. Data of 
both kinds (normative and extrapolative or 
”ideal”) are presented and could serve as 
useful staffing guidelines for individual service 
managers, as well as input to wider system 
planning effort — e.g. for a whole organisational 
complex, a geographical area, or even for 
nation-wide manpower forecasting. 
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This guide has been compiled to assist potential index producers 
to acquaint themselves with existing possibilities in computerised 
indexing. Producers may well not be economically justified in de- 
manding a house-specific suite of programs designed to meet the needs 
of their own particular case.

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National Information Policy 


Since writing the last piece, | have attended the JCC Seminar 
on Nationa! Information Policy. This was held at Lane End 
Management Centre over the weekend 28—29 November. The 
JCC consists of the five premier library/information organiza- 
tions, i.e. {in alphabetical order!) Aslib, the Institute of 
Information Scientists, the Library Association, the Society 
of Archivists and SCONUL (Standing Committee of National 
and University Libraries). 

There were 5 representatives from each Gtnanization: 
together with a number of prominent speakers, as well as 
Andrew Wallard from the Department of Industry and Arthur 
Jones and John Gray from the Office of Arts and Libraries. 

The basic objective was to identify issues for the attention 
and action of the Minister, Paul Channon, which are of 
relevance to our area of professionalism, within the framework 
of a national information policy. Although at one time it 
looked as though we were going to fall short of achieving it, in 
the'final analysis we at least got down some clear ideas. 
Incidentally, my thanks to all those Aslib members — 
particularly Group Chairmen and their Committee colleagues 
and members, who provided so many useful comments for 
the Aslib team. 

The results of the seminar will be published as soon as 
possible but here is a foretaste of what is to come: 


‘There is a need to consider the development of library and 
information services in the widest possible context and, to 
this end, representation on the Library and Information 
Services Council should be extended to cover a wide range 
of both providers and users of the applications of new 
technology.’ 


‘The proposal in the Government’s Green Paper on Copy- 
right that the taking of single copies for purposes of 
research and private study should be prohibited if that 
- research is carried out for the business ends of a commercial 
` organization, 


These proposals are strongly opposed for the following 
reasons: 


1. Itis impracticable to distinguish research carried out in 
‘industry from that carried out elsewhere on the basis 
of how the results of that research may be used. 
It could seriously affect industrial efficiency and is 
therefore against the public interest in current 
conditions. 
It would be impossible to enforce without elaborate 
and expensive policing arrangements. 
“Commercial organizations” and “business ends” are 
both ambiguous terms which are not readily definable.’ 
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(a) The launching of new services, which meet an identified 
need, which may expect to become self-supporting 
after an initial period (pump-priming). 

{b} More continuous funding of services which are needed 
in the national interest but which are unlikely to be 
financially viable in the open market (enabling funding). 


It is proposed that the Associations should make specific 
proposals on developments for which funding might be 
provided and that discussions should be held with OAL, 

the Department of Industry and others i in order to establish 
a set of priorities for action.’ 


News from Council 


The Council meeting on 10 December received a draft of 
our comments on the Green Paper on copyright; copies are 
available from Tony Anthony. The draft estimates for 1983 
were agreed — these show that we shall try to establish a 
reasonable operating surplus next year.’ 

The Aslib Booklist will continue to be published for another 
12 months. If things go well then far from making a loss as it 
has been, it should show an operating surplus in 1982. | believe 
that the Booklist also needs a facelift to make it a more 
attractive and marketable product. Any ideas? 

The Future of Groups Working Party continues to make 
good progress — its recommendations were approved (with 
two exceptions) on the morning of 10 December by the Group 
Officers’ Committee and the Council noted this progress at 
its meeting in the afternoon. 


Information Technology Year 1982 (IT82) 


Although it is very easy to be cynical about 1T82, | believe 
that its designation by the government is of considerable 
significance to us. Already, the general awareness of the 
meaning of ‘IT’ is growing, particularly among the industrial 
and business community. 

We intend to be much involved in 1T82 and already the 
staff have a great many ideas flowing. More ideas from 
Members will always be welcome — please contact Mary

One criticism | have is that the government, when it refers 
to ‘IT’ is concerned almost exclusively with the electronic 
wizardry, and stands in awe of the ‘black box’. They seem to 
lose sight of the fact that IT is only a means to an end and 
not an end in itself. ` 

For our part, we will ensure that the ‘people systems’ will 
not be forgotten. Our contribution to [T82 (and beyond) will 
be to continue to draw attention to two things: 


* The human dimension, i.e. the impact on people. |

The Department of Industry, Nationa! Physical Laboratory 
and the Printing Industry Research Association are collabora- 
ting in a project to develop a document viewing and delivery 
system — project HERMES. HERMES will be a substantial 
network of teletex terminals which will operate to internation- 
ally agteed standards on a database of material of current 
interest which will be set up with advice from the Publishers 
Association. With HERMES it will be possible to input 
information, manipulate, store and transmit it to workstations 
on the network. HERMES is intended to be operational in 
1982 and promises to be an important demonstration of IT 
in action. 

The project aims to provide electronic mail facilities between 
about 20 terminals in the UK; provide a document delivery 
service using teletex and facsimile transmission; and to examine 
alternative forms of document storage and input systems as 
well as security features. It will also allow UK equipment 
manufacturers to demonstrate their products. Emphasis will 
be given to the scientific, technical and medical fields, where 
the interest would be in satisfying ‘orders’ for documents and 
reports which result from on-line searches of computer data- ` 
bases containing bibliographic references to the world’s 
technical literature.

Market research reports 


Confusion over whether BLLD should supply expensive 
market research reports reared its ugly head again recently 
when Sheffield City Libraries queried a note on a returned 
inter library loan form, which suggested that BLLD was not 
now acquiring these reports unless it could be shown that ‘the 
-demand was considerable and likely to continue over several 
years’. BLLD assures us, however, that its policy over market 
research reports has not changed, and that any requests 
refused should be queried. 

Market research reports are a perennial bugbear, and both 
frustrated librarians and cost-conscious publishers have cases 
which deserve to be heard. In an attempt to get a constructive 
debate going, Terry Hanstock of Sheffield City Libraries has 
jotted down a few pointers to the controversy. 

Terry writes: 

Market research reports by their very nature pose certain’ 
problems for the commercial librarian. Bibliographically, they 
are difficult to trace (The British Library Working Group on 
Business Information recognised the urgent need for a 
‘comprehensive, current bibliographical listing of all market 
research reports’). Financially, they are for the most part well 
out of the range of the average library budget. However, the 
most important factor is the wealth of invaluable data to be 
found within them. With the gradual decline in quality and 
coverage of official statistical sources, the private sector, in 
the form of market research reports, is likely to increase in 
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importance during the foreseeable future. Although the 
demand for this type of material remains high, access is not 
particularly easy. It is unrealistic, with reductions in public 
expenditure being the norm, to expect the British Library to 
be able to purchase market research reports ọn demand. 
Indeed, some specialist publishers refuse to allow their reports 
in any library at all. AEBIG would like to hear from anyone 
with views on this thorny subject — users of market research 
reports, would-be users of market research reports, publishers 
of market research reports, et al- 

To start the letters flowing here are a few statements of 
opinion that hopefully polarize current attitudes towards the 
subject. 

— Market research reports are an essential management 
tool for any company and should be made easily available 
through any library. 

— The British Library should provide loan copies of reports 
on demand. 

— Legal deposit should be amended so as to include market 
research reports. 

— Most information in the reports has been recycled from 
official sources and is therefore public information. 

— Market research reports are so expensive to compile that 
legal deposit will reduce the viability of the publisher. 

— Organizations purchasing reports at the full price are in 
effect subsidizing those who acquire loan copies through 
their library. 

— Many reports are compiled for individual clients and are 
of a confidential nature. 

Two final statements — how do you convince a frustrated 
would-be user of market research reports that the one he/she 
has requested is not available through the library network? 
And if official sources of data and marketing information were 
brought up to the mark, would the commercial publisher of 
market research reports become superfluous? Drop AEBIG a 
line c/o Tim Owen at the address shown at the head of this 
column.

The urgent need for a ‘comprehensive, current biblio- 
graphical listing of all market research reports’, mentioned by 
Terry Hanstock, is to be at least partially realised soon.

Doubters who despair of Prestel’s ever finding a suitable 
role for itself may be heartened by ASK (Authentic Significant 
Keydata, for the uninitiated) a new service announced last 
October, to be found on Prestel page 789. The idea is that 
buyers notify ASK of their products or services wanted, and 
these are classified and included on the ‘789 data-base”. Sellers 
wishing to obtain this information access the 789 data-base 
by means of their Preste! terminal. The alphabetical index 
. enables the seller to obtain the SIC-based classification code 
relevant to his product or service. 

At the time of writing (mid December) there are only a few 
sample frames to be seen, demonstrating how the system 
would operate — potential suppliers would be charged up to 
30p for details of purchasers and their requirements — and a 
further 5p to obtain the purchaser's address.

Fanfare for the Blue Book 


Thomas Skinner Directories has announced with a flourish 
its intention to publish a new reference book called The Blue 
‘Book of British Companies. This important new publication, 
they say, will contain detailed information on over 12,000 top 
British public and private companies with a paid up share 
capital of at least £50,000. Information will include name, 
address, chairman and directors, description of type of business 
and the parent and/or holding company. Subsidiary companies 
are listed under their parents, and there is a breakdown of all 
‘companies listed under their main business activity. So keen 
are Thomas Skinner to woo potential buyers that they have 
sent out reply-paid questionnaires asking what other informa- 
tion they should include — number of employees, turnover or 
share capital, they suggest. The Blue Book for 1982 will cost 
£50, and putative purchasers will have to decide for themselves 
whether Skinner’s 12,000 companies at £50 represents better 
value than. KBE’s 20,000 companies at £110.

Referral Centres, CAFS and micros 





The University of London Library Resources Coordination 
Committee has instigated shared cataloguing for the Colleges 
which form the University. Automated circulation systems 
have also been established. On 7 December, Mrs A. Vickery 
described a project which has been considering the viability of 
areferral centre to record research being undertaken throughout 
the University as this should enable individuals or groups of 
researchers to make contact with others working in cognate 
areas. 

A pilot project was based partially on the response to a 
questionnaire sent out to 500 researchers working within 
University College. Although 495 questionnaires were 

“eventually returned (an amazingly high response) the rate of 
return was too slow for the needs of the project and the data 
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had to be augmented by material extracted from RBUPC 
published by the British Library. 

Three sets of data were extracted, namely: personal details 
of the research workers, a description of their projects and 
collaborators and a short list of their most recent publications. 

In association with Computel Ltd the data were fed into an 
ICL content addressible file store (CAFS). CAFS is based on 
parallel processing and this enables large files to be searched 
sequentially. The use of sequential, rather than inverted files, 
saves storage space and simplifies up-dating including the 
amendment or deletion of obsolete records. A few disadvan- 
tages may be encountered, however: very large files may still 
require some indexing and the logical operator NOT and word 
adjacency (WITH-type) searching were unavailable. 125 
questions (15 of which were invalid) were fed into the CAFS 
system. 

No difficulties were experienced in inputting into CAFS, 
but the number of searches conducted was too small to fully 
evaluate the system. Some form of indexing and classification 
may also be necessary. Mrs Vickery hopes to be able to 
organize a more thorough examination in comparison with 


- other techniques in the future. 


It is envisaged that input into the CAFS system would be 
via a microcomputer and the FIRS system was demonstrated 
at the meeting on a RAIR Black Box. FIRS — a free text 
information retrieval system for microcomputers — is in 
principle transferable to most Z80 or 8080 machines with at 
least 56k of RAM and two floppy disc drives or one Winchester 
and the CP/M operating system. The basic software costs about

Lexicon of Contemporary English 


Tom McArthur, known to some Group members through 
his entertaining presentations at some of the Informatics 
conferences, has recently had a major work published in the 
shape of the Longman Lexicon of Contemporary English. 

15 000 items are defined using a 2000-word defining vocabulary. 
Definitions are amplified, where necessary with drawings and 
simple, rather than ‘literary’, quotations. 

The dictionary is similar to Thesaurofacet or the ROOT 
Thesaurus in that the main entries, which give definitions, 
part(s) of speech, American forms and related words, are 
arranged in a notated, classified order. There is also a 
subsidiary alphabetical index. The classification reflects ‘every- > 
day existence’ rather than the needs of advanced literature 
(whether literary or scientific) and those who are interested in 
classifying everyday things should find McArthur’s arrangement 
stimulating. Some of the main headings, such as F Feelings, 
Emotions, Attitudes and Sensations, which incorporates 
notions like F170 Kindness and Unkindness, may be of 
interest to classifiers working within the social sciences. The 
Longman Lexicon may also form a useful adjunct for more 
technical classifications and thesauri. McArthur's use of 
illustrative material to ‘define’ technical concepts, such as 
parts of the body and parts of automobiles, may stimulate 
further exploration of a potentially interesting approach to 
the terminology for the more concrete aspects of science 
and technology. Finally, McArthur’s rigorous approach to 
polysemy (words with a multiplicity of extended meanings) 
clearly demonstrates the difficulties which the constructors 
of language control devices, such as thesauri, have to face. 


Future meetings 


On the 22nd of February INSPEC has been invited to 
describe EMIS or the Electronic Materials Information Service. 
EMIS is a multirole information service mounted on the 
GE Mk II] network. It combines source-referenced textual- . 
numeric information on the properties, parameters and 
characteristics of solid-state electronic materials, and a 
materials supply directory in one internationally available 
online system. In designing the system an attempt has been 
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made to strike a balance between simplicity in use and 
specificity of retrieval. A brief overall description of EMIS will 
be given, followed by a more detailed account of the con- 
„tinuously updated indexing feature. The meeting will be held 

at Aslib Headquarters and will begin, as usual, at 3.30 (see 
Calendar for details). 

It is hoped that the Information Retrieval Packages Fair - 

- will be repeated but extended to be a Library Packages Fair. 
The venue has still to be settled, but it is hoped to be held in: 
June 1982 to form part of Information Technology Year. 
Another ITY event being considered is a Road Show to be 
jointly put on the road with the Computer Group. This could 
bring the concept of non-numerical computation, as epito- 
mized: by information retrieval, to a wide audience.

Six years ago a batch system was developed using the 
FAMULUS suite of programs for cataloguing, 40,000 records 
were loaded in this system. Greater flexibility was eventually 
needed and a system was required which could handle a 
wider range of jobs. Various packages were evaluated but 
these were too expensive and many were designed to run on 
particular machines. Independence from machine was a major 
requirement. Most information retrieval packages are weak. at 
housekeeping and most housekeeping packages are weak at 
information retrieval. applications. A combination of packages 
was probably necessary to build an efficient system. The 
STATUS and INFO packages were available on site and it 
would obviously be cheaper to use these rather than purchase 
other packages. STATUS and INFO also offer machine in- 
dependence and these two packages were therefore selected. 

STATUS is used as the main database and for information 
retrieval etc. INFO is a Database Management System produced 
by Doric systems and is used for housekeeping routines via a’ 
link with the STATUS database. The entire record for each 
item is held in STATUS and interaction with the database 
proceeds in the normal manner. INFO holds an ISBN or 
Registry number for each item and these numbers are used to . - 
retrieve required data from STATUS for loan, recall, ordering 
systems etc. The database is updated by batch every night, 
hence the catalogue is always up to date. No printed catalogue - 
is produced, only an online version is available. The database 
will be networked and the catalogue could be searched online if 
one is connected to the SERC network.. | 

The system will be mounted in early 1982.and both INFO 
and STATUS will be running on a Prime machine. 

- tis hoped that a demonstration of this system will be 
running at the Electronics Group conference in March 1982.

MEDLINE on DIALOG ‘3 


DIALOG customers all over the world now have access to 
the National Library of Medicine's MEDLINE database. Since 
January 1982, all geographic restrictions on searching the 
MEDLINE database through the DIALOG service have been 
removed. DIALOG is the only source of complete online 
access to MEDLINE back to 1966 and also offers many 
specia! features to enhance searching. 

MEDLINE has been available through DIALOG in the US 
since May 1981, but previous agreements between the National 
Library of Medicine and foreign agencies contributing to the 
database prohibited its use on the DIALOG system in many 
countries. Those restrictions have now been removed. 

MEDLINE corresponds to three printed indexes long 
recognised as leading sources of biomedical information: Index 
Medicus, Index to Dental Literature, and International Nursing 
Index. The database is divided into three separate files — all 
online — covering the years 1966 to the present.

This guide aims to assist institutions in the UK in ienn 
details of grants and loans available from the European 
Community. The first edition was published in August 1980, 
and it is intended to be updated annually due to the continual 
opening up of new funds and changes being made to the rules 
governing existing ones. However, if this publication does 
increase its contents it would be useful to have a subject 
approach to the funds listed: at present the only entry point 
is via the contents page. 

For each fund a background description is given, followed 
by an explanation of the purposes for which aid can be given 
and the criteria that govern eligibility. Methods of applying 
for funds vary considerably and so are given individually for 
each fund together with details of a contact for further infor- 
mation, Where possible, examples of successful applications 
and analyses of the uses made of the fund are also given.

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COPYRIGHT AND INFORMATION 


a short course given by L. J. Taylor, with guest lecturer 
Maureen Duffy 


28—29 April 1982 
at Aslib Headquarters 


This course has two focal points — interpretation of the 
existing copyright law and a look ahead to possible changes. 
The 1956 Act was never easy to understand, and fresh dif- 
ficulties have arisen with the emergence of new technology 
for producing copyright works and exploiting them. There 
has been hardly any case law in the areas of particular interest 
to the information profession, so the interpretations offered 
have to be based on what the layman sees as-reasonable. 


In this country the Whitford Committee’s Report and recom- 
mendations, together with reactions to them, are looked at 
in some detail, and the international scene is brought in, 

as it may influence what Britain eventually decides. The 
whole outlook for the protection and use of copyright works 
in the light of modern technical progress is discussed in the

Information workers ` 


- Government statistics usually divide the industrial world 
into three economic sectors; agriculture, manufacturing and 
services. Over the years there has been a shift of the workforce 
from agriculture to the manufacturing sector and, as we are all 
aware, there has been a group of workers in the field of 
information production, storage, retrieval and dissemination 
which has been growing and gaining importance. A group of ` 
experts from OECD countries are examining the connection 
between information technology, productivity and employ- 
ment, and their results so far suggest that a fourth industrial 
sector is justified, to account for the economic activities of 
information workers. There are three main categories of workers 
in the ‘information sector’: information producers; informa- 
tion processors and information distributors, The first category 
includes persons involved in producing new sources of informa- 
tion, whilst the last includes librarians. The information 
processors include managers and administrators who exploit 
information, and clerical and related jobs which manipulate 
information and data into a form suitable for use by the 
employer.

Frank Hirst, the Chief Librarian of MAFF since 1949, retired 
i at the end of December 1981. His full and very active profes- 
sional life started in May 1933 when he went across the road 
from the Salt Boys’ High School (Yorkshire) to the local Public 
> Library. After war service as, in his words, ‘a Documentalist in 
khaki, among other things . . .’ he studied at Manchester School 
of Librarianship for his FLA, gained in 1947, and then worked 
‘at the University Medical School! there until his appointment 
as the first professional Librarian in the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Fisheries in 1949. Frank has built up the MAFF system to 
` 44 professional posts during his period of 32 years in the 
Ministry; the MAFF network has extended to over 120 service 
points under his charge and now uses online computerized 
services and other modern techniques of library and informa- 
tion work, i 
Throughout his career Frank Hirst has been very active on 
behalf of the Ministry's Library services and also in the national 
and international agricultural and biological information areas, 
a fact duly recognized by the award of the OBE in the January 
1981 Honours List. His offices and services for the information 
world are almost too numerous to mention but include work 
as a Senior Examiner for the Library Association, lectures at 
various library schools, involvement in the important historical 
library collection of the Royal Bath and West Society and ` 
Chairmanship of the Committee of Departmental Librarians 
(of government departments’ libraries). Internationally Frank 
has been an expert consultant for DIFLA, the FAO Panel of 
Experts on AGRIS and a consultant for AGLINET and 
UNESCO. He was also a founder member of the International 
Association of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists 
` ({AALD) and was elected an Honorary.member of IAALD, 1- 
of only 5, in 1980, in recognition of his work as Secretary/ 
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Treasurer, Vice President, Acting President and Editer of the 
1964 edition of the Primer for Agricultural Libraries. His 
inexhaustible energy for promoting agricultural and biological 
information and his wry sense of humour have become well 
known over the years to his many ABASG colleagues, who will 
join with me in wishing him an active and happy retirement. 
His successor, Tom Norton, joined MAFF in mid-December 
1981. Tom joined the Civil Service in 1970 after taking a 


degree in Turkish at London University Schoo! of Oriental and. 


African Studies, followed by 18 months in Barnet Public 
Libraries which encouraged him to take the 1 year post- 
graduate diploma course at North Western Polytechnic 
Library School. His first post was at the RAF College, Bracknell. 

In 1975 he became Senior Librarian with responsibility for 
reports literature and computer services at the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment, Farnborough. During this time Tom studied for 
the Diploma in Government Administration as well as gaining 
a Fellowship of the Royal Society of Arts, MI Inf Sci and 
AMBIM. One of Tom's particular interests is the application of 
computer techniques to Libraries, he was responsible for the 
introduction at RAE of both inhouse systems and the use of 
external online services, and has written and delivered papers 
on this topic at various conferences. Until January 1982 Tom 
was also editor of the journal of the Circle of State Librarians, 
State Librarian, as well as being a reviewer of electronic euro- 
rock albums and learning Bulgarian — in his spare time! We 
wish him well and hope he enjoys a long and rewarding stay at 
the Ministry.

Library and Information Services Council review 


Early in 1982 the Library and Information Services Council 
{LISC) will publish a second report on the Future development _ 
of libraries and information services, sub-titled Working 
together within a Common framework. The report includes an - 
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important section entitled ‘Implications for manpower and 
training’, which concludes with a statement that the many 
questions which arise in connection with future manpower and 
training requirements of the information community and its 
users point to the need for a thorough review of current educa- 
tional provision and future requirements. It recommends that 
such a review should be the subject of the next major report 
by LISC. 

Steps have already been taken to get such a review under 
way and a working group has been established under the chair- 
manship of Professor Wilfred Saunders. In general terms its 
objective will be to identify the manpower, education and 

. training requirements of library and information work and to 
provide guidance on desirable future courses of action — parti- 
cular account being taken of the impact of technological and 

_other change. Their concern will be with the medium-term, up 
to 1990. At this stage they see five principal areas which 
require investigation: (1) the nature and scope of library and 
information work and the skills and subject knowledge neces- 
sary for its effective performance (2) educational requirements 
and provision if an appropriate labour force is to be created 
and maintained (3) training requirements (4) continuing 
education and re-training (5) user education. 

In examining these areas the Working group will be assisted 
by specialized sub-groups, but we are anxious to draw as widely 
as possible on relevant experience and knowledge. Readers’

Inventory of software packages 


COSTI {National Center of Scientific and Technological 
Information) has contracted with UNESCO, for the prepara- 
tion of an inventory of software packages written for informa- 
tion work. Developers and vendors of such packages have been 
invited to register with COSTI, in order to be put on the mail- 
ing list to receive a detailed questionnaire. The questionnaire, 
authorized by an international panel set up by UNESCO, will 
be sent to all respondents this month.

Online searching aid 


Martin Woodrow of the Hertfordshire Library Service has 
prepared a new aid to-cost-effective online searching. It is a 
chart, prepared on an Apple I! microcomputer, which allows 
online search staff to quickly decide which service is the most 
economic to use both in terms of online costs and offline 
print charges. Such charts normally go out of date very quickly 
‘and so are of little practical use, but Hertfordshire’s is being 
sold on a subscription basis and so will be regularly updated. 

Normal updating will be on a quarterly basis but any major 
“changes, such as a substantial move in the exchange rate, will 
be responded to quickly by the publication of a special issue. 
There will be no extra charge to subscribers for these special 
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issues. Online files are listed on the chart in alphabetical order 
so that the searcher has an immediate cost comparison of 
online and print charges where a file is available on more than 
one system. Costs are listed in the original currency but all 
are converted to pounds sterling. Charts converted to other 
currencies are available for overseas users. The chart currently 
covers the files of Dialog, Dialtech and ane: It is planned to 
cover others later in the year.

Library and information services report 


Initiatives taken during 1981 to develop library and informa- 
tion services must be pursued, says a report by Arts Minister 
Paul Channon, which has been laid before Parliament by Sir 
Keith Joseph, Secretary of State for Education and Science. 
The report is the first to be published by Mr Channon since 
the Government said that the Arts Minister would have respon- 
sibility for information services which fall outside defined 
Government departmental interests. It includes a review of 
developments in the library and information service fields by 
the Library and Information Services Council (formerly the 
Library Advisory Council). 

The review examines developments in organization and 
policy approach and welcomes substantial changes in the 
arrangements for providing advice, formulating policy and 
encouraging development in the library and information area, 
but says more should be done. The Council points to major 
issues of current concern and says initiatives taken during 
1980/81 need to be pursued and developed. It says that the 
consultation machinery established by the Office of Arts and 
Libraries should be fully exploited and points to the need for 
‘pump-priming’ funds to assist the introduction of improved 
methods and cooperative arrangements, !t also stresses the need 
to maintain the services provided by the British Library Lend- 
ing Division and warns of the erosion of many well established 
libraries because of reduced levels of expenditure, and the 
need for funding bodies to be aware of the long term damage 
which may result. The report also says there is a need for 
improved statistical data as a basis for efficient management 
and forward planning. 

Mr Channon acknowledges in the report that constraints 
on funding have had repercussions on library services during 
the period and says he will be anxious to ensure that the value 
and vulnerability of library and information services are fully 
appreciated when future allocations for their support are being 
determined.

Microcomputer programs indexed 


More than 21 microcomputer magazines and descriptions of 
over 5,000 microcomputer programs will be accessible via online 
indexes on the DIALOG Information Retrieval Service, 
beginning this spring. Libraries joining the new surge to micro- 
computers for library applications will now be able to locate 
both relevant articles and applicable programs which fit their 
computers while online with DIALOG. 

The Microcomputer Index is a subject and abstract guide to 
such journals as Byte, /nterface Age, InfoWorld and Personal 
Computing. Each record contains a short abstract and complete 
bibliographic information plus assigned descriptors. Included 
are general articles about the microcomputer world, book 
reviews, software reviews, discussions of applications in various 
areas and descriptions of new microcomputer products.

In the words of the introduction, this book is about 
‘information consciousness raising’. The author aims to trans- 
form the reader from a person whose approach was ‘full of 
false assumptions’ into an ‘information genius’! It could be 
argued that this is rather a large boast for such a short volume. 

Basically the book is a brief justification of the need for 
good information service with a short guide to the American 
information resources from databases to directories. The 
kindest way to look at this work is to regard it as a jazzy piece 
of PR for information which might tempt businessmen into 
using the information service with a little more commitment.

Information Eog has onerati a mass of new products. Seen in broad perspective, information activities 
now represent one of the world’s largest fields of industry. Information is an economic good and communication 
an. economic process, and both are subject to normal economic forces. Nevertheless, economists at large have 
. still to learn:how to handle information as an economic commodity. It is suggested that this is due to its intangible 
„and heterogenous nature and because of a deep-seated and politically-based unwillingness to subject it to normal 

/commercial accounting. 

f No other field of economic activity is as hampered in ‘its normal development. It suffers not.only from the 
absence of timely and effective copyright legislation, but also from government subsidizing of copying facilities. 

In addition, telecommunication is stifled by the presence of obsolete monopolies and government rules and 
regulations. In the long term, the absence of appropriate legislation, coupled with a short-sighted assessment of 
_ the economic forces at play, could cause a fundamental deterioration of our present system of commurication.

Company and the North-Holland Publishing Company. 

Following the merger between Elsevier and the Nederlandse Dagbladunie, he became President of the Board 
of Managing Directors of Elsevier-NDU, which is his present position. In 1975, he was appointed Extraordinary 
Professor of Database Informatics at the University of Leyden. Professor Vinken holds an honorary doctorate 
from the University of Paris. ;

_ The June 1981 edition of As/ib Information contained a 
summary of a short seminar on the problem of bibliographic 
control of computer software. The full report of this seminar

One of the recommendations of the seminar was that 
the coverage and work of the various program exchanges 
should be surveyed. The British Library has awarded a grant 
of £1000 to Hertfordshire County Council Advisory Unit for 
Computer Based Education (AUCBE) to satisfy this recom- 
mendation. The project team at AUCBE will carry out a

OFIX (Office of the Future Information Exchange} is a 
newly formed group for small and medium-sized companies 
approaching or in the early stages of office automation. It 
aims at enabling organizations to build up their knowledge 
of available systems and to share implementation experiences 
with each other informally, The group is primarily user- 
orientated and is free from any dependence on suppliers, but 
does not exclude them from participation. 

Membership is free of charge; all that is expected is that- 
Participants supply ‘user briefs’ with details of their present 
positions and intentions concerning office automation. These 
briefs will then be distributed amongst participants. 

The intention is to hold meetings approximately every two 
months for formal presentations from invited ‘experts’, users 
and for informal discussion. On-site visits are also planned. The 
exchange will hold lists of suppliers, consultancies and soft- — 
ware, or references to such information where it already 
exists. When adequately established OFIX aims at developing a 
user viewpoint on standards and requirements, and providing 
the means for this viewpoint to be publicized. 

The Exchange is at present being run by a steering com- 
mittee of 10 founder members. About 60 organizations have 
joined so far (of which 50% are users, 30% are consultants, 
20% are suppliers). A first meeting was held on 15 February at 
the Kenilworth Hote! in London. 

At this meeting, themes for possible future meetings were 
discussed; these included: electronic mail; electronic publish- 
ing; videotex; human factors; integrated office systems; local 
area networks, It is possible that specific special interest 
groups might evolve.

As reported last month on this page, these ‘mobile office 
exhibition units’ are available free of charge for use at con- 
ferences and exhibitions. The demand for them is already 
very heavy so if you require one, book as soon as possible. ` 
In the early part of this year there were a number of incidents 
of double booking of the vans and concern has been expressed 
that preference might be given to ‘high powered’ events. The 
NCC, who administer the bookings, deny these allegations and 
say that the booking is on a first come first served basis. They 
are confident that double booking cannot happen once they 
have sent out a letter of confirmation, so if you have not 
received confirmation yet, get in touch with them. The problem | 
of double booking probably arose before the NCC devised 
standard booking forms. So if you wrote to book a van last 
year and have only recently filled in a booking form you can- 
not be sure of the van until your letter of confirmation arrives. 

The NCC make all the arrangements with the Post Office 
to ‘hook up’ the telephones and electricity supply and they 
also check that the site is suitable — the pantechnicons are 
extemely large and very heavy! However, it is advisable to 
check with them that adequate time has been allowed to 
install the exhibit and that the GPO is informed. The process 
of installation could take a day or two. `

The lights are going out... 


. all over Companies House. The Registry of Business 
Names ceased trading on 26 February, abolished by The 
Companies Act 1981, which relieves businesses of the obli- 
gation to register. Under the terms of the new Act businesses 
will need to display their owners’ names and addresses at 
business premises and on business stationery and to supply 
this information on request to any customer or supplier. 

A leaflet, Notes for guidance: disclosure of business ownership 
sets out the new rules. It is available tree of charge from the 
Department of Trade, Guidance Notes Section, 55 City Road, 
London EC1Y 1BB. 

Financial Weekly of January 15 reported on the gloomy 
state of affairs at Companies House — the drop in demand 
following the raising of the search fee to £1, the removal of 
seating allocation. So two items of news may be of interest — 
or at least act as a pill-sugaring exercise. Firstly, the Companies 
Registration Office has now produced its Directory index on 
microfiche. In addition to listing the company name and 
registration number, it gives the registered office address, the 
accounting reference date, the date the company was incor- 
porated, and the date of the latest annual return and accounts 
to be filed with Companies House. The Directory index covers 
companies registered in England and Wales only. For other 
companies, therefore, it will still be necessary to check the 
ordinary monthly index as before. The Directory index is 
only published quarterly. Companies registered or changing 
their name after the index has been issued will not be listed. 
The ordinary monthly and daily indexes will need to be 
checked for this information. In addition, enquirers requiring 
the most registered office address of a company will still 
need to check with Companies House in Cardiff for any change 
in address occurring after the publication of the Directory. 

Since a quarterly Directory will not meet all requirements’ 
CRO are also producing, at approximately weekly intervals, 
cumulative updating information. One set of weekly updates 
contains information about companies which have changed 
their names and/or their registered addresses since the last 
quarterly Directory was produced. The other set contains 
the receipt of companies’ annual returns and accounts since 
the last full Directory. 

The cost of each quarterly Directory ranges from £78 for 
microfiche to £227 for roll film. The annua! subscription for 
each of the two weekly updates ranges between £200-odd 
for microfiche to £350-odd for roll film. All these services 
are available from the Companies Registration Office, 
Companies House, Crown Way, Maindy, Cardiff CF4 3UZ. 

Meanwhile Extel are offering microfiche copies of the 
latest filed information on any limited company registered in . 
England, Scotland or Wales, normally within two working days, 
for only £3.25 per company (of which £1.30 is made up of 
VAT and the statutory fee, we might add). Quantity discounts 
and automatic up-dating are also available. The information 
covered includes annual returns, up to 5 years’ report and 
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accounts, date of incorporation, memorandum and articles of 
association, changes of registered office, directors and secretary, 
and mortgages and charges.

A few home truths about Market Research 


The kite that we flew in February’s AEB/G News has 
drawn flak from two big guns — Malcolm Campbell, head of 
the City Business Library, and Colin Offor of ICFC, both 
members of the BL working group which recommended 
an effort at bibliographic control, and both of whom offer 
a few home truths about the altruism of market research 
publishers, and the nature of market research in general. 

Neither of them liked the suggestion that ‘market research 
is recycled public information’. ‘Market research involves 
field work, analysis of the resulting data, synthesis with 
known data and frequent interpretation, ’ says Offor. ‘It is 
the result of considerable intellectual ‘‘added value”. To say 
that anyone has an automatic right to free access to it is 
akin to the thinking behind the assertion that “all property 
is theft’’’. Campbell agrees: ‘Of course much market research 
is based on official sources, but it should go on to interpret 
that data and draw conclusions. Availability of government 
statistics, on whatever scale, could never make superfluous 
the arts of interpretation which the true market researcher 
brings to a subject.’ He sounds a note of caution, though. 
‘One should be cautious about regarding all market research 
reports as valuable sources of information. Certainly few of 
them compare in their original data with publicly-gathered 
statistical series. The latter are more likely to be.compre-. 
hensive in their coverage of a sector; figures gathered for 
market research seldom are, being rather results of sample 
surveys.’ 

Neither correspondent cherishes any illusions about the 
efficacy of legal deposit. Campbell again: ‘Legal deposit 
does cover market research reports if they are “published” 
in the sense that anyone is free to buy them. A producer of 
a document, however, must retain a right to restrict its 
contents to a particular group of people — those who com- 
missioned it, for instance. So there will always be quantities 
of “market research” which will not be open to view without 
charge to all and sundry. On the other hand, the cost of 
depositing cannot be used as an excuse for not doing so — 
publishers simply have to build that cost into the price they 
charge purchasers.’ Offor is even less impressed: ‘From a 
practical point of view, any effort to compel copyright deposit 
and thereby access undermines the market in two ways. 
Syndicated research will cease to be issued in any form which 
might be called publishing and will be designed to escape any 
net the BL may care to construct. All record of its existence 
will thereby be lost to the nation. The price of published - 
market research will go up as sales volume i is reduced and 
publishers seek to maintain revenue.’ 

The airing of this topic in AEBIG’s column drew an 
impassioned plea from the technical literature scientist of a 
company in Anglesey, heavily dependent on the services of 
BLLD for most of its external market research sources. ‘It is 
indeed a source of constant frustration to us when our loan 
forms for this type of publication are repeatedly returned. 
The alternative of purchasing these expensive reports is clearly 
not within the budget of a small company like ourselves.’ Do 
Messrs Offor and Campbell hold out any hope for him? A few 
crumbs, perhaps. Campbell: ‘The quality of material answering 
this description (market research) varies enormously. Much of 
it is rubbish, but perhaps that makes it even more important 
that potential users be enabled to find that out freely in some 
public place before wasting their own money. | do not think 
it essential that the British Library make all such material 
available for /oan, which by its nature removes the document 
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from use by all but one reader for a period of weeks. The 

facility of seeing a report costing some hundreds of pounds 

may still be worth a journey from, say, Aberdeen to London 

if it is important enough to the commercial interests of a 

businessman. Central government support for “regional 

-© reference libraries” (the Manchesters, Birminghams, 
Sheffields, etc.) would go some way to reduce the amount 
of travelling about required,’ 

Offor says however that ‘the principal difficulty is not 
access to a report — if it has value in relation to its cost it 
can be bought. The real problem is always knowing what 
exists, who is working on what. A national register of research 
in progress and/or published, would prevent much duplicated 
effort, much frustration for information officers and would 

` provide a publicity demand for the market research firms. 
Some such initiative by the BL in collaboration with the 
MRS and IMRA would be worth investigating. | can see no 
reason why, as part of the deal, a copy of any published, 

- or quasi-published, research could not be deposited with an) 
embargo on aċcess to ensure that this incredibly rich source 
of data on consumer behaviour, economic activity and business 
development is not lost to future social and economic re- 
searchers and historians. This need not interfere with the 
access policy on material currently being made available. The 
BL Business Information Service's forthcoming booklet, 
although admirable in itself (see February’s AEB/G News) 
like other directories of published market research merely 
scratches the surface of this so frequently underestimated 
problem.’ 

And the hopes for current access? Only home truths, 

I'm afraid. Offor, quoting a paper.by Harry Henry in As/ib 
Proceedings, September 1978: ‘The more powerful the 
research, the less its proprietors are inclined to give away 

` for free what they are in business to sell. If they issue any- 
thing at all they do it to promote rather than to inform.’ 
And Campbell: ‘The fact has to be faced that many things 
in life can only be obtained through direct payment, and 
certain categories of information are no exception, the 
alternative being total non-availability. Public librarians 
may regret it, but they should not feel ashamed to tell an 

‘enquirer that something he wants just is not accessible 
without a price-tag.’ `

The directory of British importers, 3rd edition. Berkhamsted: 
Trade Research Publications, 1981. £39.00. ISBN 0 904783

This new edition of the Directory, which is sponsored by 
the British Importers Confederation, supersedes the 2nd edition 
which was published in 1978 and contains new and updated 
entries, all firms listed in the previous edition having been 
contacted. 2200 firms are listed in total. The main section of 
the work records details of these UK importing firms, giving 
where possible the name of the firm, its address and telephone 
number, UK associates, associates abroad, names and positions 
of import executives, products imported, buying policy, brand 
‘names, countries imported from and import turnover. Five 
indexes give access to the main entries by imported products, 
countries imported from, UK associates, associates abroad and 
brand and trade names, The sections relating to foreign 
suppliers, including the substantial Register of Foreign 
Suppliers, one of the two major sources of information in the 
2nd edition of the directory have been omitted from this 
edition. No indication of why this is so is given. 

The information used in the directory is stored in acomputer 
database which according to the publishers is to be continually 
updated. Two information services are available. Firstly, new 
and amended entries are available as printouts and mailing 
labels, and secondly, a magnetic tape can be leased to enable 
subscribers to store and access the information in the database 
on their own computers. The directory itself should provide a 
useful reference source for those requiring information on the 
import trade, including importers and those buying from them 
and providing services to them. The directory could also be a 
useful source of company information as a supplement to an 
existing directory collection. It is held in the Information 
Services Department at Aslib and is available there for reference.

The 
second by Donald King is on libraries in the age of developing 
communication technology and the third by F, W. Lancaster 
is on the future of librarianship. 

Five chapters provide an overview of telecommunications 
technology and reports on cable, satellites, facsimile and 
videotext. They are contributed by Brigitte L. Kenney, 
Lynne E. Bradley, Rita G. Lerner, J. M. McKean and Kathleen 
Criner respectively. There is a further chapter on video discs 
by Charles M. Goldstein. Finally there is a useful bibliography 
which is annotated to help with further readings. 


PRECIS: a workbook for students of librarianship. Michael J. 
Ramsden. London: Bingley, 1981. 152p. (Outlines of Modern 
Librarianship) ISBN 0 85157 334 7. £5.50. 

This volume, which is another in the ‘Outlines of Modern 
Librarianship’ series, is intended as a self instructional package 
to familiarise the reader with the PRECIS indexing system. It 
will be of interest not just to students of librarianship, but to 
anyone within the profession. The author uses his experience 
of teaching PRECIS at the Royal Melbourne Institute of 
Technology as a basis for this work. The introduction explains 
the development of the system, and how it is used. This is 
followed by twelve units dealing with a specific area of 
PRECIS; each unit is accompanied by an exercise which deals 
with the material within the unit, as well as reinforcing 
materials from earlier units. The answers to the exercises are 
given at the end of the volume. i 

The twelve units are divided into four sections, the first. 
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three dealing with the various parts of PRECÍS indexing and 
the final section with its present and future applications. 


Caring for books and documents. A. D. Baynes-Cope. London: 
British Museum, 1981. 32p. ISBN 0 7141 2006 5. £2.50. 

This booklet will be of interest to anyone who is responsible 
for the preservation of documents in small libraries or archives. 
It is based on the author's experience at the British Museum 
Research Laboratory, and he has based the material on the 
types of requests for advice that he has received during the 
course of his work. 

He offers advice on the ideal conditions for the preservation 
of material and outlines the principal causes of damage and 
provides practical advice on haw to avoid them. The volume 
is illustrated throughout with 29 small humorous. line- drawings 
and 15 black and white photographs which show examples of 
document damage and storage systems. 

The appendices deal with the making of fungicidal tissues 
and checking hygrometers. An extensive and useful biblio- 
graphy completes this useful handbook. i 


Approval plan-subject thesaurus: hierarchical and alphabetical 
arrangement. Blackwell North America, 1979. 2 volumes. ` 
This thesaurus which is in two volumes is designed for use 
with Blackwell North America approval plan. The thesaurus 
is made up of some 5,000 subject terms, hierarchically arranged 
in over 40 separate subject divisions. Each of the divisions is 
further broken down into subdivisions, which are in turn 
subdivided. The introduction states ‘this hierarchical, almost 
taxonomic structure has been designed to permit a library to 
specify its subject interests as broadly or as narrowly as it 
wishes’. The other volume is arranged alphabetically. In both 
volumes terms are followed with scope notes, ‘see also’ and 
‘see’ references. 


Be your own PR man: a public relations guide for the small 
businessman. London: Kogan Page, 1981. 176p. 
ISBN 0 85038 394 3. £9.95. 


Michael Bland bases his book on the belief that there is no 
magic to public relations. Quite the reverse, in fact, because 
it can be done by anyone who has learnt the basic principles. 

His book begins with the general principles of public 
relations. He advises beginners to follow five stages of decision 
making which he summarizes as aims; audience; message; 
communication and evaluation. Once these are explained he 
goes on to describe the best way to use the media to. get the 
message across. There are chapters on the press, television and 
radio, surveys, public speaking. These all give practical advice 
and numerous examples of campaigns that have gone wrong 
and their remedies, He also devotes a chapter to local publicity, 
for example prizes at the local fete, or arranging open days. 

Michael Bland‘s aim throughout the book is to cover the 
ground as lightly as possible. His style is chatty and informal; 
his examples try hard to be humorous, but throughout he 
gives plenty of advice and suggestions for effective public 
relations.

Georges Anderla, in his opening address to the workshop, 
outlines what he sees as the important topics to be discussed.

This leads to discussion of the advances 
in document delivery, for example the impact of facsimile 
transmission. These advances have repercussions on the roles 
of booksellers, authors, librarians and users which call into 
question their relationships with each other.

Further Government funding for the Online Information Centre 


The Treasury has approved in principle that the Centre 
should receive government support for the three years from 
March 1982 to February 1985. This support is conditional on 
the Centre generating a proportion of its own income by 
charging for some of its services. So far only the grant for 
1982/83 has been finalized. Government support will provide 
£37,200, 50% to be provided by the Department of Industry 
and 50% by the British Library, Research and Development 
Department. £17,000 is to be generated by the Centre itself, 
from subscriptions to the newsletter and other charges, to 
bring the total to £54,200. This should enable the Centre to 
maintain its staff of three (two permanent staff plus backup 
from Astib) and to continue to provide a full range of services. 

The centre is at present supported by the Department of 
Industry and the British Library Research and Development

Progress so far! | 


One third of Information Technology Year is now behind 
us, and we can only hope that the massive investment of time, 
if not money, will begin to pay dividends. Unfortunately the 
whole publicity campaign seems to be aimed firstly at the 
already converted.

-does not seem to be any contingency plan for dealing with 
the IT problems with which they are yet to be faced. As long

So far 3,000 
people representing a multitude of interests have replied to 
the IT advertisement to offer support throughout the year.

The general public does seem to be seeing the ‘microvans’. In 
two months a total of 60,000 visitors have visited them, com- 
pared with 40,000 people who visited the MAP microtrain over 
twelve months.

Examples of the many suggested possible Group activities 
being discussed by Committee include a one-day seminar on 
standards, specifications and regulations; a visit to the National 
Physical Laboratory: a discussion meeting of sources of 
information on corrosion and the suggestion to take our 
previously sućcessful ‘information problems’ seminar down to 
the South West. 

It would be foolish to attempt a programme in competition 
with other specialist groups within and outside Aslib. So where- ` 
ever possible we intend to arrange our meetings or visits in 
conjunction, or at least in consultation, with the local and 
national specialist groups and thereby benefit from pooled 
resources and knowledge. 

Incidentally, in following up the idea of a ‘standard seminar’ 
we came across a proposed new online retrieval service for 
standards and product data which Technical Indexes are hop- 
ing to launch (they won't say when!), called ‘Tech Net’. A 
pilot scheme is currently operating in the USA from TI's 
partner, Information Handling Services in Denver. Of course 
the output from the service is already available in the UK ` 
through TI's microfilms and hard copy indexes, but an online 
service should prove an interesting dimension.

London Chamber launches business registry 
Following the demise of the Registry of Business Names 


last February, a ‘new and improved’ countrywide register of 
business names has been opened by the London Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, called the ‘LCCI Business Registry’. 
The scheme became operational on Monday 1 March and covers 
England, Scotland and Wales. The new Registry is administered 
from the London Chamber’s Head Office at 69 Cannon Street, 


` from where all certification and.other documentation will be 


issued, although it is expected that certain other Chambers of 
Commerce will join the scheme and issue certificates and’ docu- 
ments in due course. The operation of the Registry is to be 


- carried out for the LCCI by Computer Registry Searching Ltd. 


The Business Registry will offer a more modern service than. 
the old Register of Business Names as well as being’more 


_ comprehensive. It is intended to encompass registration by any 


existing business whether it is trading under the name of its 
proprietor or otherwise.: The LCCI scheme will also offer a 
clearance search procedure for new businesses covering: both 


company names lodged with the Registrar of Companies as 


well as registered Trade Marks. The combination of a business 
registry and these additional services means'that for the first 
time information will be available from a single source on 
whether a particular name is already in use as a registered - 
company, a registered ‘trade mark or a business name. The 
Registry is fully computerized and will be constantly up-dated 
besides having the facility to keep historical records of changes 
in business names. The:old Register of Business Names consisted 
of a manually operated card-index system-which was not ` 
up-to-date and was cumbersome to check. 

The major services available are: registration of existing. 
businesses and registration of new businesses including provision 


- of acertificate complying with the ‘notice’ requirements of the 
_ legislation; searches; renewals and translations of certificates 


into other languages. ' 
Registration of existing businesses i 

To qualify for registration under this category a business, 
must have been trading before 1 March 1982. It is not necessary 
to have been registered with the old Register of Business 
Names. The Certificate of Registration is valid for one year, 
and the fee is £10.00 plus VAT. If an amended Certificate is 


required later in the current yzar of registration this witi be 


supplied free of charge. 
Registration of new búsinesses 

New businesses, namely firms which aered trading onor — 
after 1 March 1982, are first advised whether the use of the 
proposed name or description is prohibited or requires prior 
governmental approval. If it is not, they are provided with a `

Searches 

Searches are of two kinds: the business information search 
is a computerized search of business names and is available to 
all clients. If, however, no trace of the required information 
can be found on the computer a visitation search is also available 
which entails a visit to the premises of the business or company 
` concerned to obtain the necessary information. 

The fee for the initial computer search is to be £10.00 plus 
VAT. A separate fee will be charged if a visitation search is 
requested. 

_ The full range of search facilities will be introduced as the 
- new Business Registry becomes established. 


Renewals 

Certificates of Registration are renewable annually. This 
ensures that the new Registry is kept up-to-date (a major 
improvement on the old one) and enables an historical record 
to be kept of changes in registration. The Certificate is colour- 
coded and the renewal date clearly displayed. The computer 
will generate an annual renewal containing the current details 
and a space for up-dating. The Annual Renewal Fee, including 
anew Certificate of Registration is £10.00 plus VAT.

Buzby’s books 


A happier follow-up to the somewhat jaundiced little note 
in the March AEBIG News. As a result of growing concern, the 
LA's Library Service Committee arranged for a delegation to 
meet British Telecom representatives to discuss the question of 
rapidly increasing phone book prices. 

The delegation, which comprised Roger Stoakley (Somerset 
County Library), Philip Sellars (Bedfordshire County Library) 
and Geoff Andrew (Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames), 
met British Telecom last February. Supported by evidence 
received from several librarians — including the Association of 

- London Chief Librarians — they discussed means of achieving 
reductions for public libraries in the proposed prices in recogni- 
tion of the benefits to British Telecom of having publicly- 
accessible directories in communities throughout the country. 
' There was a ‘constructive exchange of views’ as a result of 
_ which British Telecom agreed to allow all public libraries in 
the United Kingdom, whether of ‘main’ or ‘branch’ status to 
nominate up to twenty alphabetical directories to be supplied 
to them free of book and postage charges as and when issued. 
Supply on this basis starts on 1 April (or earlier if British 
Telecom can make the necessary arrangements). 7his conces- 
sion is therefore worth a maximum of £50 per library. This 
would allow, for example, each library to hold all directories 
within approximately a 50 mile radius plus all London direc- 
tories. All directories supplied in excess of this quota will 
attract the normal book charge of £1.25 plus carriage charges 
where appropriate. 
British Telecom also reported that the new COM fiche ver- 
sions of directories would be available at a price of £1.15 each. 
The only action required by library authorities to take 
advantage of British Telecom's offer is that an order for those 
twenty directories required at nil cost by each library should 
be forwarded to their normal supplier of directories, ie the 
local area General manager for BT. 
The quota scheme will not apply to directories on micro- 
fiche when available nor will it apply to Yellow Pages which 
are the responsibility of another department of British Telecom. 


Market research reports bargain basement? 


Further points added to the discussion, this time from Pam 
Brooks, Library and Systems Development Manager at 
Pilkington’s in St Helens:

‘Anything we can get “for free” will be gratefully received’, 
she says, ‘but in general people in industry don’t mind paying 
the fair price for good market information. The difficulty is to 
know in advance that the information is good enough to be 
worth buying; descriptive leaflets or even contacting the 
researchers may not be a reliable guide. It would'be nice to be 
able to see the report quickly in one’s public library, even if all 


` copying or note taking were banned.’ (The SRC guide described 


below may offer a little help here.) ‘Since purchase of market 
research reports is charged out to departments and is not on 
the library budget, we are often asked for help in finding other 
departments willing to share the cost. Perhaps there is a possibi- 
lity of a second-hand market if librarians got together within 
the limits of confidentiality on which firm wants which subject.’ 
Pilkington’s turnover in 1979—80 was £629 million, and yet 


_ even they seem to baulk at shelling out for market research

reports. Moral? 
Miss Brooks concludes ominously, ‘I shall look PEE to 
seeing any results of the discussion.’ 


Market research at the Science Reference Library 


SRL’s promised guide to its holdings of market research 
and industry surveys is now with us. Malcolm Campbell, of the 
City Business Library, reviews it here. 

It has been said by some that the British Library ‘ought’ to 
be a repository for market research surveys. What could, or 
should, be made available for loan through the Lending Division 
has been, and probably will continue to be, subject to debate. 
For some however, an acceptable alternative is the knowledge 
that a. copy of a particular-report may be seen somewhere. The 
Science Reference Library has over recent years been enlarging 
its holdings of such material and the British Library’s Ad Hoc 
Working Group recommended both that this process be stepped 
up and that publicity for such collections be improved. 

Now the SRL has published Market research and industry . 
survey: a classified list of books and periodicals held by the ~ 
Science Reference Library, compiled by E. Barta, price £4.00 
(ISBN 0 902914 63 4). This will be useful not only as a record 
of actual holdings, but also as an indication of the kinds of 
surveys held. The arrangement is by broad subject (with see 
references curiously listed in a separate section), followed by 
general surveys, i.e. those not limited to a specific subject. From 
this it is clear that the SRL is concerning itself largely with the 
domestic market, since there are only five items under the’ 
heading ‘Europe’, the remainder being confined to Great 
Britain. Given that overseas markets are the preeminent concern 
of the Department of Trade’s Statistics and Market Intelligence 
Library, this seems sensible enough, though one may ask what 
becomes of deposited copies of surveys such as those in the 
Metra ‘Business opportunities in...’ series, for example. 

The fourth section lists ‘most recently acquired‘ material, 
by publisher. These items are allocated numbers, which have 
been added to the relevant subject headings in the main list, 
precluding their being overlooked in the search process. 

This guide will be of considerable value in indicating what is 
available at the SRL in a difficult area of information provision. 
It will quickly become out of date, so regular up-dating is to be 
hoped for.

European agricultural information — the future 


A ninety-eight page discussion document entitled Some 
Information Needs of the European Community in Selected 
Fields of Agriculture produced for the Commission of the 
European Communities Directorate-Genera!l Information 
Market and Innovation, by the Agricultural Working Group 
(AWG) of the Committee of Information and Documentation 
on Science and Technology (CIDST) appeared in December 
1980. 

The first quarter is given over to suggesting future activities 
in the field of agricultural information and documentation, the 
remainder reports mainly on the present situation and future 
programmes in the sector of agriculture in the EC member 
countries. Major achievements in the dissemination of agri- 
cultural knowledge in the European Community include the 
setting up of AGREP (Permanent Inventory of Agricultural 
Research Projects); EUR-AGRIS (joint EC contribution to the 
World Agricultural Bibliography AGRIS); an information 
analysis service on Animal Disease Occurrence (ADO); the 

-compilation of multilingual controlled vocabularies; a survey 
of existing agricultural information services, the \atter being 
updated at present; various user, evaluation and feasibility 
studies. 

Future work will continue collection of information in 
bibliographic reference systems but emphasise making facts 
available for direct use, or processing information to make it 
more valuable and accessible to a wide variety of users. The 
suggestions for the future often utilize existing services available 
in each country, and request that these be made compatible 
and so useful to the wider community. They are presented 
under three heads: 

1. Plant production and health 

The discussion covers only certain aspects and works to a 
cut-off point at harvest, except for certain plant diseases. It is 
suggested that the Common Catalogue of Varieties of Agri- 
cultural and Vegetable Species be computerized and extended 
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into one on Crop cultivars, with sub-files on the Common 
Catalogue stricto sensu, to include horticultural and ornamental 
species; descriptive characters of cultivars (including breeding 
details and with harmonization of terminology); agronomic 
qualities of cultivars; cultivar production data (to include areas 
planted with crops for consumption such as small home grown 
units not presently covered); genetic resource data (again 
agreement on terminology is needed); plant breeders’ rights. A ` 
Crop protection data bank should also be set up with sub-files ` 
on Registration data of plant protection products (PPP); data 
relating to their use that would be used in assessing whether 
they are safe (which data would be commercially confidential); 
pests and diseases of economically important crops; biological 
control methods (including their integration with chemical 
control methods}. A data bank on Soils and Fertilizers too, 
should be developed from those existing in each country. The: 
Joint Research Centre at Ispra in Italy is developing a data 
bank on tele-detection based soil classification. A community 
data bank on Climatic data relevant to crop growth is also 
needed, and other areas that should be covered are Crop 
production methods, Forestry and Legislation. 
2. Animal production and health 
Six new databases are proposed (in order of priority): 
Animal health with especial reference to zoonoses, which 
important information is available, at present, from very diverse: 
sources; drug data, which could include the network being 
planned for human medicine where national databases are 
already operational; Technical standards for animal production 
which could, being a supranational data bank, indicate produc- 
tive changes in EC countries’ present practices. A ‘computer- 
based dairy herd simulation game’ is a possibility from this 
which could be used in breeding programmes; Animal health 
— strategies of preventive medicine, which could be presented 
in audiovisual form; Animal welfare covering standards, legisla- 
tion and laboratory animals, such information being scattered 
and locally variable at present; Veterinary toxicology, the. 
existing Human Poisons Information Centres being possible 
models for this database, which, in turn, could be of help to 
these centres. 
3. Specific information for agricultural advisory services 
Specialist advisors to farmers get their information from the 
existing services, but, advisors covering a wide field have differ- 
ent needs. These could be met by: (a) the introduction of a 
videotex service (using T.V. sets and telephones) to fill the gap 
between printed information and personal consultation with 
advisors experienced in the area of local technical and economic 
advice, and a feasibility study has been commissioned; (b) in 
agricultural engineering, building and labour — such informa- 
tion as is at present available could be standardized and made 
available through Euronet/DIANE; (c) in farm management, , 
especially financial information (confidentiality retained for 
individual accounts packages), there is the possibility of 
‘business games’ e.g. farm budgeting, Consumption and produc- 
tion trends with prices need to be Community wide. Inter- 
mediary centres should be set up to arrange access to a wide 
range of databases and banks and these should give full texts 
of references when needed. The production of interpretations” 
in this area, such as- reviews, state-of-the-art reports, manuals 
or monographs, should be encouraged; (d) the exchange of 
experience on extension work regularly and systematically, for 
example, in anew journal in the various Community languages.

Discussion meeting on the report of the Medical Information 
Review Panel — 


The Group held a meeting, to which members of the 
Library Association’s Medical Group had been invited, on the 
afternoon of 3 March to hear about the Report’s-compilation 
and its impact. The speaker was Mrs P. E. Cockerill (Research 


‘Officer of the Project Team). 


The Medical Information Review Panel consisted of a group 
of doctors who discussed gaps and overlaps in information pro- 


vision for doctors, factors affecting the use and non-use of 
_ information, whether material for doctors in various branches 


in medicine was provided in the right format and the right 
place, and whether information services were reaching those 
most in need. Areas in the report recommended for future 
research were; access to information for community and 
occupational health physicians; programmes of library instruc- 
tion for medical students; the provision of standard textbooks 


` for medical students and for qualified doctors; a.survey of 


doctors who are potential users of postgraduate centres to dis- 
cover whether their information needs are being met; an 
experimental clinical advice service for general practitioners by 
consultants; abstract publications for doctors; and a databank 
and linked synopsis journal for the publication and storage of 
single clinical case descriptions. Action is recommended on the 
following: the establishment of a centre for community health 
literature; further standardization of methods of statistics col- 
lection; creation of a management structure for librarians within 
the NHS; co-ordination of book and journal holdings between 
medical libraries, especially in London; library instruction for 
medical students and qualified doctors; closer co-operation 
between clinical pharmacologists, and between them and 
information pharmacists; more open access to the information 
resources of pharmaceutical companies; evaluation of learning 
aids for postgraduates; personal links between medical librarians 
and general practitioners; the establishment of medically 
qualified Information Fellows, who would guide general 
practitioners in the use of local information services; and wider 
circulation of New Reading for General Practitioners. 

Mrs P., E, Cockerill outlined the way the Panel went to work. 
She produced a literature review for the first panel meeting 


> which was used to decide upon study areas. Further informa- 
„tion was collected by personal interviews, letters, the existing 


literature, surveys and came under subsequent panel discussion. 
Neglected user groups were singled out, such as community 
medicine, occupational medicine and the armed forces. It was 
decided the services available over the whole field were patchy 
and the library staff very important. Doctors were often not 
aware of the services these libraries could provide, and the 
money spent on direct patient care seemed more important to 


- them, New graduates now have training in library use so the « 


value of libraries in indirect patient care is becoming.better 
understood. Emphasis on contacting doctors to inform them 
of what is available is being undertaken, and new networks are 
emerging between medical libraries. The vast, but unsolicited, 
quantity of mail sent to doctors by the drug companies was 
felt to be accurate but biased towards sales. (A member of the 
audience pointed out later that such firms spent about 

£150 millions per annum on this literature, whereas the NHS 
spent about £1 million per annum on drug information services 
and £6—£10 millions per annum on NHS libraries.) Informa- 
tion, especially on drug costs, was deemed essential. The role 
of the clinical advice service was not agreed and would be 
studied further. The applications of technology e.g. computers, 
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needed to be evaluated in terms of increased patient care before 
they would be taken up. 

The distribution of this report was aimed to include doctors 
amongst others in the medical community, and to that end it 
was kept as brief as possible. The production of the appendices 
on fiche halved the cost. Considerable effort has been made by 
the British Library to publicize the report, however, as pointed 
out by Sue Hawley (BL), an ongoing BL survey is showing that 
few of the target group have acquired copies so far. 

A lively discussion followed, with a contribution from Mike 
Carmel, who complimented the speaker for producing such a 
coherent document. The great value to NHS regional librarians 
of the existence of this report was emphasised and echoed by 
several speakers including Fiona Picken. Some of the practical 
results were discussed e.g. the initiation of the Joint Working 
Party on Library Services in the NHS by the Regional Librarians 
Group and the DHSS. The aim is to improve contact with 
centres of postgraduate education, nursing, paramedics, and 
librarians and it is hoped to organize a series of conferences. 
The Kohner Committee is already in existence, looking into 
the supply of medical information in medical records and the 
use to which it could be put. It is hoped the drug companies 
might put medical information on Prestel and fund a closed 
user group of GP's to improve the recording of information on 
drug reactions in patients. Information on Prestel could also be 
expanded to cover epidemiological data. It was felt, too, that 
other relevant parts of Prestel should be better promoted 
amongst the medical community. 

The use of libraries by doctors was discussed. Research 
showed some libraries were heavily used by a small group of 
knowledgeable doctors, others by a wide range of users who 
often write or phone with their enquiries. The increasing 
availability of library instruction in undergraduate curriculi, 
together with the increasing choice of general practice by. 
many newly qualified doctors means that their familiarity with 
libraries and use of libraries will increase. 

One interesting result was that the panel members wished 
to meet once again in the near future to review the situation. 


‘The British Library has no power to implement the proposals 


for action, and very little money to help, although some joint 
funding with other bodies is being sought, and some of the 
proposals could be acted upon in mid 1982. 

This enjoyable meeting continued its discussion over tea 
and our thanks go to Miss Susan Childs for organizing and 
chairing it. :

Standard network interconnection 


The Council on Library Resources (CLR) has awarded to 
The Research Libraries Group (RLG) a grant of $394,886 for 
the next phase of the Linked Systems Project (LSP), called the 
‘Standard: Network. Interconnection’ 

This nationwide network will be based upon a diversity of 
systems but linked by a standard protocol. The work to be 
performed will cover the design development and implementa- 
tion of a standardized telecommunications link between the 
systems at RLG, the Washington Library Network (WLN) and 
the Library of Congress (LC). 

Upon implementation, users of either WLN or RLG’s online 
bibliographic system, RLIN (Research Libraries Information 
Network), and the Library of Congress will be able to access 
the bibliographic resources on the other systems. The long- 
range implication of use of the Standard Network Intercon- 
nection is that any computer system will be able to connect 
with any other computer system to create a nationwide biblio- 
graphic database. For this reason the effort is equivalent in 
importance to the development of the MARC formats. 

The Linked Systems Project includes the continuing work 
of the Linked Authority Systems Project (LASP), also funded 
by CLR, which has concentrated on the'sharing of authority 
records. By early 1983, with the completion of the Standard 
Network Interconnection the three linked systems will have a 
network in place upon which the cooperative creation and main- 
tenance of consistent databases, search and retrieval between 
systems, and exchange of free-form messages can be imple- 
mented. The existence of the link will allow, in addition to the 
exchange of authority data, the sharing of full catalogue 
records, location and holdings data, and even the transmittal 
of interlibrary loan requests.

Cataloguing-in-Publication meeting 


Major CIP programmes have been operating for more than 
ten years and nearly twenty countries now have programmes. 
The value of CIP is well established but at the same time there 
is widespread appreciation that problems exist and that these 
problems cannot be solved purely at the national level. For 
this reason, IFLA, in association with Unesco, decided to 
consider the situation and, in October 1980, it set up a planning 
committee under the chairmanship of Mr J. C. Downing, 
formerly of the British Library Bibliographic Services Division, 
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with representatives on it from CIP agencies, publishers and 
the Unesco Division for the General Information Programme. 


The Planning Committee was deputed to organize the Meeting - 


which the National Library of Canada had agreed to host on 
16—19 August 1982. The purpose of the Meeting is to provide 
a forum for wide-ranging discussion on all aspects of CIP, and 
also to reach decisions which will help to resolve some of the 
outstanding problems. - 

As it is planned as a working meeting, the numbers of 
participants will be limited to around fifty. The working 
language of the Meeting will be English, but a limited amount 
of linguistic assistance short of full translation will be available. 
Participation is by invitation which is being sent, on the one 
hand, to each CIP agency where the CIP data are generated, 
and, on the other, to national associations of publishers whose - 


members produce the books to which the data refer. Countries - 


where CIP is actively planned are also included. It should be 
emphasised that participants, although nominated by their 
organizations, will attend in the capacity of ‘experts’ and they 
will not strictly be delegates. There will be no.voting at the 
Meeting and the aim will be to reach decisions by consensus. ~ 

` The recommendations that finally emerge will not, of course, 
have any binding force, but as they will represent the concensus 
view of the representatives of both sides of the CIP operation 
and will carry the endorsement of IF LA, it is hoped that in fact 
they will be accepted by all concerned and will mark a major 
stage in the international development of CIP.

Chemical Notation Association 


‘The Chemical Notation Association is planning a major 
seminar on 6—10 September at the University of Exeter to - 
evaluate current methods of information communication, 
storage and retrieval in chemistry against the basic needs of the 
research chemist and other users of this information. 

The scientific paper written either directly for publication 
or for verbal presentation is still the prime method for 
communicating novel information. Secondary communication 
continues to be primarily based on the abstract; the online 
revolution has undoubtedly improved selectivity and reduced 
time spent in reviewing published chemical literature. 
Enormous developments are continuing in communications 
technology and in computer-based methods for storage and 
retrieval of data as distinct from references. In order for the 
chemical community to take full advantage of these oppor- 
tunities it must fundamentally re-appraise its communication 
system which continues to be based on principles which have 
advanced little since the eighteenth century. 

The seminar aims to attract contributions from chemists, 
database producers and vendors, and information scientists. 
The programme will be initiated by an examination of the 
work and chemical information requirements of industrial and 
academic scientists including non-research based users of 
chemical information. Existing problems of delays in communi- 
cation implicit in traditional publication, the quality of 
publications, the requirement for data and authoritative reviews, 
and the increasing volume of unpublished chemical information 
will be studied. 

The seminar will then examine the legal and economic

implications of publication and discuss the variety of develop- . 


ments in communications technology, computer hardware and 
software, including those of particular relevance to chemistry 
before going on to look at more effective techniques for 
providing chemical information. Topics will include: data _ 
banks, reaction indexing including computer-aided chemical 
synthesis, sub-structure retrieval, graphics, and structure- 
activity correlation.

Phonefiche 


Phonefiche — telephone directories on microfiche issued by 
the Micromedia Division of Bell & Howell — is proving 
extremely popular. At the request of subscribers the programme 
has been further extended and now includes directories from 
Canada, Great Britain, Switzerland and Italy, as well as from 
the United States. 

The original six categories of American directories have 
now been increased to nine and the total US collection now 
comprises more than 1400 directories on microfiche, covering 
approximately 25,000 communities in the United States. One 
of the main attractions of Phonefiche is its neatness. Paper 
directories do not stack well and 1400 directories would require 
about 75 feet of shelf space. On microfiche the same collection, 
white pages and yellow pages, requires only five 16-inch trays. 

Some directories from Canada, Great Britain, Switzerland 
and Italy have now been included in the Phonefiche collection, 
as has the US National Zip Code and Post Office Directory. 
This is invaluable for anyone producing mailings to the United 
States, since the absence of a Zip Code usually results in delay 
and sometimes return of the mail.

Walford’s concise guide to reference material. Edited by 
A. J. Walford. London: Library Association, 1981. 433p. 
ISBN 0 85365 882 X. £14.75. 


This invaluable reference guide supplements the full edition. 
Almost a third of the material is new, and the rest has been 
updated. The introduction states ‘It comprises about 2,560 
main entries, with several hundred subsumed entries, arranged 
by the Universal Decimal Classification, slightly adapted so as 
to avoid separation of related matter, e.g. on marketing, 
British/English history. The cut-off date is 29 March 1980, 
with additions at the galley proof stage up to 25 November 
1980’. Entries consist of bibliographical details of each publi- 
cation, and critical annotation that provides a concise descrip- 
tion of the publication’s content, approach and relevance to 
the subject. The index, compiled by L. J. Taylor, covers titles, 
as well as first authors and subjects. 


The visible library: practical public relations for public 
librarians.

The first section outlines public relations and the objectives 
of any public relations programme. An introduction to the 
methods of public relations and possible communication media 
— including the press, public speaking, display, radio and 
television is given in the following section. The importance of 
knowing the ‘public’ is stressed, and the relationships between 
staff and public, and staff and committees is discussed. The 
concluding section considers the management of public 
relations, and also public relations for the library profession, 
and stresses the need for a Library Association Public Relations 
Department. Methods for ee public relations activities 
are also reviewed. :

and the problems of theory and practice in professional educa- 
tion are discussed in the first chapter. Brief accounts of the 

' trends in education for the medical, legal, engineering and 
education professions and social work are given. The following 
chapter deals specifically with library education, and covers’ 
the various methods of instruction, including face to face 
instruction'‘and independent study. One chapter examines 
the merits of library-centred education for students. In the 
final chapter the author presents his views on theory and

This work is intended to answer anyone’s question on 

office reprographics, and even includes hints on how to dea! 

with salesmen. It is written:in an informal style, and the text 
is supported by tables, usually illustrating prices per copy, 
and simple diagrams of machines. 

The text opens with an overview of the development of 
office reprographics, and discusses the transition in use from 
duplicators to copiers. Following papers outline current trends 
in equipment and processes used for copying, points to consider 

. when selecting and purchasing a copier, the cases for and against 
the centralization of copiers, the uses of copiers and the future 
of reprographics including coloured copying. A case study in 
the use of reprographics with an expert company is also pro- 

` vided. 

The appendices provide useful lists of manufacturers with 

_ equipment prices and their addresses. A comparison table of 
cost per copy is also provided. 


Communication technologies and information flow. Edited by 
Thomas J. M. Burke and Maxwell Lehman. Oxford: Pergamon 
Press 1981. 151p. ISBN 008 0271693. 


The goal of this volume, as stated in the introduction is 
‘to present the latest findings of communication technologies, 
and to do so in language that the non-scientifically-trained 
reader, as well as the specialist and the student can understand’. 

The twelve papers are written by a distinguished group of . 
American scientists. In the first paper an overview of communi- 
cation technologies and their effect on society is given, while 
the second provides a historical perspective to the development 
of information storage technologies. Following papers deal 
with international telecommunication technologies, satellite 
communications, graphics technology in relation to information 
systems, future household communication systems, worldwide 
information systems, and office technology. 

A case history which covers the application of telecom- 
munications in Canada is also given. The final two chapters 
deal with computer-assisted devices which can communicate 
with humans, and the progress and application of technology 
utilized in very large scale integrated circuits. 
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Videodises: the technology, the applications and the future. 
By Efrem Sigel, Mark Schubin, Paul F. Merrill, with Kenneth 
S. Christie, John Rusche and Alan Horder. White Plains, 
New York: Knowledge Industry, 1980. 183p. (Video Book)

The volume is written by six experts on the subject. A 
brief introduction to the possible uses of videodiscs by both 
individuals and institutions is given by Efrem Sigel. The 
chapter by Mark Schubin traces the evolution and technologies 
of the videodiscs, and discusses the equipment and disc systems 
available at present, and indicates how they differ. The third 
chapter, also by Sigel, discusses the consumer market, with 
particular reference to Europe. Paul Merrill contributed the 
chapter on education and training applications, which discusses. 
the features of discs which make them appealing to educators. 


- He also outlines current educational videodisc projects being 


conducted in the United States. The following chapter by 
Kenneth Christie discusses the creation of education pro- 
grammes on discs. Suggestions for designing and producing 
videodiscs are given. Applications of videodiscs in the business 
world are explored by John Rusche. He refers to the production 
of training programmes for Chevrolet dealers in the United 
States. The seventh chapter by Alan Horder discusses the 
capacity of videodiscs.for information storage and retrieval. 
Mark Schubin outlines competing technologies to the video- 
discs, while Efrem Sigel concludes the volume with a discussion 
of the potential success of the videodisc. Organizations involved 
with videodiscs are listed in the appendix. 


The modern law of copyright. Hugh Laddie, Peter Prescott 
and Mary Vitoria. London: Butterworths, 1980. 733p. ISBN 
0 406 61694 9. £45.00. 


Many of the sixteen chapters begin with a Pigil over- 
view of the subject, and then current copyright laws. Dis- 
cussions are presented in point form. The volume is ideal for 
use as a reference book, as the areas covered and indexing of 


` the text are exhaustive. 


The first chapter provides a good introduction to the 
copyright law, while the following two deal with the effect of . 
copyright on literary, dramatic, musical and artistic works. 
Subsistence of copyright in works is covered in the fourth 
chapter, while works with special reference to term of copy- 
right and first ownership of copyright are covered in the 
following chapters. Three separate chapters are devoted to 


` films, sound recordings, televisions and broadcasting. The 
- tenth chapter covers ‘transmission of title and licensing of 


copyright’, while the following one discusses secondary 


_infringements. Two chapters consider civil and criminal 


proceedings. Chapter 14 is of most interest to librarians as it 
deals with special provision to libraries. Crown and universities 
copyright is dealt with in the fifteenth chapter. The final three 
chapters are devoted to the Performing Right Tribunal, false 
attribution of authorship and performers’ protection. 

The four appendices cover legislation of copyright, and 
provides textual reproductions of United Kingdom Statutes, _ 
secondary legislation, legislation relating to works made 
before 1 July 1912, and international conventions.’Tables of - 
statutes, international conventions and treaties, statutory 
instruments and cases are provided at the beginning or the 
volume. - 


Viewdata in action: a comparative study of Prestel. Rex 
Winsbury. Maidenhead: McGraw Hill, 1981. 237p. ISBN X 
0 07 084548 4. £14.00.. 


This book is not solely about Prestel. The purpose is to 
draw on experience with Preste! to set down the technical 
financial, editorial, legal-ethical and marketing aspects of 
viewdata. 

It is made up of papers contributed by experts in ihe 
field. Rex Winsbury, as editor, writes a general introduction 
as well as introducing each of the six parts. 

The first part introduces Prestel and its history. The - 
second part is more technical, The technology is described 
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in terms which Rex Winsbury feels may be too technical 
for the layman. He therefore describes it more simply in 
his introduction. The third part gives case studies in various 
aspects of Prestel. It covers the economics of closed user 
groups for example. Part four deals with the practical problems, 
for example electronic editing or codes of conduct. Part five 
is an international survey. It covers West Germany, France, — 
The Netherlands, Finland, Japan, USA and Canada. The final 
part is a survey of the future of viewdata. 
In his general introduction Rex Winsbury identifies several 
themes which run, to a greater or lesser extent, through all 
_ the papers: He identifies these as the conflicts between the 
‘groups involved in viewdata; the responsibility of the PTTs 
for the content of viewdata and its implications; the impact 
of viewdata on publishing; the editorial decisions that have 
to be made; finance and the c cost of Prestel and finally the 
future of viewdata.

The theme of this 27th ITCC, organized by the Society 
for Technical Communication, was chosen to express the 
communication goals of the decade to come. The 2 volumes 
of proceedings, compiled from camera-ready pages furnished 
by individual contributors prior to the conference, contain 
over 200 papers and presentations within 5 ‘stems’. Volume 1 
contains the introductory pages and the papers from the 
Computer Applications and Technology, Graphics and Audio- 
visuals, and Management Theory and Practice stems. Volume 
2 contains the papers from the Research and Education and 
Writing and Editing stems together with subject and author/ 
employer indexes. Papers are grouped within sessions and cover 
a wide range of topics, including technical documentation, 
text management and word processing, automated publications 
departments, readability, machine translation, online for- 
matting and editing, indexing by computer, computer graphics, 
forms design, organizational communication, management 
techniques, women in management, education for technical 
writers, and writing for non-native speakers of English. Although 
emphasis is on new technology and its potential, plenty of 
attention is still paid to basic aspects of style and writing 
technique.

As the title suggests, this publication has been designed 
for those people concerned with research and reports in any 
area of business. 

It is divided into seven parts, dealing with each in some 
detail. Part | deals with business reports, explaining their 
purpose, characteristics and format. Part || covers special 
reporting situations while Part I1] explains the tasks involved 
in preparing the report, and Part IV the documentation involved. 
The remaining sections give selected government references, 
sources of business information and a style guide, which is 
based on student needs. 

This book is intended to be a reference for business appli- 
cations or a supplement to a business course in which reports 
are prepared. 


Copyright: intellectual property in the information age. 
Edward W. Plomanand L. Clark Hamilton. London: Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, 1980, ISBN 0 7100 0539 3 £12.50. 

The authors state that the purpose of this book is to place 
copyright in a wide context, and to discuss current copyright 
issues at the level of policy and underlying principles. They 
have tried to avoid legal technicalities, instead they have placed 
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the challenges to copyright mainly within the perspective of 
the emerging information society, and the aed of 
countries. 

The book is divided into seven sections. The first covers 
the origins and early development of copyright.The next 
brings the reader into the modern period. The principles and 
administration of the modern law are discussed. The third 
and fourth chapters cover the international agreements and 
the national systems of several countries, including the United: 
Kingdom, the United States and China. The last three sections 
explore the themes of the challenges to copyright eg from the 
computer; the limits of copyright and the policies for copyright 
in the future. 


Descriptions of interlibrary lending in various countries and a 
bibliography of interlibrary lending. Antonio A. Briquet de` 
Lemos. Boston Spa: IFLA Office for International Lending, 
1980.

The information for this volume was collected during a 
study of national interlibrary lending systems. The main 
report by M. B. Line, A. A. Briquet de Lemos, S. C. J. 
Vickers and E. S. Smith entitled ‘National interlibrary lending 
systems: a comparative study of existing systems and possible 
models’ is available from Unesco. ; 

The information for the description was obtained by a 
search of the library literature, contact with individuals and 
information collected previously by the IFLA Office for , 
Internation Lending. The descriptions provide coverage of 
interlending in 43 countries. Obviously the length of the 
descriptions varies with complexity of the system of inter- 
lending, and union catalogues and lists are usually mentioned 
in the descriptions. Literature sources consulted are listed at 
the end of each description. 

The bibliography was compiled as part of the same study, 
and updated in Autumn 1979. The preface states: ‘The 
bibliography makes no pretence to be exhaustive, but it is 
believed to be the most comprehensive up to date collection 
of references relating to interlending. It is intended to keep it 
up to date, and to issue supplements, or a complete revision, 
from time to time’. The bibliography is extensive, covering ` 
both monographs and journal articles, but it is not subdivided 
in any way. It is arranged by author or in the case of no specific 
author by title. i

Addiction, divorce and the electronic New Year's Eve party 
are among the pitfalls of the ‘information society’, according 
to researchers at the New Jersey Institute of Technology in the 
US.

Is there a British information industry? 


One can't but be impressed (and depressed) by the extent 
of our dependence on the USA and Japan. Without being in 
any way chauvinistic, | think that the present state of affairs 
is greatly to our disadvantage and unfortunately, it doesn’t 
look as if it is going to get any better. Consider how dependent 
you are on Lockheed, SDC and the like. Consider how much 
of a lightweight, now, in international circles is BLAISE. 
Consider our role in Euronet DIANE, and of course look at 
the way that even America has almost total dependence on 
Japan for its micro-electronics components, especially ‘the 
chip’. 

At our Annual Conference last year, at Oxford, Robert 
Maxwell pointed out how we had ‘given’ databases to the 
Americans and then had had to buy them back at hugely 
increased prices. Not a criticism of the USA, but another 
opportunity lost to us. 

Isn't it about time we took a view of the ‘British information 
industry’ and pulled together a bit more so as to exploit our 
not inconsiderable technological, managerial and financial 
know-how? 
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Our own Marketing Officer! 


Following upon a recommendation | made to the E & F 
in the last days of February, Council has agreed to recruit a 
Marketing Officer. Without going into great detail, suffice 
it to say that ! think we need a ‘young lion/lioness’ who is 
going to market and promote the new Aslib, positively and 
aggressively. 

This is a move which | know has the full support of all 
concerned — Council members and staff. There is some debate 
on whether the M/O should be a qualified experienced informa- 
tion person who has some knowledge/experience of marketing 
or a qualified and experienced marketing person who under- 
stands and who is in sympathy with, the information/library 
scene.

The UK Government's involvement in the field of electronic 
mail and publishing activities was outlined at a meeting held 
on 31 March. The feasibility study for project HERMES, 
undertaken by the National Physical Laboratory and PIRA 
was presented and discussed by potential users of the system, 
equipment and network suppliers, publishers and information 
providers. 

HERMES is a project to develop an electronic mail and 
document delivery system using teletex. The project is in 
four phases each with its own objectives though the latter 
two phases depend on the experience gained during phases 
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1 and 2 which are to demonstrate teletext in use at 20 
terminals in DOI, publishers’ offices and :ibraries, and to 
demonstrate access from these terminals to an electronic 
document delivery service providing publishers material in 
teletex form. .

Clearing house for engineering software 


The United Kingdom is said to compere unfavourably with 
other industrialized western nations in the application of 
information technology to improve the efficiency of business. 
One particular area of concern is in the use of computers as 
an aid to engineering design and manufacture. One of the 
reasons put forward to explain the UK's delay in adopting 
these techniques is the lack of knowledg2 among engineers 
as to what computing routines are available to them. To 
overcome this lack of knowledge, the Mechanical Engineers 
and Machine Tools Requirements Board have placed a three 
year contract with the National Computing Centre to provide 
a co-ordinating point for the collection and dissemination of 
information on engineering software. 

The aim of the three year contract is to increase the use 
of computers in engineering tasks in British industry so that 
efficiency is gained, with faster results for less effort, and 
design and manufacturing are improved in quality. 

The subjects covered would be computer aided design, 
draughting, production planning, cost estimating and numerical 
control for all aspects of engineering other than construction. 

The work will be undertaken by NCC’s Information Services 
Division who will produce newsletters, en annual directory and 
an answering service. NCC hope that the services and products 
emanating from the new database will make the work self- 
supporting after the three year contract period. 


Afternoon meeting addressed by IT Minister 


We had the privilege of being addressed by the Parliamentary 
Under Secretary of the Dept. of Industry, Mr John Wakeham 
MP, at an afternoon meeting, held on Vonday 29 March, at 
the Royal Institute of Naval Architects and chaired by the 
Director, Dr D. A. Lewis. 

A capacity audience of 100 or so heard Mr Wakeham 
describe his thinking behind the government's push on informa- 
tion technology, including also 1T82. He indicated that the 
government looks favourably upon opportunities for ‘pump 
priming exercises’ which will lead to useful developments in 
his area of responsibility. 

As usual, however, it appears that the government regards 
IT as essentially a matter of stringing black boxes together and 
is little concerned with the business of nformation, its flow 
and its use. So far as the audience was concerned, there was a 
fairly unsatisfactory response to the Chairman's question 
relating to the government attitude towards information 
retrieval as opposed to information technology. 

A certain irritation was also apparent when the Minister was 
subjected to fairly barbed criticisms by that upholder of the 
democratic process, Mr Charles Oppenheim of Derwent 
Publications. 

However, overall it was an interesting session and gave a 
clear insight into government thinking 3n this most important 
topic. :

Near misses 


It has been a time for near misses. It seemed only yesterday 
that Financial Weekly had first hit the news stands with its 
punchy style of reporting, its ‘no frills’ format and its regular 
embellishments from Trog, Honeysett and the rest (Why 
can’t other business weeklies have proper cartoons, with 
captions?). In fact it was three years and 163 issues previously. 
Then, suddenly, it was no more. Then came the news that a 
consortium of FW editorial staff and journalists had sunk some 
of their redundancy money into the paper and that Pergamon 
Press had stepped in to save it from ignominious oblivion. 

Then there was Fintel Newsbase, the computerized guide 
to FT company news, which expired with horrible suddenness 
last February and is (at the time of writing) almost certain to 
reappear. Plans are afoot for a new service to be operated 
jointly by. FT Business Information Ltd and Predicasts, acces- 
sible through the Radio Suisse Data-Star service as before. Not 
only that, but it will be a reformatted Newsbase, providing 
fuller abstracts along the lines of those currently available on 
PROMT, and employing the Predicasts products and events 
coding principles, thereby making for potentially more efficient 
searching. And as if this weren't enough, continuity will be 
maintained too. Indexing is still going on, and the data accumu- 
lated since Fintel Newsbase‘s demise is to be loaded onto the 
computer as soon as practicable. The earliest Fintel data will 
as far as possible also be rejigged to comply with the new 
formatting, so we should end up with a single continuous 
database with no gaps. Hooray! 

And as if to pile on the agony, Find Ltd, the company that 
provided a products and services Prestel database aimed at 
buyers, has gone out of business. The database has been taken 
over by the Diplomatic House publishing group, which plans 
to ‘internationalize’ the Find service, and develop it more 
quickly than would have been the case under its previous 
ownership. 


More doom and gloom on Prestel 


The Government Statistical Service is celebrating Informa- 
tion Technology Year with a kick in the teeth for Prestel, 
following the Rayner review’s recommendation that a sum 
of the order of £30,000 a year should be saved by axing the 
official statistics that appear on British Telecom's public 
viewdata service. Press reports suggest that Whitehall has been 
agonising over whether it would be wise to do this in IT Year, 
but the upshot seems to be that the CSO ceases to be a 
Prestel Information Provider in its own right at the end of 
April. At the time of writing (mid-April) it’s not yet clear 
what will happen to the information already there. It could, 
presumably, be deleted from Prestet screens from the moment 
the CSO ceases to lease Prestel pages; it could be left up and 
accessible (though static) while attempts are made to privatise 
the service. It certainly seems likely that figures such as the 
RPI or monthly unemployment will become progressively 
more out of date as the attempts at a salvage operation proceed. 
There’s no getting away from the fact that from the marketing 
point of view Preste! has been a bit of a damp squib; but the 
fact remains that until there is something worth looking at on 
it, people and institutions are not going to buy the hardware, 
and it does seem that the Government could have played a 
‘toss-leader’ role in this important and not so new information 
technology medium.

Trade Mark Index — the continuing story . .. 


We left the good fairy in March, attempting to wave its 
wand in the direction of Compu-Mark (UK) Ltd and its 
computerized trade mark index service. The news now is that 
Compu-Mark can provide an index to all published trade marks 
since 1948 (that’s about 500,000), listing trade mark, class, 
year/page of publication in Trade Marks Journal and indication 
of assignment or change of name. (Trade marks in classes 15 
and 29 to 34 — glass, jute, silk and wool goods — are excluded.) 
The rental would be £110 per year, but — important — this 
depends on there being a minimum of 50 subscribers. Other- 
wise it is likely that the rental would have to be increased on 
a pro rata basis. Microfiche copies of Trade Marks Journal 
from 1948 can also be provided, at £120 rental or £528 for. 
outright purchase. (Earlier issues, going right back to 1876, 
can also be purchased at £24 per year, or £240 for ten plus 
£12 for each issue above ten. If you've got a spare £1,260 
you can have the lot from 1876 to 1981). Current issues cost 
£24 on a yearly upkeep basis or £40 for a monthly upkeep 
basis. All purchase prices are subject to VAT and postage/ 
delivery.

The Horse’s Mouth 


David King, of the British Library Business Information 
Service, has been following AEBIG’s soundings-off on market 
research reports with interest. Now he adds his own con- 
tribution by spelling out the recommendations made by the 
British Library Working Group on Business Information in 
its report ‘Business information: the role of the British Library’, 
and indicating the British Library’s ‘compromise solution’ to 
the problem. 

‘Market research reports, stockbrokers’ reports and financial 
reports’ 

‘The British Library should increase its efforts to acquire 
all unrestricted market research reports, both those published 
in the UK and those overseas reports that are of interest to 
British trade. It should be prepared to consider purchase of 
British-produced reports where legal deposit cannot be claimed, 
and should be able to acquire them immediately upon publica- 
tion.’ i 

‘Some should be available on loan. If the main archival 
collection is held in London, it should be at the Science 
Reference Library and the idea of a special stock in London 
available for loan as well as reference should be examined. 
Otherwise, the Lending Division should duplicate some market 
research reports.’ 


‘Bibliographic control of market research reports’ 


‘At present there is no current bibliographical listing of 
market research reports, which are a highly important source 
for business information and have a very short life. The British 
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Overseas Trade Board’s /nternational directory of published 
market research appears over a year in arrears and is not 
exhaustive, and almost no market research reports are listed 

in the British national bibliography. The British Library should 
either develop a current special list or include all market 
research reports in BNB or BAB. The list should include all 
which are issued, whether or not there are any restrictions on 
their availability in libraries; it should not therefore be capable 
of specifying any such restrictions.’ 

As is very apparent from AEB/G News, the issue of availa- 
bility of market research reports in public libraries is extremely 
complex and perhaps impossible to completely resolve. Cer- 

` tainly to do so will take considerable time. In order to make 
progress the British Library has had to adopt a compromise 
solution and | am summarizing the current situation below. 
The Science Reference Library has already acquired a sub- 
stantial collection of several hundred reports. Not all 
unrestricted reports have been acquired as many are too 
expensive or too specialized. Special attention has been paid 
to the twin aims of building a balanced collection and to 
acquiring titles in high demand. The reports have been brought 
together as a special sequence in the Holborn reading room 
and almost certainly this collection is by far the largest publicly 
available collection of market research reports in the UK. 
Titles held are listed in the SRL publication Market research 
and industry surveys (reviewed by Malcolm Campbell in 
May’s AEB/G News and available from SRL at £4, cheques 
payable to British Library). Reports are being added to stock 
constantly, and even if a specific title cannot be found on 
the list, it may well be worth contacting the British Library 
Business Information Service (01-404 0406 — based at the 
Science Reference Library) to see if it has recently been 
acquired. This applies particularly of course to titles published 
late in 1981 or in 1982. 

The British Library Lending Division is prepared to purchase 
reports for loan when publishers permit this. However, if a 
report is expensive, a good case has to be made by the requester. 
The British Library Business Information Service has a partial 
list of the market research holdings of the Lending Division 
and can therefore give some indication of whether the Lending 
Division has a particular report and indeed can often advise as 
to whether the publisher concerned permits his report to be 
loaned. : 

Finally, although the British Library has not been able to 
develop a current special list of all (restricted and unrestricted) 
reports, the Business Information Service can answer enquiries 
on what is available from particular publishers on specific 
subjects. This is done using the collections of reports at the 
Science Reference Library, the various commercially available 
bibliographies, an in-house file of references abstracted from 
market research journals, and a special collection of descriptive 
leaflets from publishers. The special collection giving details of 
publications and services from publishers is shelved in the 
Holborn reading room of the Science Reference Library next 
to the collection of market research reports. It includes UK 
and foreign publishers and is regularly kept up-to-date. However 
it must be borne in mind that by no means all the reports 
described in the leaflets are available at the Science Reference 
Library. 

| hope these recent developments at the British Library go 
some way towards solving the difficulties with market research 
reports. | welcome any further suggestions but please remember 
that the Business Information Service does not have unlimited 
resources!

Word processors in the library 


Paper given by D. Painter, National Reprographic Centre 
for documentation, the full text of which it is hoped will be 
published soon. 

The National Reprographic Centre for documentation 

The National Reprographic Centre for documentation was 
set up in the mid-sixties by the librarian of Hatfield Polytechnic 
with a grant from what was then the Office for Scientific and 
Technical Information to study documentation systems and 
equipment on behalf of the library community. 

In those days the Centre’s chief object of study was micro- 
forms and, indeed, the majority of its present subscribers still 
want to know about microforms. All of its formal evaluation 
reports deal with that subject but more and more of the con- 
tents of its journal (Reprographics Quarterly) have by now 
come to deal with document systems which are electronic 
rather than optical and include videodisc, videotex, copier 
terminals and, of course, word processors. Moreover, its 
subscribers have come, over the years, to include administra- 
tion as well as information managers. So, whilst NRCd con- 
tinues to be attached to an academic institution and, indeed, 
Hatfield’s librarian continues to function as its project head, 
its prime tasks are those of evaluating the value of reprographic 
equipment and materials for those managers who don't have 
as much time as we to study products and literature, and 
evaluate claims and specifications. 


The NRCd word processor project 


In order to establish an investigative programme which 
matched both NRCd‘s other obligations and the areas of 
information technology studied by other units being supported 
by BLRDD, the view was taken, early in the project, that 
sufficient was known about the basic text editing applications 
of w/p systems or, if not known, available from other sources 
and that NRCd should concentrate its investigations on peri- 
pheral tasks of special interest to Jibrarians and other informa- 
tion workers and in particular the extent to which equipment 

- designed primarily for text editing can be used to emulate 
other systems for library automation programs, and that 
NRCd would begin by looking in particular at four areas of 
application. They were: w/p links with photocomposition; 
w/p links with computer output microfilm; w/p as mini 
database managers; w/p as intelligent terminals of remote 
mainframes. 


W/p as an aid to publishing 


First, NRCd as publishers; clearly the terms of BL’s grant 
expects us to disseminate the Centre’s findings from time to 
time. Thus, like many other research associations, we offer 
both regular and irregular publications. Among the regular ones 
are a quarterly journal, to which we have already referred, four 
or five technical evaluation reports yearly (hitherto confined 
to micrographic equipment) and abstracts from current 
reprographic literature. Among recent irregular publications 
have been surveys of the state of the art of word processing 
and office printing; of the automated retrieval of microforms; 
of full text information systems; of video discs; a directory of 
commercial microfilm bureaux and a thesaurus of micrographic 
terms. All authors have become their own typists. 


- Computer aided phototypesetting systems 


Of all reprographic systems, computer-aided photocom- 
posers are, it might be thought, best capable of being linked 
to other digital systems if only because, throughout almost a 
hundred years of mechanization, they have relied for data 
capture on a medium for which industry wide standards are 
well established — punched paper tape. 
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Modern typesetting control codes are derived from an 
amalgamation of graphic arts, data processing and telecom- 
munications conventions. 


Alternative ways of establishing wo/pts links 


A number of communication routes are possible. The 
most obvious is to wire the photocomposer online to the 
word processor. One alternative is to use the output medium 
of the w/p, typically floppy disc, to drive the p.t.s., or, if this 
is not feasible for one reason or another, to convert from the 
w/p’s floppy to some other more suitable medium, probably 
either mag. tape or paper tape. 

In sum, our conclusions have been as follows: 

Online: entirely possible. No problems at all that we can 
discover, except for the education required to turn a fully 
competent w/p operator into a barely competent compositor. 

Floppy discs: the use of floppies seems on the face of 
things to be the most obvious choice. Most photosetters 
incorporate floppy drives these days and it might be thought 
that a robust, compact and relatively inexpensive medium such 
as this would be ideal. However, the fact that most w/p manu- 
facturers have elected to structure their files in a proprietary 
fashion, chiefly one imagines for commercial rather than 
technical reasons, to ‘lock-in’ their customers to their own 
product range and discourage the purchase of plug-compatible 
ancillaries such as we have seen happen in the d.p. industry, 
has meant that very few w/p systems are compatible. with 
p.t.s. Some are, admittedly. A.M. is the most obvious example. 
Xerox was, | believe, compatible with Alphacomp from the 
outset. Some p.t.s. systems offer front-end conversion boxes. 
And, as time passes, more and more systems are offered which 
are more and more tolerant. But, as | am sure you are all 
aware, there is a deplorable lack of standardization in the 
floppy business. 

Disc-to-disc conversion was therefore the next alternative 
examined by us. The graver the problem of incompatibility, 
the more likely it is that entrepreneurs will seek to build black 
boxes, write software and/or open service bureaux to overcome 
the problem. All those alternatives exist, separately and in 
combination. But they are, as you might imagine, selective. So, 
while we are quite hopeful of getting Wang discs converted to, 
say, Linotype drives, we find that we cannot yet commend 
disc conversion as ageneralized way of establishing w/p to p.t.s. 
communication. Finally, therefore, we resorted to media 
conversion which, some might say, was the obvious route 
to take in the first place. 

Paper tape immediately commends itself. The graphic 
arts industry was accustomed to using this medium from 
the outset. Most p.t.s. can be driven by it. TTS codes are 
universal. And many w/p machines, including our own Wang, 
will support paper tape punches. It could probably serve for 
many of our readers and NRCd might well have chosen this 
alternative, despite the fact that paper tape is a slow, bulky 
and obsolescent medium, were it not for the fact that we had 
other fish to fry. 


Wp to com links 


Our second task was to attempt to interface the Wang with 
a computer output microfilm recorder. Our motives will, I 
hope, be obvious. For at least four reasons — permanence, 
packing density, file integrity and ease of duplication — many 
information centres wish to convert text generated in-house to 
microforms of one sort or another. If they are to use the initial 
keying without incurring further labour costs then the simplest 
and probably most economical routine will be to film the hard 
copy output of a word processor perhaps on a 105 mm fiche 
camera or, as we chose to do, on a 16 mm rotary camera, 
jacketing the processed film and making diazo duplicates on 
demand. 

As it happens, our w/p will not support a magnetic tape 
deck (though some do) and therefore we have chosen the 
w/p-to-mainframe-to-COM route, a choice reinforced by our 
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desire to investigate retrieval from larger files than can be 
maintained in a word processor. 


Optical character recognition 


A passing reference to input by optical character readers 
is called for. Clearly where a variety of different digital devices 
are to be linked, problems of incompatiblity can be overcome 
by the use of o.c.r. conversion. NRCd has chosen not to 
investigate this alternative partly because of the cost of a reader 
could not be justified in our environment, nor that of many of 
our constituents, partly because we are keener to use our 
sparse resources exploring online communications. However, 

. o.c.r.s contribution at the present state of the art should not 
be overlooked, particularly as systems get cheaper and cheaper, 
more and more reliable, and compatible founts become more 
and more common-place. 


information retrieval on w/p 


We now go on to describe a second set of interests arising 
out of our connection, through The British Library’s Research 
& Development Department, with the library community — 
ways in which w/p might be expected to emulate tasks of library 
automation and mechanized information retrieval, for which a 
substantial body of expertise already existed among mainframe 
users. 


Search facilities 


` We began our investigations with the well known fact that 
all word processors worthy of the name offer a SEARCH 
facility. 
With a w/p system like our own WANG the operation is 


simple. 
Key “search” 
Display “search for what” 
Key character string 
Key “execute” 


This simple example typifies the difference between a special- 
purpose computer, like a w/p system, and a general-purpose 
computer such as had been used here and there in libraries 

for a variety of tasks. It demonstrates how much more easily 

operated systems are once pre-fabricated instruction sets have 

been provided, either in ROM or as overlays. It also goes some 
way to explain why w/p equipment is so much more expensive, 

relatively, than a general purpose micro or mini of equivalent 

capacity and power. 

Wang and other w/p systems will also be supplied with SORT 
routines and some with SELECTIVE RETRIEVAL (which is 
no more than a special application of ‘SEARCH’). 

We have attempted three tasks in particular: 

1. the creation of a mini-database and the selective interroga- 
tion of it. 

2. a mechanization of the abstracting process. 

3. the application of ‘glossary’ to some housekeeping routines 
(‘glossary’ being WANG’s word for a routine whereby a 
planned succession of keystrokes can be automated. Many 
advanced wp systems have such routines). 


The need for communications 


Finally, we have looked at the possibilities of using a word 
processor as an intelligent, remote terminal of one of the 
Polytechnic’s mainframes — a DEC 10/91. 

Teletypewriter protocol is common and cheap to imple- 


ment but cannot automatically detect and correct transmission 


errors. Wang's implementation is only half-duplex and does not 
support ‘transmission on’ and ‘transmission off’ contro! to 
and from Hatfield’s brand of mainframe. For reliable trans- 
mission, therefore, we have concluded that an intelligent 
buffer must, in our case, be interposed. 

Since the additional hardware has been commissioned, 
however, the word processor will be entirely suitable, we 
believe, not only for conventional administrative and house- 
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keeping tasks and to make us more effective in-our role as 
small publishers, but also enable us to create and/or interrogate 
selectively the three important kinds of store needed by us 
and many other examples of small but specialized information 
centres: 

(a) small local stores generated inhouse and filed in wp 
as a consequence of our test editing activities; 

(b) corporate databases requiring more disc space and 
better management and therefore the facilities of a 
mainframe; 

(c) even larger national and international databases which 
otherwise would need separate terminals. 


Conclusions 


We have concluded that in the following circumstances word 
processing systems such as our own can be valuable without 
significant modification or enhancement: 

(1) /n information units acting as special publishers when 
adequate volumes of text will eventually be reproduced 
by some reprographic system or other. 

(2) /n small information centres where some typing aids are 
needed and files are not so large as to exceed typical w/p 
memory sizes and funds are not available, or justifiable, 
for more than one kind of hardware. 

(3) Jn large libraries and information centres where bigger 
computers are available for storage and database 
management but where w/p can be justified as intelli- 
gent data entry terminals and output editors. 

Our job at NRCd in the immediate future will be to deter- 
mine at exactly what point word processors run out of steam; 
hence our present obsession is not so much with the w/p systems 
themselves but what lies beyond those systems. 
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Information and documentation congress

Information management 82 


This one-day conference will be held at the Barbican 
Centre on 27 September 1982. It is organized by the National 
Reprographic Centre for documentation (NRCd), and intends 
to provide an authoritative review of developments in docu- 
mentation systems by looking at what the various systems have 
to offer in the 1980s. 

The list of speakers assembled for the conference is headed 
by Don Avedon, executive president of the International 
Micrographic Congress, who will give a review of developments 
in micrographic systems and look at the major applications for 
micrographics in the 1980s. Dr Barrett, pro-Director of 
Research at Hatfield Polytechnic will give a paper on develop- 
ments in digital optical recording (videodisc) systems and Mike 
Aston of the Advisory Unit for Computer Based Education will 
be reviewing developments in videotex. There will also be 
papers from experts in the fields of word processing, copier 
systems and electronic information retrieval and document 
delivery systems plus asession dealing with likely developments 
in the controversial area of copyright.

New online services from the British Library 


The British Library Bibliographic Services Division is 
announcing a major reshaping of its BLAISE online services. 
Since 1977, BLAISE subscribers have been able to access 
two groups of databases held on a computer in the United 
Kingdom: the MEDLARS biomedical databases and the 
MARC files of bibliographic records. During 1982 the present 
MEDLARS operations will be replaced by a new service: 
BLAISE-LINK. The MARC databases will continue to be 
available in their present form and at the same location, and 
will become the core of the newly-named BLAISE-LINE 
service. 

BLAISE-LINK will provide BLAISE subscribers with 
direct access to the MEDLARS databases, including 
CANCERLINE, TOXLINE and MEDLINE, on the United 
States National Library of Medicine computer in Bethesda, 
Maryland. This will extend the range of online databases 
available to subscribers, giving them access to the National 
Library of Medicine's book catalogue, CATLINE, and other 
important files formerly unavailable in the United Kingdom. 
The computer software used by the National Library of 
Medicine is identical to that used for the United Kingdom 
based BLAISE online service, so that users will not need to 
learn a new system. 

BLAISE-LINE will initially provide BLAISE subscribers 
with access to bibliographic information on UKMARC, 
LCMARC and AVMARC and to Conference Proceedings 
Index and British Education Index. These files will be the 
basis of a planned expansion and development of the BLAISE- 
LINE service to provide online access to a wider range of 
records created or compiled in the British Library, which 
constitute an essential resource for the library and infor- 
mation community in the United Kingdom and overseas. 

There will be no increase in charges for BLAISE online 
services. BLAISE-LINK users will benefit from a lower connect 
time charge of £18.00 per hour, subject to a monthly mini- 
mum usage charge (plus VAT and royalty charges on 
TOXLINE/CHEMLINE). The British Library will continue 
to provide the same high standard of customer training and 
support for all BLAISE services. 


Book prices survey 


Over the past five years the average price of British 
academic books has increased by 62%. This is one of the 
findings in the latest report on average prices of British 
academic books in 1981 prepared by the Centre for Library 
and Information Management at Loughborough University. 

The average price in 1981 was £12.16, compared with 
£7.50 in 1976. The most expensive subject areas in 1981 were 
chemistry — £25.20; chemical and industrial engineering — 
£21.44; geology and meteorology — £21.28; general science — 
£21.21; general biology £18.71; botany — £18.46; and 
zoology — £18.22. The proportion of books costing less than 
£8.00 has fallen from 65% in 1976 to 40% in 1981. 15% of 
new academic books now cost £20.00 or more.

1981 HS Award 


The 1981 IIS Award has been presented to William 
Wiswesser from the American Department of Agriculture, 
Maryland. The 11S Award is given annually to a person con- 
sidered to have made a significant contribution to the practice 
or theory of Information Science. 

William Wiswesser is best known for his work in the area of 
chemical notation and gives his name to the Wiswesser Line 
Notation (WLN). This notation is a precise and concise means 
of using a combination of letters and numbers to express the 
structural formulae of chemical compounds. It is widely used 
within the chemical and pharmaceutical companies to repre- 
sent compounds and make possible a variety of mechanized 
sorting, searching, structure-activity correlations and data- 
retrieval procedures for these chemical structures. The flexi- 
bility of the notation has made it invaluable to information 
scientists in handling chemical structures. 


Schools training package

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Background 

This paper has been produced as a result of pleas from non- 
government organizations and from individuals that there 
should be a reliable statement of Government responsibilities 
in the field of scientific and technical information (STI). It 
owes much to contributions from individual departments 
and agencies and to discussions within the Interdepartmental 
Co-ordinating Committee on Scientific and Technical Informa- 
tion. But in order to allow flexibility in selecting and present- 
ing material, I have with the Committee’s agreement taken 
personal responsibility for the final version and submitted 
it under my own signature. 

STI can take many different forms, ranging from informa- 
tion on current R&D projects, through primary publications, 
conference papers and unpublished material to secondary 
guides and repackaged material (e.g. abstracting and indexing 
journals, reviews-and data compilations). Not only research 
workers and directors of research programmes but also 
professional workers, consultants and decision makers in 
central and local government and in industry spend an 
increasing amount of time seeking and using information 
available in these different forms. 

It is usual, nowadays, to define STI broadly, so as to 
include social, legal and economic information of various 
kinds. The UK Government follows this practice; but it 
excludes from the definition ‘management information’ 
because that information is intended for internal use by 
management and not for publication. Traditionally the 
provision of STI services in the UK has been highly de- 
centralized among a wide variety of user-related organizations 
— learned, professional and other societies, research and trade 
associations, industrial companies including commercial 
publishers, international organizations (notably the Common- 
wealth Agricultural Bureaux) and sometimes Government 
departments or agencies. In addition UK users frequently 
rely on leading US systems, for example Chemical Abstracts 
and Current Contents. The resulting picture is highly complex 
— with a large number of mainly small and partly overlapping 
services, each designed to meet the specific needs of a suffici- 
ently large group of users, including users abroad. Some 
observers see the situation as wasteful of resources and effort, 
others feel that its variety is a source of strength. 


Government responsibilities 

Given that much information provision in the UK lies in the 
private sector and given that the resources available to 
Government are severely restricted, the Government limits 
its role to carefully identified purposes. The most important 
of its responsibilities are as follows: 


(a) To encourage in the private sector (or, if necessary, 
the public sector) the provision of STI services and 
facilities which meet the needs of industry, commerce, 
agriculture, health, education and environmental 
control, and which in particular fill gaps as they 
emerge, improve the quality of services where desirable, 
ensure access to important services produced overseas 
and make good use of the export opportunities that 
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are vital to the well-being of the private sector; 

(b) To meet, through library and other STI services, the 
internal needs of Government, including Ministers, 
administrators, inspection and advisory services, 
research establishments and contractors working for 
government; 


(c) To ensure as far as possible that the public and private 
sectors are aware of information services and assistance 
available in Government departments and agencies 
and that, with advances in information and technology, 
the opportunities for better use of information held 
in Government are identified and exploited; 


(d 


— 


To encourage effective use of STI, especially by those 
who assist users in industry and agriculture and, 
where appropriate, to increase knowledge of scientific 
developments among the general public. 


(e) To encourage, through financial support, the provision 
of the necessary foundation for information services 
— professional education, information research, and 
the creation and adoption of information standards. 


(f) To look forward to possible developments in the 
STI field, notably applications of information . 
technology, and ensure that the UK can take advantage 
of them; 


(g) To provide a Government view, where desirable, in 
national organizations concerned with STI and a 
national view in intergovernmental organizations. 


Machinery for handling responsibilities A 

The Government’s machinery for handling STI responsi- 
bilities, like its machinery for R&D and for assistance to 
external bodies, is decentralized except where centraliza- 
tion can be more effective. To fulfil its responsibilities the 
Government has need for four types of internal arrangement: 


(a) A central organization with operational responsi- 
bilities — for national-library activities, the biblio- 
graphic control of domestic literature, the efficient 
supply of domestic and foreign literature on request 
and the support of information R&D. This need is 
met by the British Library. 


(b) Arrangements in individual departments and agencies 
to provide subject-based STI, which will help them 
perform their sectoral research and policy functions. 


(c) A centrally placed organization which has no opera- 
tional responsibilities but which deals with information 
policy issues not falling within a defined departmental 
interest. This need is met by the Office of Arts and 
Libraries (OAL) within the Department of Education 
and Science, which also provides the grant-in-aid to 
the British Library. 


(d) A body which brings together representatives of the 
organizations described in (a) — (c) above, provides a 
forum through which interdepartmental co-operation 
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can proceed, identifies gaps and duplication in services 
and suggests arrangements to remedy them. The Inter- 
departmental Committee for Scientific and Technical 
Information (ICCSTI) is intended to serve this purpose. 


In addition the Government needs to stimulate awareness 
and use of modern information technology in all fields 
where it can be applied, not merely in the STI field. The 
Department of Industry’s Information Technology Division 
meets this need, within its wider responsibilities. 


These four types of arrangement are now considered in 
detail. 


Responsibilities and machinery in detail 

British Library 

This Library was set up by the British Library Act 1972 ‘as 
a national centre for reference, study and bibliographic and 
other information services, in relation to both scientific and 
technological matters and to the humanities’. The Library 
has a wide rangé of statutory responsibilities, notably to 
establish a comprehensive collection of literature and other 
recorded matter, to provide services and make them available 
in particular to institutions of education and learning and to 
industry, to carry out and sponsor research which can con- 
tribute to the efficient management of other libraries and 
information services, and to contribute to the expense of 
providing library facilities in external bodies. It is controlled 
by a public authority, the British Library Board, and has 
three operational divisions — for reference (including the 
Science Reference Library), lending and bibliographic 
services respectively — and a separate department for support 
of research and development. 


Specialized Departments and Agencies 

The ways in which departments and agencies exercise their 
STI responsibilities vary widely*. In agriculture and food, 
‘for example, the Government has traditionally played a 
leading role. In other science-based industries, on the other 
hand, services provided by the private sector meet the 
great majority of needs and Government initiatives are 
aimed at satisfying very specific needs, such as those arising 
as new technologies (e.g. biotechnology) develop. Whatever 
the role of Government, however, it includes keeping informa- 
tion needs under review and continually assessing the value 
of existing services to UK users, especially users who con- 
tribute to economic and social development. 

The Government recognises that STI is a major com- 
ponent of scientific research and of any application of its 
results. There is a major scientific element in the work of 
most departments of Government and a significant pro- 
portion of staff (as much as 40% in the Ministry of Agriculture 
Fisheries and Food) is employed in the professional, scientific 
and technical classes. Access to information is essential to the 
conduct of their work. The results of Government R&D must 
be made available, generally in reports, to users outside 
Government; these reports include the results of defence 
research which are no longer subject to security restrictions. 
Departments and agencies regard information as a valuable 
part of the assistance which they give to industry, agriculture, 
local government, voluntary organizations and the general 
public. When providing these external services, departments

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and agencies endeavour as far as resources permit to ensure 
that the services are appropriate to needs, This means striving 
to ensure that all major activities in a department’s field are 


` covered, that the technical information available is the best 


that can be found and that it is presented in a form readily 


‘accessible to users. 


Office of Arts and Libraries 

OAL exercises responsibilities under the Public Libraries 
and Museums Act, 1964 and the British Library Act, 1972. 
In 1980, in response to recommendations by its Library 
Advisory Council, it was charged with positive functions 
in harmonising the development of library services, including 
exploratory consultations with independent organizations 
that have responsibilities for public and academic libraries 
and similar discussions with Government departments 
covering Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland. In the 
following year, after considering a report by the House of 
Commons Select Committee on Education, Science and 
Arts, the Government extended the role of OAL to informa- 
tion services and, as already stated, to policy issues in this 
field not falling within a defined departmental interest. The 
name of its advisory council was changed to the Library and 
Information Services Council. OAL also took over from 
DES Science Branch responsibility for the Interdepartmental 
Co-ordinating Committee on Scientific and Technical Informa- 
tion. The Office is served by a team of professional advisers 
covering both library and information services. 


Interdepartmental Co-ordinating Committee on Scientific 
and Technical Information (ICCSTI) 

This Committee is a loosely constituted body which repre- 
sentatives of some departments and agencies attend regularly 
and others attend when items of particular interest arise. The 
Office of Arts and Libraries provides the Chairman and 
Secretary and other regular participants are the Department 
of Industry, the Department of the Environment, the Depart- 
ment of Health and Social Security, the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, Fisheries and Food, the Ministry of Defence, the 
British Library, the UK Atomic Energy Authority and some 


-of the Research Councils. The responsibilities of ICCSTI are 
‘as follows: 


(a) To consider which information functions Government 
needs to perform itself and which should be left to 
the private sector. ICCSTI has already covered most 
of the ground once, but it needs to review its con- 
clusions from time to time because of frequent changes 
in information needs and in the economic environment 
and because of rapid advances in technology. 


(b) To keep under review the ways in which information 
functions of Government are performed and to provide 
the forum for interdepartmental co-operation men- 
tioned earlier in this paper. 


(c) To help secure the fullest possible benefit to the UK 
from developments in the USA and other countries 
‘and from international STI activities, particularly in 
the EEC. ICCSTI does this by briefing the UK’s 
official representatives at relevant international 
meetings and by regular exchange of experience gained 
at such meetings. 


Links with other organizations and activities 

Within Government, those with STI responsibilities need to 
have close working relations with those responsible for the 
promotion of information technology. Outside Government, 
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they require equally close contact with a variety of organiza- 
tions, according to the missions of their parent departments 
and agencies. In addition, external links of a general character 
are needed with the universities, through the University 
Grants Committee, with local authorities responsible for 
higher and further education, for schools and for public 
libraries, with suppliers of information services, and with 
professional and user organizations. Outside the UK, the 
Government has need for links with EEC and other inter- 
governmental activities. 


Information Technology 

Responsibility for promoting applications of information 
technology (IT) and for sponsoring the UK IT industry lies 
with DOI, through its Information Technology Division. 
Another division handles DOI’s STI responsibilities, but its 
links with the IT Division are regular and close. DOI’s IT 
policy has several broad objectives: 


(a) To stimulate research, development and manufacture 
of new products and processes in the IT field. This is 
in addition to funds provided under the Micro- 
electronics Industry Support Programme; 


(b) Subject to international obligations, to use the public 
purchasing of central Government and public bodies 
to foster UK technology in order to create innovative 
products, such as office automation networks; 


(c) To mount a major awareness campaign directed to- 
wards all who should be using IT products, processes 
and services in business and leisure; 


(d)-To influence the emergence of a modern telecom- 
munications network by liberalising the British 
Telecom monopoly and by licensing new networks 
which are sponsored by the private sector; 


(e) To encourage the widespread use of microcomputers 
in schools in conjunction with the Department of 
Education and Science’s Microelectronics in Education 
Programme; 


(f) To encourage training in IT through initiatives such 
as the Information Technology Centres that have been 
set up with the Manpower Services Commission. 


Responsibility for co-ordinating Government activities in IT 
rests with the Cabinet Office. It has created an Information 
Technology Unit which helps to promote the use of IT within 
Government and seeks to ensure the overall coherence of 
Government policies towards IT, particularly in so far as they 
span the responsibilities of more than one department. 

The Office of Arts and Libraries, along with other depart- 
ments, has a close working relationship with this Unit. It 
aims to ensure that advances in technology are reviewed 
systematically, that potential library and information appli- 
cations are studied in depth and widely understood and that 
systems are related to the requirements of their operators 
and users. The British Library R&D Department plays a 
major part in this exercise; but ICCSTI has a role too because 
some of the sectoral departments are also engaged in experi- 
mental work. This specific STI role of Government comple- 
ments DOI’s IT role, which relates to a much broader range 
of applications. 


Universities and Local Authorities 

Links with these organizations relate mainly to libraries and 
professional education and, therefore, concern principally 
OAL. However, there are information components in the 
research links that departments and agencies have with these 
organizations. 
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Suppliers of Information Services 

Given a substantial and varied UK information-service 
industry, a major aim of Government is to encourage growth 
in the private sector; it provides public services only when an 
identified gap is best filled in this way and, in view of the 
necessary restrictions on public expenditure, it has to scru- 
tinize each need carefully. Advances in technology are 
changing both the nature of information services and the 
structure of organizations supplying them. Trade associa- 
tions are beginning to emerge within the information industry, 
e.g. of database producers and of viewdata information 
providers, and the Government needs to be in close touch 
with them, as well as with the longer-established associations . 
of publishers, especially to stimulate application of appro- 
priate technology. 


Professional and User Organizations 

Consultation with professional organizations is also important. 
In the past this has proved a little difficult because nearly a 
dozen different organizations exist; but a Joint Consultative 
Committee of five leading organizations* has recently become 
active and OAL, acting on its own behalf or on that of 
ICCSTI, is in regular touch with this committee. The Govern- 
ment would also like to create consultative machinery with 
organizations representing user interests. But, since there are 
up to a hundred major national organizations of this kind 
and no committee linking them, consultative machinery will 
be difficult to establish. 


Inter-Governmental Organizations l 
The UK, as a member of EEC, has played its part in the work 
of EEC’s Committee on Information and Documentation for 
Science and Technology, in particular the creation of: 


(a) Euronet, a packet-switched network linking on-line 
suppliers in various parts of the Community; 


(b) Diane, a collection of information services available 
online through this network; 


(c) New and improved information services partly financed 
by the Community under various ‘calls for proposals’; 


(d) Work on applications of new information technology 
in the STI field. 


In return the Government has had to ensure that UK informa- 
tion services, including online suppliers, are aware of 
opportunities open to them in the Community and that online 
users know of what is available for them as a result of Com- 
munity action. It has also had to take EEC developments 
into account when discharging its own functions in the UK. 
OAL and DOI supply the UK delegates to the main Com- 
mittee; DOE, DHSS and MAFF are the lead departments in 
the three main sectoral working groups. The British Library 
also contributes extensively to working group activities. 

Departments have their links with information activities 
in UN sectoral agencies and programmes, e.g. the Food and 
Agriculture Organization and the UN Environment Pro- 
gramme. OAL provides the national focal point for Unesco’s 
General Information Programme; as this inter-governmental 
Programme is carried out in co-operation with international 
non-government organizations, OAL invites the co-operation 
of leading non-government organizations in the UK, as well 
as interested departments and agencies, in the British National 
Committee covering the programme.

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Micro Index 


A new software program for indexing, called Micro Index, 
has recently been demonstrated, using PET and APPLE 
computers. Micro Index is not a substitute for professional 
indexing. However, it relieves the indexer of the laborious 
work of typing, sorting and re-typing hundreds or thousands 
of index entries. Micro Index accepts the separate entries and 
then sorts, formats and prints them out automatically. The 
original idea behind Micro Indexing was to help with book 
indexing, but wider applications of all types of indexing 
are now envisaged. ` 

Micro Index was written by a programmer at Manchester 
University and Farestead Associates intend to sel! it as a soft- 
ware package. In addition, for those people who do not have 
their own system, Farestead will offer the service of processing 
their entries — for example — authors will be able to send 
marked manuscripts from which an index can be created.

Until recently, the Department of the Environment 
supported the Polytechnic team and, rather than allow the 
lapse of their specialist services due to cut-backs in Govern- 
ment funds, the unit set itself up as Infodoc. 

The advisory service given by Infodoc comprises the team 
which set up and now maintains the Construction Industry 
Thesaurus, and other guides to construction terminology.

In turn, 
PERLINE is the name for a range of services concerned with 
related processes for serials. Together these services cover the 
field of library processing prior to cataloguing, and they offer 
an interface for this process and for circulation control systems. 

A PERLINE simulation package using PEARL software 
was demonstrated in September 1981 at the Aslib conference 
and is planned to be operational in June 1982. Other develop- 
ments include in provision of teletype access to Bookfile and 
extension of BOOKLINE, with the possible introduction of 
local functions later in the year.

The directory of export buyers in the UK. Second edition. 
Berkhamsted: Trade Research Publications, 1981. £29.00. 
ISBN 0 904783 13 8. 


Details of 880 firms of export buyers are included in this 
edition of the directory, which updates and adds to the first 
edition of 1978. As well as names and addresses, further 
information on firms is given, where available, including 
services given, firms abroad bought for, products bought, 
countries bought from, names of buying executives and 
scale of purchases. The firms are indexed by products bought, 
countries bought for, foreign firms bought for and UK 
geographical locations. Additional sections on UK trade 
exhibitions in 1981 and 1982, on inward buying missions in 
1981, and individual buyers from abroad and on how to sell to 
export buyers are also included. 

The information in the directory is stored on a database 
which according to the publishers is to be continually updated, 
and mailing labels for the firms listed are available. Updated 
entries in the data base are available at a preferential rate to 
buyers of the 2nd edition of the directory. The directory 
should be useful to those needing company information on 
export buyers, including the buyers themselves, and firms 
which may be inexperienced in exporting and which are 
seeking an export buyer for their products. It may also supple- 
ment an existing collection of company directories. The 
source js held in the Information Services Department at 
Aslib and is available there for reference. 


Computer science resources: a guide to professional literature. 
Edited by Darlene Myers. New York: Knowledge Industry 
Publications, 1981. ISBN 0 914236 80 6. 


This new reference tool is designed to provide access to 
hundreds of reference sources in computer-related subjects. 
Books, periodicals, indexing and abstracting sources, directories 
and technical reports are among those sources covered in 
addition to difficult-to-identify material such as university 
computer science newsletters and software and programming 
language information. 

The arrangement of the chapters is by type of material and 
they are further subdivided by broad subject headings. The 
layout of the sections relating to books and journals could be 
much improved upon. Titles are printed in italics and authors’ 
surnames are not in capital letters; two features which make 
scanning a very difficult and lengthy process. 
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_ In addition to the chapters mentioned above, there are 5 

appendices: 

(a) A bibliography of career and salary trends in the computer 
industry, 

(b) A list of acronyms for computer-related organizations, 

(c) A list of university computer centre libraries, 

(d) A calendar of computer trade fairs and exhibitions, 

{e) Proposed expansions of 2 Library of Congress classification 
sections. 

Unfortunately, there are no midis so identification of a 
particular publication would necessitate scanning whole 
sections. In addition, the prospective buyer should bear in 
mind that the directory has a strong American bias. However, 
Computer Science Resources should prove to be a useful 
source for anyone who requires access to computer-related 
material.

ILAC 1981. International directory of laboratory accreditation 
systems and other schemes for assessment of testing labora- 
tories. London: IMSworld Publications, 1981. ISBN 0 906184 
04 5. 


Laboratory accreditation is the formal recognition that a 
testing laboratory is competent to carry out specific tests. At 
present, recognition of accredited laboratories seldom crosses 
national boundaries and there is a general reluctance to accept 
tests carried out in other countries. Some degree of systemati- 
zation of accreditation schemes would eliminate wasteful 
duplication of tests and, more importantly, may result in the 
reduction of technical barriers to international trade. - 

The aim of ILAC, the Internationa! Laboratory Accredita- 
tion Conference, is to achieve international recognition of test 
results and to reach international agreement on assessment 
schemes for testing laboratories in each participating country. 

The publication of International Directory of Laboratory 
Accreditation Systems and Other Schemes for Assessment of 
Testing Laboratories takes ILAC a step nearer its aim. It is 
divided into 5 sections; each section having a short introduction. 
The first section gives a brief description of each country’s 
testing arrangements including a contact address for further 
information. 

Section 2 is a listing of organizations which claim to meet 
minimum requirements outlined in the introduction to this 
section. Arrangement of entries in sections 2—5 is primarily 
by country and within each country, by testing organization. 
Section 3 includes testing systems which do not claim to wholly 
comply with the entry requirements for section 2. 

Section 4 describes the operation of systems that operate 
to a significant extent on an international basis. To qualify 
for entry, organizations must accredit testing laboratories 
in foreign countries. Not surprisingly, section 4 is by far the 
smallest section in the directory. 

The last section is entitled Tentative Schemes and lists 
the main features of testing arrangements and accreditation 
schemes being developed in the participating countries. 

An index provides ready access to all this information 
either by country, name or acronym of accreditation system. 
Each entry gives brief information about fields of testing, 
standards adhered to, accreditation criteria, and additional 
information which would be of interest to anyone wanting 
to identify an accreditation system. For each system a contact 
address is given. 

This directory provides a means of locating schemes for the 
accreditation of testing laboratories worldwide and assessing 
the status of accreditation systems. It should therefore prove 
to be a valuable reference work for anyone involved in inter- 
national trade. 
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The UK Publishing industry. Peter J. Curwen. Oxford: 
Pergamon, 1981. 167p. ISBN 0 09 024081 X. £9.50. 


In his preface Peter Curwen describes his book as the first 
comprehensive survey of the UK publishing industry. The 
survey incorporates printers, booksellers, libraries and encom- 
passes journals as well as books. He analyses the recent Price 
Commission's investigation of the industry and discusses 
themes such as the problems of copyright. 

The chapter on publishing highlights economic variables 
common to the industry. Specific examples are used such as 
technical book publication and fiction. On-demand publishing 
is mentioned, introducing ideas about the impact of new 
technology. New technology is also seen as relevant to the 
problem in marketing and distribution of the disproportionate 
amount of paperwork in relation to turnover. 

Bookselling and price indices are covered and there is also a 
substantial section on the economics of journals and learned 
societies. Lastly, a comprehensive bibliography is included. 

The approach is primarily a factual analysis with the 
common use of statistics. Peter Curwen suggests that in the 
light of accusations of the inefficiency of the publishing 
industry, his book, although not offering a solution, may 
serve as an analysis on which future action may be based. 


The basics of librarianship. Colin Harrison and Rosemary 
Oates. London: Library Association, 1980. 218). 
ISBN 0 85365 523 5. £4.75p. 


This volume is intended for students pursuing the Business 
Education Council option module ‘library and information 
work’, It will also prove of interest to other students of 
librarianship, and is a good introduction to librarianship for 
non-qualified library staff. 

The volume begins by discussing the various types of 
libraries, while the next chapter deals with the organization 
and management of libraries and staff training. Following 
chapters are devoted to library operations including cataloguing 
and classification and library routines. Information sources, 
services to library users, library co-operation, production of 
library publications and the care of library materials are also 
considered. 

Each chapter concludes with a bibliography and project 
work. 


Organization of information services: alternative approaches, 
Margrethe H. Olson. Ann Arbor, Michigan: UMI Research 
Press, 1980. Distribution by Bowker Publishing Co. Epping. 
293p. ISBN 0 8357 1105 6. {Research for Business Decisions, 
no. 21). £20.75. 


This research study is concerned with the question of 
centralization versus decentralization of a company’s computer 
systems, here called ‘information services’. Developments in 
the use of large scale computers have permitted more centrali- 
zation whilst the developments in mini- and micro-computers 
have renewed interest in decentralization. Against these 
developments the broader issue of the degree of control 
exercised by the users as opposed to the degree of control 
retained in a centralized department, is set. This study assumes 
that there are organizational contingencies which influence 
this issue. The goal of the study is to identify these con- 
tingencies. 

Ms Olson describes the survey in the main body of the book. 
The survey results did not support the contingency model 
which anticipated a relationship between information services 
centralization/decentralization and organizational structure. 
The most consistent finding was that the organizations with 
more decentralized information services tended to be more 
highly structured than companies with centralized information 
services. ; 
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Ms Olson’s book is very carefully structured. The introduc- 
tion states the aims of the study. The conclusion ties up the 
loose ends and points out the areas which need further research. 
The methodology and results of the survey are well docu- 
mented. They include a comparison of two case studies 
carried out as part of the research. 

There is also a long bibliography provided at the end of 
the book. 


Word processing/DP integration. Northwood: Online, 1980. 
43p. ISBN 090 3796 70 8. (DP Monograph Series no. 1). 


The volume comprises five papers presented at the Inter- 
face Conference held in London, October 1980. Subjects 
explored in the papers include the interaction of word pro- 
cessing and data processing, word processing on mainframes, 
databases, the electronic office and voice data entry. 


Writing research papers. Edward P. Bailey, Philip A. Powell 
and Jack M. Shuttleworth. Eastbourne: Holt-Saunders Ltd, 
1981. 218p. ISBN 03 050626 3. £3.25. 


This book is aimed primarily at students. It uses a step 
by step approach from the reasons for writing a research 
paper, choosing a topic and identifying sources to format 
conventions, notes and bibliographies. It is written in a fairly 
informal manner. The technique used is explanation of key 
points with examples, followed by exercises for the reader. 

This publication may be useful for anyone writing a research 
paper as the fundamentals for the research paper do not vary 
greatly with level of the work undertaken. 


Printed ephemera: collection, organization and access, Alan 
Clinton. London: Bingley, 1981. 125p. ISBN 0 85157 337 1. 
£6.75. 


This volume is the result of British Library funded research 
carried out by the author and the subject of a short report in 
1980. 

This work begins by discussing the nature of ephemera, 
including the role played by private collectors, libraries, 
museums and the Ephemera Society. Collections on postal 
history, housing and household equipment are outlined, with 
particular reference to forms of material, organization and 
collectors. Two chapters deal with the attitudes of professional 
people including archivists, historians and librarians. In the 
final chapter, the author presents some views on ephemera, 
and discusses the possibility of a National Register of collec- 
tions. Six appendices list collections of ephemera, arranged by 
subject, while the final appendix lists sources of current 
housing information.

-© This bibliography and index is a by-product of a thesis 
undertaken by the author ‘on the structure of information 
transfer networks’. The introduction states ‘The scope of 
the bibliography is bibliometrics and it includes all studies 
which use or discuss statistical analyses of data relating to 
printed communication e.g. citation studies, abstract journals 
studies, publication counts, some circulation studies (since 
they can produce the same results as citation studies) and 
studies of individual elements within papers (such as research 
sponsorship acknowledgements). The work is divided into four 
main sections: the main sequence of entries, which is arranged 
chronologically, appendix 1, a listing of the references con- 
tained in each item, and appendix 2, a citation index, and 
finally an index to authors, editors, subjects of study and 
modes of study.

IT and the disabled 


A project to link the Year of the Disabled 1981 and 
Information Technology Year 1982 has been started. 

During 1981 several committees, under an International 
Committee, were set up to examine the benefits of IT to the 
disabled. The International Committee of 1981 was chaired by 
Dr. Adrian Stokes — Head of Computing at St. Thomas Hospital, 
London — himself a victim of spina bifida and confined to a 
wheelchair. 

IT 82 will see the further development of the work started 
last year and an IT82 sub-committee chaired by Adrian has 
already prepared outline proposals for a new National Bureau 
to gather information on work being done in IT for the 
disabled. This National Bureau will then disseminate this 
information to people who are in great need of support — the 
disabled population, social workers and other ‘helpers’ of the 
disabled. 

Further research preparations are under way at the London 
School of Economics.

By the end of IT82 there will be, in London alone, some 
one hundred computer centres giving advice and help to 
Londoners. These centres will include at least five ITECs, three 
or four Micro Systems Centres, and a variety of business advice 
centres such as the City Technology Centre and the World 
Trade Centre, community advice centres like the GLC’s Room 
97, the North London Polytechnic centre and over fifty 
computer clubs, hobby and teachers’ centres.

Conference report: EURIM 5 
12—14 May 1982, Palais des Congrés, Versailles 


Conferences and icebergs have at least one thing in common. 
There's more to them than meets the eye. The tip (the formal 
sessions) is of course important, but probably not as important 
as what is to be found beneath the surface. EURIM 5 proved 
yet again that the real worth-of the international conference 
lies in re-establishing contacts, initiating new ones, facilitating 
the exchange of ideas, bringing together people of different 
backgrounds and persuasions, and in strengthening common 
ties and interests. That is not to say that the tip was negligible — 
far from it, though with hindsight perhaps the choice of papers 
could have been better. Overall, the content and level of 
presentation was too varied to give the Conference a truly 
convincing sense of thematic coherence. Nonetheless, in the 
face of stiff competition (indecently fine weather and the 
Gardens of Versailles) the programme, to its credit, managed to 
keep most of the delegates (238 from 23 countries) indoors 
for most of the time — no mean achievement. 

The Conference provided airtime for a number of important 
issues in information management research, but the overriding 
message {or so it seemed) was the need for increased collabora- 
tion and communication within the information marketplace, 
in particular between the end-user and supplier communities. 
The point was made by both Professor Peter Canisius and Dr 
Jørgen Richter that the users of major information systems 
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and services (intermediaries and end-users) would have to 
cooperate and lobby to a much greater extent if their interests 
and needs were to be taken into account by systems designers 
and product planners. Inevitably, perhaps, there was consider- 
able discussion of the need to justify investment in information 
and of the ways in which information professionals could 
demonstrate the worth of their services. No instant solutions 
were proposed, but Professor Mark van de Val! did make the 
suggestion that information professionals (librarians, docu- 
mentalists or information scientists) should gradually move 
from being ‘transfer agents’ to being ‘agents of change’. It will 
be interesting to see to what extent his suggestion has been 
acted on by the time EURIM 6 convenes. 

The proceedings of EURIM 5 will be published later in 
the year and can be ordered from the Aslib Publications 
Department. 


Special issue of Program 


The July 1982 issue of Program: automated library and 
information systems (Vol. 16, no. 3, 1982) is wholly devoted 
to articles describing software packages available for purchase 
or lease for information retrieval. Hardware configurations for 
these will include mainframes, minis and micro-computers and 
descriptions are written by experts with an intimate knowledge 
of each package. Packages described include ASSASSIN, 
CAIRS, DECO, MINISIS, STATUS and Petaid.

Aslib courses Task Force

A Task Force was set up by Council in June 1981 ‘to. 
examine all aspects of the provision and management of Aslib 
Courses’ and make recommendations to Council. Chaired by 
Tessa Perry, the Task Force met on four occasions, examined 
in detail a number of aspects of the work of the Education 
Department and devised a questionnaire on course requirements 
which surveyed the membership. 

The Task Force made numerous recommendations to the 
Council with reference to course aims, resources available and 
appropriate methodology. 

Aslib courses were seen to have the following aims: 


(a) To fulfil the needs of the membership and the library 
and information profession for general and specific 
education and training at all levels. 

(b) To provide courses aimed at a wider audience in specific 
areas where Aslib’s expertise is applicable. 

(c) To promote and increase awareness of new techniques 
and technology. 

(d) To promote the work and awareness of Aslib.

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Scientific and Technical Information — examined the feasibility 
of applying computer techniques to the Library’s information 
processes. 

A report on Computer support for Parliamentary informa- 
tion service, by B. C. Vickery and H. East, was presented to 
the Library in January 1971. It outlined a development 
programme for computer use, considered the external market 
for computer-based information products, examined some 
prospects for collaboration and co-operation with other services 
and discussed the production of indexes to Hansard. 

Proposals based upon the report were put forward to the 
Services Committee of the House of Commons, but in present 
economic conditions their implementation has not been 
recommended. 


Conversion of LASER catalogue to machine-readable form 


The London and South Eastern Library Region, with the 
help of a £6,000 OSTI grant, is engaged on a six-month study 
to test the feasibility of converting its regional catalogue into 
machine-readable form for use as a basis for conversion of local 
catalogues. The project will identify the problems of providing 
local union catalogues regionally in the context of the current 
reorganization of local government and will thus have implica- 
tions for library networks of all kinds. It will provide estimates 
of the costs of converting the catalogue records of each new 
local authority, both regionally and locally, and identifying the 
defects and benefits of each method. Among the topics to be 
investigated are the use of standard book numbers in the 
control of file-searching and the provision of ‘Computer- 
Output Microfilm’ (COM) author catalogues to constituent 
library authorities.

The Labour Party Library 


Policy making and constitutional matters in the Labour 
Party are dealt with by the party as a whole in the constituencies 
and at conference, and in the Parliamentary Labour Party. 
This leaves head office with two main functions — organization, 
and dissemination of information. With a Press and Publicity 
Department containing an Information Unit in the building, 
the library has to stress the services it can offer if it is not to 
be seen by staff as an extravagantly roomy cupboard for out- 
of-date HMSO papers. Our most important role is that of 
providing a service to departments in the Walworth Road 
offices, although we have some direct contacts with con- 
stituency Labour Parties and with the media. 

The Library has four major divisions: books and pamphlets, 
photographs and posters, press-cuttings and unpublished 
papers. Members of staff are broadly divided according to 
which of these sections they work in. Our first task, of course, 
is to preserve copies of all material published by the party, 
and to make the information contained in it widely available. 
Current information is mostly disseminated through the other 
head office departments, whereas for historical information we 
are often turned to as a first resort. The exception to this is 
that photographs are loaned direct to publishers and television 
companies as well as to party members, and the requests are as 
frequently for recent demos. as for the inevitable Keir Hardie 
in cloth cap or deer-stalker. 

There are three professionally trained members of staff: 
the Librarian, the Deputy Librarian, and the Archivist. The 
Archives consist of all the unpublished papers of the party, 
the most extensive run being the minutes of the National 
Executive Committee (the body which runs the Party between 
Conferences) and its sub-committees. The Archivist is currently 
extending his activities into record management. The amount 
of paper dumped on us without warning prior to our move to 
Walworth Road after fifty years in Transport House suggested 
this as a wise course! The Librarian is taking on an increasing 
load of indexing, while the Deputy Librarian is undertaking 
the re-organization of the Press Cuttings section. 

Probably the oldest item in our stock is a collection of the 
Western Vindicator, the Chartist newspaper of the 1840s held 
with the correspondence of Henry Vincent. The Independent 
Labour Party was founded in 1893, and quite a few pamphlets 
date from that time. The Labour Party began in 1906, preceded 
by the Labour Representation Committee which was set up in 
1900. From the first year of this century, therefore, the material 
which is our primary concern has been accumulating, and offers 
a unique view of our own period. The collection of election 
addresses, while by no means comprehensive, covers a wide 
range in period and in place. The posters alone capture both 
the hopes and anxieties of the generations, and the prevailing 
style in design of each decade. 

Although well served by the House of Commons Library, 
Labour MPs still find it worthwhile to turn to the Labour 
Party Library for some queries, and serious students of the 
movement find it invaluable. The library is open to members 
of the Labour Party, and to bona fide students. We open at 
10 am and close at 5, Monday to Friday, and al! prospective 
users are asked to make an appointment. Non-members are 
charged an access fee of £2 a day, £5 a week, or £10 for un- 
limited access for a year. We prefer non-members to use other 
sources where possible, so | couldn't say we actually encourage 
visits — we only have a few desks — but anyone seriously 
interested is not likely to be turned away!

The discussion of the agenda raised several interesting items. 
The Chairman mentioned interest shown by overseas members, 
and the continuing problems encountered by the Science 
Reference Library in publishing their Agricultural Directory, 
which members agreed would be of great interest. The 
importance of the Training Working Party was agreed and Mrs 
S. Johnston was willing to take over the role of chairman 
vacated by Mr Hirst. Mr Williams mentioned he was involved in 
producing a full list of ABASG members and Institutions 
involved in biological/agricultural research which he expected 
to be available this autumn. 


Role and future of Aslib and the groups 


The guest speaker Dr. D. Lewis, the new Director of Aslib, 
gave a clear view of the role Aslib should be performing. He 
outlined the situation he found in the organization, the good 
staff, the financial and accommodation problems currently 
being dealt with. The organization hopes to be in profit shortly, 
to carry out necessary repairs to the buildings and to streamline 
its records by computerization. It will take heed of the Future 
of Groups recommendations and establish better contact with 
groups and branches, members of headquarters staff having 
been assigned to the task of liaising with individual groups — 
Ms Glenda Rousseau being the contact for ABASG — and 
devoting more resources to groups. 

Aslib as a whole should widen its activities by recruiting a 
marketing officer and improving and selling its services to a 
wider range of users, especially those in management situations. 
It should also build bridges to other professional organizations 
such as the Institute of Information Scientists, the Library 
Association, the Publishers Association, the British Institute of 
Management and many others. 

A lively discussion followed on the need for isolated library 
and information staff who worked for organizations which 
were not members of Aslib to get access to the specialist Aslib 
groups and for the need for different levels of membership 
of Aslib, providing access to different levels of service. 
Undoubtedly Dr. Lewis’s mid-1982 report to Aslib Council 
and subsequent action which is taken by Council is likely to 
cover this problem and hopefully ease it. 
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The subject coverage of ABASG was debated. It was 
mentioned ABASG has been recognised as the UK affiliated 
group and had been listed as such on the [AALD stationery 
since 1979. It-was felt the group should continue with its 
present subject coverage. The discussion was finally drawn to 
a close at 4.30 having covered many points of interest to group 
members.

Computerized systems in agriculture and biological library and 
information services 


This well-attended conference organized by the group was 
held at the Commonwealth Institute on 9 June. 

The Chairman, Dr. Pinnock, introduced the full day’s 
schedule of lectures and discussions emphasizing the aim to 
improve the cost effectiveness of information transfer. He 
discussed the valuable consequences of the various British 
Library Research and Development department's sponsored 
subject review panels in bringing together many different 
producers and users of information. It was found that there 
were potential customers for public sector databases who 
needed the chance to make contacts to learn of what is available. 
The role of organizations such as ABASG in follow up work to 
these reports e.g. agriculture, was praised and the conference 
would aid such work. 

Mr T. Norton set the scene for the following speakers with 
a general overview of the possible use of computers. Computer 
based services had been available to library and information 
workers for about twenty years and there was a fund of 
expertise. He compared paper and electronic systems and the 
levels of both online systems and the levels of expertise needed 
for their operation using in-house and external systems. Often 
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agriculturalists were well served by the existing databases and 
did not need in-house services in most cases. After outlining the 
advantages he pointed out users still wanted printed sources as 
well and went on to mention some of the disadvantages. He 
also mentioned microcomputers and Prestel. 

Mr J. H. Ashford spoke on selecting an appropriate system, 
it being important to match the needs of the library with the 
types of computerization available. Small complex jobs where 
staff time would be a major proportion of the work that could 
be aided by a computer is more economically done manually, 
computers are best used where their vast data storage and 
manipulative capacities are needed. The upgrading in computer 
hardware and software over the last decades was described. 
Several charts relating the amounts of work generated by an 
organization to the type of computerization needed to cope 
were displayed and explained and the economic advantages 
of buying in software packages wherever possible detailed. 
Suggestions were given to those intending to computerize on 
what help is available to guide them in their choice, and subse- 
quent questions led to a discussion of costs. 

Mr P. J. Russell gave a lively account of how to get a unit of 
an organization computerized, concentrating on the public 
relations work involved not just to get the agreement but to 
get staff cooperation in setting up and running the system. 

After a leisurely lunch on the sunny lawn of the Institute, 
Mr P. F. Burton talked on the use that could be made of 
microcomputers. Their evolving changes in capacity and power, 
the many types available and the range of prices, together with 
the increasing range of software available. He discussed the 
sort of jobs they could do, including intelligent terminals, 
networking and multisite facilities. 

Mr P. Gallagher gave a talk on mainframe computers 
illustrated by his experience at Shell over the years, showing 
how they had improved and and how the organization used 
them and the staff came to realise their potential. 

After tea the remaining time was taken up with questions. 
The papers from this conference will be published in full, all 
being well, before this autumn. 








Group visit to NIAE 


The group visited the National Institute of Agricultural 
Engineering at Silsoe in Bedfordshire in mid-May. 

Over cups of coffee in the library we learnt from Mr Course 
of the aristocratic history of the site — Wrest Park, and were 
able to admire the handsome mansion with its elegant rooms. 

A tour of the library and information sections followed. 
Mrs Field of the Commonwealth Agricultural Bureau showed 
us the equipment used in the production of the CAB Agricul- 
tural engineering abstracts and discussed the current projects 
in hand to update the computerization of its production, 
dependent on available finances. This should speed up the 
system and cut out some of the present routine chores. The 
new thesaurus is expected in September. The coverage of the 
high quality abstracts will also be scrutinised to see if it could 
be broadened to be of more commercial interest, and the 
marketing aspects will be improved. The trip round the library 
was interesting, with a chance to see the wide range of the 
world’s literature taken to meet the needs of the many research 
projects. 

We had a pleasant lunch with time to see the spacious well 
kept grounds then reconvened to tour the institute's workshops 
and laboratories. These deal with British agriculture and have a 
section for overseas needs. Projects dealing with tractors and 
vehicles were seen both in workshops and being tested in the 
grounds for aspects such as tyre efficiency, ride vibration and 
automatic guidance systems. Test equipment for the materials 
used in the manufacture of ploughs, the use of electrostatics 
for crop protection sprays and crop mowing. The automated 
greenhouses were shown to us with their equipment for auto- 
matic planting of young plants and many other features, and a 
visit to the overseas section included. All this was enlivened 
with witty anecdotes of problems encountered in the research 
projects. 
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The day ended with tea and conversation and we would like 
to thank the staff of the Institute for such a pleasant day.

Nasty business — Christopher Price, MP, at the AEBIG AGM 


The private sector is getting nastier, and it is essential for its _ 


information officers to develop a code of professional ethics in 
handling and disseminating information and to risk the sack, if 
necessary, in exercising this code. Only then can information 
officers claim the right to be regarded as a profession. This was 
Christopher Price’s message in an address in which he contrasted 
the extent of freedom of information in the United States, 
where the concept is enshrined in law, with the secret society 
that Britain had become, terrified of telling anybody anything. 

It was with a pithy potted history of the Official Secrets 
Act that Mr Price opened his remarks. He spoke of the days 
when the predominantly Old-Etonian composition of the Civil 
Service, to the exclusion of the lower orders, rendered the 
need for an Act superfluous. He regaled the company with the 
story of the Act's hurried journey through Parliament during 
the 1911 grouse season. He reminded the audience of some of 
the more celebrated occasions on which it had been invoked. 

Turning his attention to the private sector, and drawing on 
experience gained during the brief passage through Parliament 
of Clement Freud’s Freedom of Information Bill in 1978—9, 
he commented on the ease with which commercial information, 
provided in confidence to the Government, can be totally 
protected from the public. There was, he said, one agent of 
salvation from this state of affairs — the invention of the 
Xerox machine. Leaks were important, and so was the public 
spirit of the officers and citizens who perpetrated them. As 
the private sector grew nastier, a system of leaks was all the 
more important, and would continue to be so until the private 
sector, with its information officers playing their part, acquired 
ethics and standards. 

Den Lewis, Aslib Director, departed from convention in 
his vote of thanks to the extent of asking ‘What price Price?’ 
Nastiness was not the prerogative of capitalism — nastiness was 
people, whatever the régime, and people would find their own 
way of being nasty back. Freedom of information was a buzz 
phrase, he said. It didn’t mean much, and certainly didn’t 
require legislation. He recognized that Mr Price was a friend to 
the profession, but had to accept that information officers 
could do no more than make the best of nastiness, and content 
themselves with taking a back seat. 


Other business 


After these pyrotechnics, the rest of the meeting had a 
decidedly AOB feel about it (no reflection on the officers 
involved). Peter Page, in presenting the accounts, justified a 
healthy balance by pointing to the increasing reluctance of 
employers to absorb expenses incurred by their staff on AEBIG 
business. He also explained that if one wanted good speakers 
at meetings, one had to pay for them, and emphasised that no 
funds were available from Aslib for this. Retiring secretary 
John Cox provided a whistle stop tour of this Group's year 
covering the continuing lack of support for visits outside 
London (Of the 21 people who attended the Warwick Statistical 
Service visit, only three came from outside London — we do 
try!). He also covered AEBIG’s contributions to the FOG 
working group, and to deliberations on national information 
policy and on centres of excellence. Finally he commented on 
the appointment of Mary Ann Colyer as Aslib liaison officer 
for AEBIG.

INFORMATICS GROUP 


Spring programme ‘82 


For many years the frontiers of computability have been 
represented by machine translation and artificial intelligence. 
Both topics have been discussed during the spring programme. 

Veronica Lawson talked about machine translation during a 
full afternoon session which included the annual general 
meeting, a sherry party and the new Aslib Director’s intro- 
ductory meeting with members of the Group. It is worth 
observing that such riches were rewarded with a very thin 
attendance which may be partly excused by the poor timing. 
The week before Easter may have seen the Group’s membership 
practising traditional translation techniques in sunnier 
climes... 

Machine translation has ceased to be an academic curiosity 
and is showing signs of emerging as a practical too! which can 
either assist professional translators to increase their producti- 
vity or can in their absence provide the user with something 
more intelligible than the document in its original language. 

Dr Max Bramer of the Open University talked about the 
‘very fashionable’ topic of expert systems. Expert systems 
organize knowledge about some area of human expertise to 
enable the system to perform as a skilful and cost effective 
consultant. Stanford remains the centre of expertise on these 
systems, but activity in this area is increasing in Britain. 

Expert systems have two central components: a knowledge 
base consisting of domain dependent rules and a domain 
independent control module or inference engine which mani- 
pulates these rules. The user interface is quite unlike those 
associated with retrieval systems; the dialogue is English-like 
and natural; moreover, the conclusions are justified and the 
user is expected to be able to question the basis for the system’s 
response. 
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Perhaps the most surprising comment made by the speaker 
is that expert systems are not impossibly difficult to program, 
-and that systems have been written in LISP-like languages in a 
matter of months rather than years. Currently, greatest interest 
centres on medicine, chemistry, mathematics, geology and 
education, but the technique appears to be eminently applicable 
to information science. 


Library and Information Services Packages 


An exhibition, Library and Information Services Packages 
(LISP), is to be organized jointly with the Aslib Computer 
Group, London University and the British Library. The event 
is to be the Informatics Group's contribution to ITY. The 
venue is to be the Macmillan Hall in Senate House (University 
of London) and will be open between 11 a.m. and 7 p.m. on 
Thursday 18 November. 

Senate House is literally in the centre of London and offers 
particularly easy access to those travelling into Euston, King’s 
Cross and St Pancras and there are several tube stations nearby. 
The Macmillan Hall is a spacious room at ground level adjacent 
to the main entrance. Refreshment facilities are available 
nearby. 

It is intended that exhibitors should be restricted to those 
who have actual software for sale or intend to market software 
in the immediate future. Software should be directly relevant 
to information retrieval or library housekeeping. As space is 
limited, the exhibition of indirectly relevant packages, such as 
those applicable to word processing, will not be encouraged. 
Exhibitors will be charged £70 and there will be additional 
charges, directly related to the cost of provision, for those who 
require telephone facilities.

the design and performance of retrieval systems. 

A limited number of other papers are also being sought 
provided that they relate to the central theme of intelligent 
retrieval systems. Those wishing to submit papers should send 
a title and short abstract to the Aslib Informatics Group via 
Kevin Jones (Malaysian Rubber Producers’ Research Associa- 
tion, Brickendonbury, Hertford SG13 8NL).

A major part of their activities involved 
the operation of an ‘umbrella’ service, on an experi- 
mental basis, as part of research investigations 
supported by the British Library Research & Develop- 
ment Department. During this period, local com- 
munity information supplied by six public library 
services in London, Birmingham and Norwich, was 
used to develop local files on Prestel amounting to 
some seven thousand frames, large by current Prestel 
standards. The information was entered at a central 
editing point in London (Aslib Research and 
Consultancy Division). 


The advice given will be of particular relevance to 
organisations wishing to provide local information. 
However, certain ground rules apply irrespective of 
information content, and this manual should prove 
useful to other potential Information Providers (IPs).

‘nformation have recently been proposed. At present the 
Registrar provides copies of company requests at the Companies 
Registration Offices in Cardiff, London or Edinburgh. Alter- 
natively individuals place their orders through companies 
Agents who are themselves purchasers of microfiche in large 
quantities for their own use. 

Under the proposed scheme, libraries would be asked to 
purchase search tickets in bulk and lodge them at CRO Cardiff 
for English and Welsh companies and CRO Edinburgh for 
Scottish companies. There is a statutory fee for £1 per search 
with a proposed 25p handling and postage charge. The handling 
fee would be reviewed annually and the statutory fee as 
Parliament orders. 

At present a three month pilot scheme is in operation, the 
participating libraries are Aberdeen, Birmingham, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Sheffield and Shropshire County. Ultimately 
CRO would hope to be in a position to provide this service to 
any public library interested. 


New information service 
From 1 April 1982 the British Library, through the Library 
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Association, has been providing an information service covering 
subjects which concern the library and information profession, 
in succession to the service from the Library Association's 
Information and Press Department which ceased on 31 March 
1982. 

The new service is initially based on information files 
transferred from the Library Association and will also use the 
full range of publications received by the LA Library. The LA 
Library Information Service is available 9 am to 5 pm, Mondays 
to Fridays. Telephone enquiries should be made on 01 636 
1544 ext 226. 

The LA Library intends in the first months if operating the 
new service to ascertain, through enquiry and observation, 
what kind of information service will best meet the needs of 
library and information professionals. It is recognised that 
resource limitations will make it impossible for the LA Library 
Information Service to cover the whole range of subjects in 
depth, and consideration is being given to the relationship 
which should exist between this service and other specialist 
information services in the library and information subject 
area, so that unnecessary deplication of effort and resources. 
can be avoided anda referral service provided when appropriate.

Public Lending Right 


An Order empowering the Registrar of Public Lending 
Right to begin the process of collecting statistical data, to open 
the Register for authors on 1 September and to make payments 
after 1 July next year, came into operation on 14 June. The 
Order was laid before Parliament on 1 June and provided for 
Parts |, II and IV of the Scheme to come into force on 14 
June, Part III on 1 September 1982 and Part V on 1 July 
1983. 

The Public Lending Right Act 1979 entitles authors to 
receive payments from a Central Fund for the loans of their 
books from United Kingdom public libraries. The administrative 
details are contained in a Scheme, which was approved by 
Parliament in April this year. The Order laid on 1 June brought 
the various parts of the Scheme into effect, and will enable the 
first payments to authors to be made next financial year.

Automation, space management, and productivity: a guide for 
libraries, by Elaine Cohen and Aaron Cohen. London: Bowker, 
1982. 221p. ISBN 0 8352 1398 6. £22.75. 


Making the best use of space in a library has been a problem 
at the best of times. Within the last few years terminals have 
become common in libraries giving an extra dimension to the 
task of the library planner. 

This book aims to be a practical guide for librarians. !t sets 
out from the premise that planning the interior of a library 
depends on three elements — aesthetics, function and 
behaviour — and that these elements are vital if the library 
environment is going to be comfortable for the user and the 
library staff. 

Central to the guide is the impact of automation on the 
physical organization of the library. The type of furniture, 
lighting, equipment, the problems of noise are all discussed. 
Emphasis is given to methods of fitting the new equipment in 
amongst the traditional library equipment so that the library 
user isn’t daunted, or the library itself made unpleasant. 

The authors have a practical approach to the problems. 
They have a great deal of experience in library design which 
makes them well-qualified to advise on library planning. 
Their style is readable, helped by plenty of illustrations and 
diagrams.

This book is the transcript of a paper given at the sixth 
Annual Conference of the Association of Records Managers 
and Administrators, East Tennessee chapter, 27 March 1981. 
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This first part of the paper is a brief description of the 
technology behind the development of videodiscs. There is a 
short technical description of the format and features of the 
videodisc. Lastly in this section there is a brief description of 
the applications of the videodisc in the United States. The 
second part of the paper concerns itself with the optical 
digital disc technology. It follows the same pattern as the first 
part, describing the technology behind the disc and its potential 
applications. 


An introduction to subject indexing. 2nd edition. A. G. Brown 
in collaboration with D. W. Langridge and J. Mills. London: 
Bingley, 1982 [180p] ISBN 085157 331 2. £9.95. 


The first edition of this book appeared in two volumes in 
1976, and this edition has been re-structured into one volume. 
The intention is to provide a course of programmed instruction 
to illustrate the basic principles and practices of subject 
indexing. The main topic is pre-coordinate indexing, as in the 
previous edition, and coordinate indexing systems. The volume 
is intended for librarianship students, but it should prove of 
value to anyone requiring an introduction to the various 
methods of subject indexing. 


Presenting the library service. Roger Stoakley. London: Bingley, 
1982. 110p. (Outlines of Modern Librarianship) ISBN 0 85157 
320 7. 


The author states in his preface that the volume is aimed at 
the student of librarianship, but it raises many matters which 
will be of interest to practising librarians. The volume deals 
mainly with publicity for public libraries, but it will provide 
special librarians with many useful ideas. 

Two chapters are devoted to the role of library staff in 
presenting the library service, while following chapters deal 
with the accessibility of library services, the library building, 
maintenance of stock and services of the library. The penulti- 
mate chapter deals with forms of pulicity used by libraries, 
while the final chapter outlines the relationship between 
public libraries and local government. 


Modern Ireland: a bibliography on politics, planning, research, 
and development. Michael Owen Shannon. London, Library 
Association, 1981. 733p. ISBN 0 85365 914 1. £44.00 (LA 
Members £35.20). 


A bibliography of some 5,400 items by an Associate 
Professor in the Library of Herbert H. Lehman College, City 
University of New York, dating from the turn of the century 
to 1979. The emphasis is on recent publications: the majority 
were published since 1969. The scope is wide and includes the 
history and politics of the whole island, bibliographies of key 
public figures, and a balanced list of items dealing with the 
present ‘troubles’. Geography and travel, natural history, 
minerals and energy resources are complemented by sections 
on industry and development, architecture, population and 
sociology. Informative abstracts are provided for many of the 
items. There are lists of selected Irish periodicals and selected 
Organizations, and there are name and subject indexes. 


Getting your message across, by Craig E. Aronoff and others. 
5t Paul, Minnesota: West Publishing, 1981. 411p. ISBN 0 8299 
9362 3. f 


As the title suggests this book is about effective communica- 
tion in business. It deals with all the aspects of communication, 
verbal and written. 

The book is divided into sections. The first provides an over- 
view of the theories of business communication. The remaining 
sections are: letters, reports and memos, verbal communication 
and lastly in-house publications, and media. The last section is 
a set of appendices dealing with punctuation, preparing visual 
aids for reports and a bibliography. 

As should be expected in a book teaching effective 
communication, the text is well laid out with clear introductions 
end summaries. 
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Materials and methods for political science research. Carla 
Stoffle, Simon Karter and Samuel Pernacciaro. New York: Neal 
Schuman, 1979. 107p. ISBN 918212 10 3. 


This volume is intended for use by students, to enable them 
to gain experience with research tools, develop search strategies 
and improve bibliographic skills. The first twelve chapters are 
brief textual discussions of individual sources of information. 
The sources covered include guides to literature, handbooks, 
yearbooks, almanacs, subject dictionaries and directories, 
periodical indexes and abstracts, bibliographies, scholarly 
journals, government and legal publications, periodical, news- 
paper and press digests. Assignments are given within each 
paper. The final chapter requires the reader to select a topic 
and prepare a bibliography on it. The appendix comprises a 
bibliography under the thirteen chapter headings. 


The art of asking questions, by Stanley L. Payne. New Jersey: 
Princeton University Press, 1981. 249p. ISBN 0691 02821 4. 
£3.35. First Princeton paperback printing 1980. 


The author limits himself to discussing the wording of single 
questions almost exclusively. He is less concerned with question 
sequence or overall questionnaire design than the skill it takes 
to phrase a ‘simple’ question effectively. The book begins with 
an overall discussion of the need to phrase questions well and 
then moves on to the problems which bedevil the attempts to 
achieve this. 

The first chapter in this section deals with aiming your 
question at a suitable level for the knowledge of audience. 
Next is the type of questions asked. There are separate chapters 
on the merits and demerits of free answer question; two answer 
question; multiple choice questions and special questions. The 
next section discusses the actual phrasing of the question. There 
are chapters on brevity; punctuation and loaded questions. 
There is also a helpful chapter on words to avoid because of 
their vagueness or ambivalence. 

Finally there is a checklist of one hundred things that have 
to be considered when making up questions. 


Information for academic library decision making: the case for 
organizational information management. Charles R. McClure. 
London: Aldwych Press, 1980. 227p. ISBN 0 86172 011 3. 


The introduction discusses organizational information 
handling, information sources, decision making and the study 
on which the book was based. The following chapter is devoted 
to an overview of information for decision making, while the 
methodology for research is discussed in the following chapter. 
The relationship between information sources, the value of 
information for library decisions, and the decision making 
process are considered in the following three chapters. The 
final chapter considers organizational information management 
generally. Copies of the questionnaires for the information 
contact study and information evaluation study are provided 
in the two appendices. There is an extensive bibliography and 
the text is well illustrated with eighteen figures and twenty- 
nine tables. 


Videotext: the coming revolution in home/office information 
retrieval, Sigel, Efrem ed. White Plains, NY: Knowledge 
Industry Publications Inc., 1980. 154p. ISBN 0 914236 41 5. 
$24.95. 


This volume aims to provide a state of the art report on 
current worldwide developments in videotext systems and to 
discuss the prospects for the future. The emphasis is primarily 
on British systems and on current progress in the United 
States, other countries being dealt with relatively briefly. 

Different chapters cover the technology of teletext and 
viewdata, teletext in Britain — the CEEFAX story, viewdata: 
the Prestel system, videotext in the US and also videotext in 
other countries. Appendices give alphabetical indexes to 
organizations involved with videotext and to Prestel providers, 
and there are 25 full page illustrations. No prior knowledge of 
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videotext is assumed and there are no technica! details, all 
terms being clearly explained and development histories and 
current issues clearly presented. This makes the book a suitable 
introductory text for a reader new to the idea of videotext.

to establish, maintain, and operate an international computer- 
ized network of bibliographic cataloguing and associated library 
housekeeping services. Over 3000 academic, public and special 
libraries throughout the United States and Europe currently 
use these services. 

The OCLC union catalogue of over 8.5 million MARC 
(Machine Readable Catalogue) is available online and includes 
monographs (87.6%), serials (6.1%), films (1.8%) and manu- 
scripts (0.3%), to which over 114,000,000 locations are 
attached.

This conference is concerned with the changes in organiza- 
tions inherent in the adoption of new information technologies. 
Many of these changes do not bear directly on technical or 
procedural aspects, but affect organizations in a much wider 
and deeper sense. For example, there are new investments in 
skills to be made, new types of job emerge, and new forms of 
organization become appropriate; even ways of conceiving 
products will change rapidly. An appreciation of these often 
neglected issues is crucial to an informed understanding of 
how information technologies will transform organizations in 
the 80s. 

Astib is therefore linking up with the CBI (Confederation of 
British Industry) to discuss these issues at a very practical level 
with Chief Executives and Senior Managers who have planning 
and development responsibilities. The day should also provide 
valuable guidelines for those charged with bringing together 
different information functions inside the company.

Perhaps we can make amends by warning that Oyez 
Services appear to be offering the same facility at the even 
more enormous price of £4.75 (tapering to £2 if you can 
muster 10 searches at the same time). Oyez apparently say 
that speed is the main advantage of their service. But ICC 
offers a date of latest accounts service immediately by 
telephone for free — and they also claim that they can better 
Jordans’ turnaround time (AEB/G News June/July) by 
providing the accounts themselves in one working day. 
Perhaps it’s time to bring this particular gladiatorial contest 
to a close. 
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Dissolutions and liquidations 


It's a sad sign of the times, but UK Kompass now appears 
to be including liquidations in its company information 
volume. The date of liquidation and name and address of the 
liquidator are given. Dun and Bradstreet give business failure 
statistics on Preste! page 35154, including tables and comment 
by industry and area. And the Companies Registration Office 
has produced, in microfiche and roll film format, an alpha- 
betical list of company names which have been dissolved or 
otherwise surrendered, giving name and company number, 
from 1963 to the end of 1981. The cost is £9 plus £1 for 
handling and postage from Companies House in Cardiff. 


Microbuzby 


Microfiche phone books are with us. A sample fiche, neatly 
packaged in a twee version of the London S-Z front cover, 
reached AEBIG recently. Standard microfiche directories will 
now be published at the same time as paper directories, and 
will have the same coverage area and frequency. They are less 
than half the cost of the paper equivalent and, the blurb says, 
you can fit the whole country into a drawer not much bigger 
than one conventional directory. They cost £1.15 per volume 
including VAT and postage, but public librarians should bear’ 
in mind that the quota scheme for the free phone books 
(AEB/G News May) applies to paper versions only, not fiche. 


Regional finance from Blay’s Guides 


Just about every source of regional finance in the UK is 
claimed to be covered in the new Blay’s Guide to Regional 
Finance for Industry and Commerce. \t appears to be the only 
definitive guide on the subject, comes in loose-leaf format 
with updating as required, and covers grants and financial 
incentives provided by government, local authorities and 
development agencies. £45 a year from Blay’s Guides Ltd., 
Churchfield Rd., Chalfont St Peter, Bucks. 


Four times more than the Million Dollar Directory 


Thousands of companies not listed in Dun & Bradstreet’s 
Million Dollar Directory, Standard & Poor's or Thomas’ 
Register! That's the claim made by Colt Microfiche for the 
microfiche library of industrial directories covering all 50 
states in the U.S., published originally by state chambers of 
commerce, state government agencies and private publishing 
companies and listing altogether some 300,000 plant and 
headquarters locations for industrial companies. Companies 
are listed by name, location and product line, although tay- 
out can vary from directory to directory. The sample shown 
in the bumph is the 1980—81 Alabama Directory of Mining 
and Manufacturing, but no indication is given of whether 
the other sources are equally up to date. The aggregate cost 
of the source directories in paper form, it is claimed, would be 
well over £1,500. The whole lot is available on microfiche 
from Colt Microfiche Corporation, 3 Henrietta St., London 
WCZ2E 8LU (01-240 0856) but having given the cost of the 
paper original in pounds, they then rather vexingly quote 
their own price in dollars — $1,200. 


Register of Commercial Directories — wait for it 


There are more than 1,200 commercial directories published 
in the United Kingdom, say List Surveys Ltd in the blurb for 
their newly published Register of Commercial Directories, 
and they list 1,200 of them. Other publications include 
hundreds of non-commercial directories (but this one doesn’t, 
we assume, although it does apparently contain an entry 
for Charities Digest). \t gives brief details of contents, 
publishing dates, publishers and costs, is cross-referenced 
within the text to avoid having to constantly refer to an 
index at the back (a dig at CBD?) and is therefore very easy to 
use. It’s £27 from List Surveys Ltd (an associate company of 
the Data Research Group) of Bridge House, Great Missenden, 
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Bucks (02406 4271/2). We'll be reviewing it in full in the next 
AEBIG News, so you might be advised to hold your horses. 

If you can’t contain yourself, we might be able to let you 
have an advance copy of the review.

What to make of EEC proposed legislation 


Well, haven't you ever wondered what to make of the texts 
of some EEC proposals? MPs have, and so government depart- 
ments provide explanatory memoranda to help them. Now 
arrangements have been made for a set of these unpublished 
documents to be given to the British Library Reference 
Division. They consist of a comment prepared for the guidance 
of Parliamentarians, normally accompanying the text of draft 
directives and resolutions. (Some, but not all, bear the final 
COM number, and many allow the nature of a proposal to 
be deduced before the COM (final) document is available.) 
About 700 a year are issued. These memoranda should be 
available without delay and can be seen in the Official 
Publications Library in the Great Russell St building 
(01-636 1544 ext. 234/235) together with recent COM 
documents and the Official Journal. Sets are also being made 
available to BLLD, Westminster Reference Library, Liverpool 
Central Library, the National Libraries of Wales and Scotland, 
and Queen’s University, Belfast. They will be listed and indexed 
in the BLLD’‘s British Reports, Translations and Theses and 
input into SIGLE (System for Information on Grey Literature 
in Europe).

Past Editor’s return 


It is nice to be back as editor of the ATPG newsletter. 
Much has happened since then. The group newsletters are now 
included in As/ib Information; this is a great improvement as 
one knows what is going on in the other groups.

Impact of IT on transport 


We have organized an evening meeting on 1 December on 
Scicon Scicopath. 

This was developed by Scicon for British Petroleum (Scicon 
is part of BP) which they then made available to the transport 
industry. It is a computerised database for route finding and 
is widely used in the transport industry. It should be an 
interesting evening. 

There is an interesting item in Electronics Weekly 28/4/82. 
The Dept of Transport, Traffic Control and Communication 
‘Division has given a £1.6 million contract to TeleFusion of 
Blackpool to design, manufacture, install and maintain Britain’s 
first fibre optics based television surveillance system on the 
latest section of the M25, the new London ring road. If you 
wish to know how progress is going on this project there is an 
item in The Times 15/6/82 p. 3. This ring road should be 
completed in 1986. It will help us in Milton Keynes and areas 
further north because we will be linked to the M4 Heathrow 
corridor via this link. The M4 corridor has been described as 
the British Silicon Valley. Two interesting items on this are in 
the Economist 30/1/82 p. 78—79 and the Guardian 26/4/82, 
27/4/82 and 28/4/82 under the title, ‘The other side sunrise.’ 
This shows how important good communications located near 
to an airport are in order to attract high technology companies, 
and yet this fact is often not mentioned in the mass of academic 
literature on industrial location. 


New publication on transport 


The recent major publication is Jane‘s Urban Transport 
Systems, just published at £42.50. This is a welcome addition 
to the range of Jane’s publications and it coverage is inter- 
national. The point picked up in a review in the Financial 
Times 13/5/82 p. 7 is the level of subsidy given to public 
transport throughout the world. It is lowest in the United 
Kingdom. It seems as if we.need some form of cost benefit 
analysis in order to decide the wider issues of this problem. 
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Are there any experts on cost benefit analysis out there? If 
so, we would welcome your views, since this could form the 
basis of a future meeting. 


Recent developments in planning 


There has been recent discussion on planning gain. The 
Property Advisory Group published a report on this in 
November 1981. This is the benefit a developer agrees, usually 
in the form under section 52 of the Town and Country Planning 
Act. It is generally given in the form of a community benefit 
to the local authority by the developer i.e. landscaping, 
swimming pool etc, There is an interesting article on this by 
David Lock (now with Conran Roche) in PS/G April 1982 
p. 9—10 under the apt title ‘Swings and Roundabouts’. The 
Derelict Land Bill has been passed by the House of Commons 
and goes to the House of Lords. There was a brief note on this 
in the Financial Times 25/5/82. This means that Michael 
Heseltine will have the power to designate areas where a 100% 
grant can be given to local authorities to clear derelict land for 
developers. This together with the designated enterprise zones 
should help to rebuild our older decaying cities. 

The mention of enterprise zones reminds me that the whole 
of Built Environment vol 7 no 1 1981 is devoted to articles on 
this subject including one from Peter Hall. it was Peter Hall 
who first put forward this idea in New Society, 20 March 1969, 
p. 435—437 under the title ‘Non-plan, an experiment in 
freedom’, This sparked off the idea but the present concept 
differs in many ways. The problems are where to draw the 
boundaries, and existing firms moving to the area to save money. 
This does not create any new jobs. A suggestion has been made 
that they should be restricted to new businesses, The two zones 
of most possible interest are Corby and the Isle of Dogs in 
Dockland. After these have been going for a while the lessons 
learned could form the basis for a meeting. Incidentally there 
is an interesting article on Docklands in the New Scientist 
10/6/82 p. 710—713 called For Sale: Europe's Biggest Vacant 
lot. 


Planning for high technology 


The New Town movement pioneered the Advanced Factory 
Unit (AFU). This was building a factory in advance of demand; 
the big advantage was that a firm could relocate or expand 
without delay. These have been designed as a multi purpose 
building and are now being built by local authorities. However, 
with the development of microelectronics new designs are 
needed, What is required is lower eaves or two storey buildings 
with top floor office space. The problem has been that the 
investment funds have been slow to realise this and there has 
been pressure from the chartered surveyors for new designs. 
The most recent report is Property and technology: the needs 
of modern industry by Herring Son and Daw 26/28 Sackville 
Street, London W1X 2QL. It is based on a survey of high tech 
firms by Computer Weekly and work done by Herring Son and 
Daw and Conran Roche. Examples are given of firms wishing 
to come to the United Kingdom and not being able to find 
suitable premises. Fortunately we have been aware of the 
problem in Milton Keynes and have built, are building and 
planning to build suitable premises for the high tech industry. 
The report is free and all in the planning area should read it. 

A rather important report has just been published by HMSO 
at £5.40 called Helping small firms start up and grow: common 
services and technological support. One of the problems is 
that there is a shortage of nursery units even in areas of high 
unemployment. This is because of management costs. If we 
let a factory of 30,000 sq ft to one firm administrative costs 
are low. If it was split up into units of 500 sq ft management 
costs would be high. Changes were made in the recent budget 
to help solve this problem. A news item in British Business 
28/5/82 p. 146 is entitled Big Rise in Small Factories so it 
seems to be working. This is good news because a rise in the 
number of small firms could help to reduce unemployment. 
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Planning and the future

This article set me thinking and | have a draft paper 
circulating entitled ‘The public library as a leisure resource in 
the post industrial society’. | have had some useful comments 
from colleaques. 

When I worked in industry | got involved in Delphi Fore- 
casting. A recent work Techniques of scenario planning by 
John Chandler and Paul Cockle looks interesting. It is just 
published by McGraw Hill at £13.95. The use of alternative 
scenario is essentia! in order to establish guidelines for future 
action. These need to be continually monitored and revised 
as new events develop. The unknown factor is always present. 


The information society and the post industrial society 


This, as everyone knows, is IT year. One of the aspects 
which ATPG will be attempting to monitor over the next 
three years is the impact of IT on society. Also how do we 
create new jobs and plan for a leisure based society. 

Local authorities are taking an increasing interest in planning 
leisure and many areas now have established leisure centres 
and also have a leisure policy. The most recent example was 
the opening of the Barbican. Not to be outdone, Darlington 
have taken over an old large house and developed it as a new 
arts centre (see Guardian 14/5/82 p. 9). A.further item of 
interest is the installation of an online booking system at the 
Barbican by a small British firm, Space Time System (Computer 
Weekly 29/4/82 p. 7). An interesting article in Business Week 
26/4/82 p. 74—75 is about the use of computers at Carnegie 
Mellon University Pittsburgh to ‘wire up’ students. A network 
will cover the whole university and will be linked to other 
networks. At present coverage is 80% and they hope to wire 
up the whole university by 1986. 

Sussex University have developed an online records system 
for student records at a cost of £200,000 (Computing 17/6/82 
p. 23). When are the L.A., Aslib and IIS going to get together 
to do this? It would save money in the long run, be more 
effective and enhance our image in the IT era. 


Online databases in planning 


One reason for the lack of effective use of planning literature 
is the lack of documentation. We had no equivalent of the 
Engineering Index which was my Bible when | worked in 
industry. It is true thanks to Don Kennington we have Urban 
Abstracts. Now thanks to Alan Gomersall we have ACOMPLINE 
which. is an online development from Urban Abstracts. There 
is an interesting article on this by Alan and Penny Farmer in 
Journal of information Science December 1981 p. 289—293.

Annual Conference 


The following is a summary of a paper presented at Donbury 
in March. 


The retrieval and display of information in the aircraft cockpit 
Dr J. Laycock: Royal Aircraft Establishment 

The accurate display of relevant information is important 
to the librarian but it is vital to the pilot of an aircraft and 
particularly so for the military pilot whose life and mission 
may depend on his rapid interpretation of the information 
presented to him. John Laycock, a psychologist attached to 
the Institute of Aviation Medicine at Farnborough, discussed 
the interface between automatic computer systems and the 
human operator (pilot) who has a limited capacity for taking 
in information. The pilot in a modern military aircraft acts as 
an interpreter and is a vital link in the information chain. 

The difficulty of designing information displays for the 
confined space of a cockpit has led to a variety of solutions. 
Present systems depend on the head-down technique where 
the pilot has to take his eyes off the view outside the cockpit 
to read the instruments. Developments in refining this system 
have concentrated on presenting information on cathode 
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at Aslib. We hope to get support from the local authorities in 
order to discuss their planning information needs.

. operated type because a vibrating pilot has difficulty in 


pressing combinations of keys. The ideal would be a single 
display using graphics, colour and touch sensitive display to 
produce and change information. 

Research is continuing on colour perception and contrast 
and shows that coloured characters surrounded by black 
boundaries solve the problem of displaying one colour on 
another. It has been shown that it is difficult to focus on 
different colours at the same time because, for example, blue, 
red and green require a different focus. This means that the 
eyes work harder to keep colours in focus resulting in eye 
fatigue. 

One alternative to the head-down display is the helmet 
display which can produce a laser hologram in the pilot's 
flight visor giving a large field of view in a small area. The 
display is built into the helmet and fed to the eye via a prism. 
Systems are being developed in which the pilot is presented 
with cockpit information through one eye and is able to watch 
outside with the other. Helmet mounted sights which are 
dependent on head position have also been developed and 
these could have applications in industry in the field of nuclear 
manipulation or submersible operations in oi! exploration. 

Computers are used in cockpits to hold and manipulate 
large amounts of information such as digital maps of the world 
for moving map displays which show the pilot his position on 
a conventional style map in colour with an enlargement facility. 
Weather map and radar terrain maps can also be presented. 

The use of voice or display information to prompt the pilot 
in emergencies or to produce check lists and the further 
refinement of voice input as a means of contacting the data 
base are being researched. 

The pilot plugs in a cassette containing his voice print when 
flying. Using a specified vocabulary of up to 200 words he can 
call for information without taking his hands from the controls 
although the problem of engine noise has not yet been over- 
come. 

The limited space in a cockpit has proved to be the ideal 
challenge for new technology and Dr Laycock’s excellent paper 
gave a fascinating insight into the ingenuity that is being 
applied in this area.

Meetings 

Document retrieval with a micro. 24 June. This was a very 
interesting meeting which unfortunately took place in the 
middle of tube and train strikes, so many members were 
unable to attend. 

Mary Rowbottom of Aslib demonstrated SIRSEARCH, an 
information retrieval package based on a microcomputer 
which is currently being used experimentally in secondary 
schools. Having described the system and how it was set up, 
she discussed possible applications of this and similar resources 
for use in small information units or for controlling information 
from specialized collections. Mary Rowbottom literally took 
the lid off the hardware so we could see the impressive com- 
pactness of the ‘works’ and the apparent ease with which new 
programs and memories could be handled. 

We were given extremely down-to-earth information, e.g. 
on the average number of characters required for library 
records and short abstracts; this would enable one to estimate 
the capacity needed to set up one’s own small database and 
this in turn influences the choice of micro and mini. We were 
given an insight of what computer languages are all about, and 
of the range of available programs, in particular those relating 
to information retrieval packages specially designed for micros, 
e.g. Eagle Eye, Fast Information Retrieval System and Homer 
(all suitable for CPM computers). 

Finally Mary Rowbottom listed further sources of informa- 
tion. Apart from Aslib itself, there are periodicals (e.g. Personal 
Computer and Practical Computing), directories (from the 
National Computing Centre, Oxford Road, Manchester M1 
7ED) and other publications, especially : BURTON, Paul F. 
Microcomputer applications in libraries and information 
retrieval : a directory of users. (Edinburgh : Leith Nautical 
College, 1981 — apparently a new edition is in preparation). 

In all, this was a stimulating afternoon for those who are 
considering small scale information retrieval systems.

Metals information report 


The Metals Information Review Committee, MIRC, was 
established at the Metals Society in July 1978, with a British 
Library Research and Development grant of £44,000, over a 
three year period, in response to representation from various 
sectors of the metals information community. The terms of 
reference of the MIRC were: ‘to study all aspects of the 
generation, transfer, storage, retrieval and use of metals 
information’ and ‘to produce a report with recommendations 
for action where it is considered appropriate’. 

The MIRC Report contains twenty-three recommendations 
for research and action, including: the creation of a UK Metal 
Properties Council to encourage and co-ordinate data projects; 
a study of the use of British Standards by industry; the creation 
of a referral centre for metals information; the publication of 
a series of guides to metals information resources; the issuing 
of design guides combining published knowledge with industrial 
experience; the creation of information learning packages; 
research into means of tagging data in documents. 

The Committee was concerned that the initiative taken in 
producing the report should be continued after its own work 
was completed. As a result, The Metals Society has agreed to 
set up a Monitoring Panel to encourage the implementation 
of MIRC’s recommendations. For further information

EDCKEY at Dundee 


Dundee University Library is one of forty-six European 
Documentation Centres in the United Kingdom, benefiting 
from the European Communities’ policy of making available 
representative collections of their official publications. Working 
documentation of the Commission and European Parliament 
forms a significant proportion of the material received, and 
these documents range from proposals for minor tinkerings 
with tariff schedules to major reports on European industry, 
employment, and human rights. Since this valuable source of 
information is not indexed by the institutions in Brussels 
and Luxembourg, library staff in Dundee developed their own 
online information retrieval system to run on the University’s 
DEC-10 computer. The system, known as EDCKEY, has a 
database of bibliographic details covering COM documents 
(1974—), European Parliament Working Documents (1978—), 
supplements to the Bulletin of the European Communities 
(1968—), SEC documents, European File and Background 
Reports. Current documents are indexed on receipt and 
retrospective work, soon to be completed, will add Working 
Documents 1973—1977. 

Indexing is achieved through keywords selected from the 
very detailed titles of the documents themselves, though 
additional subject descriptors may be provided if necessary. 
The index language is thus shaped in part by factors inherent 
in the method, and in part by the exercise of editorial control. 
Searches can be performed on a single keyword, or on a series 
of keywords using Boolean logic {and/or/not), and the 
enquirer can even specify the type, legislative status, and date 
of the documents required. The actual enquiry process is very 
straightforward, structured to afford both new and experienced 
users an appropriate level of guidance. 

EDCKEY is available to outside users for a trial period, 
until October 1982, at a fee of £5. Subscribers require access 
to a terminal (VDU or teletype) and an acoustic coupler or 
modem to enable them to dial up Dundee University’s 
computer.

Courses revision at Loughborough 


The Department of Library and Information Studies at 
Loughborough University has recently undertaken a consider- 
able revision of courses, which affects courses both at under- 
graduate and postgraduate level. The objects of the revision 
are to respond to student criticism of the courses, take account 
of the development of the subject and changes in the teaching 
programme in recent years, and adjust the courses to the 
increasing orientation to ‘information’ and a more broadly 
based curriculum. 

The new MA/MSc courses, which will begin in October 
1982, will be as follows: 

Course 1: MA/MSc (library and information studies) — the 

degree awarded will.depend on the student's initial (i.e. 

bachelor’s) degree, and the orientation of the master’s 

course either towards arts, social science, or science and 
technology; 

Course 2: MSc (information and library studies) with 

specialization in information studies; 

Course 3: MA (archives) — mainly intended for students 

from developing countries; 

Course 4: MA (publishing) 

Courses 1 and 2 have been recommended by the Library 
Association's Board of Assessors for exemption from the 
Association's final examinations. It is hoped to admit a limited 
number of students to Courses 3 (Archives) and 4 (Publishing).

London librarians should be pleased to obtain a copy of 
this useful publication which lists in tabular form, parliamentary 
material held by each London library system. 

For each library system, 27 categories of publication are 
listed, and note is also made of the availability of POLIS (the 
Parliamentary Online Information System) and Prestel which 
contains relevant information also. 

At present the guide is freely available, however if there is a 
high demand, it may be formally published by HMSO in the 
H. C. Library Documents Series. Requests for this guide should 
be addressed to Public Information Office, House of Commons 
Library, London SW1A OAA, and APRILL should be clearly 
marked on the envelope.

European Community legislative proposals and policy guide- 
lines, appear for the first time as COM documents. There are 
approximately 900 of these each year, covering a wide range 
of subjects. This key word index which is intended to be an 
annual publication provides a guide for tracing by subject all 
COM documents published during 1981. The main sequence 
of the index is based on keywords or policies which appear in 
the documents. Cross references are included. Each entry 
gives the date, title and number of the document, and the date 
and reference of its publication in the Official Journal of the 
European Communities when available. A list in numerical 
order offers a different approach to the reader when searching 
for a specific document. Documents not listed in the index are 
solely for internal use by the Commission and are not available 
to the public. 

Many COM documents have considerable implications for 
both the public and private sectors in the United Kingdom and 
at this state proposals are open to negotiation amendment and 
alteration. This COM Index should therefore be useful to any 
who may be influenced or affected by the European Com- 
munity. 


Official publications of the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe 
1945—1980: a select annotated bibliography. Edited by 
Gregory Walker. London: Mansell, 1982. ISBN O 7201 1641 4. 


Mansell have produced another work in their collection of 
guides to official publications, this covering the countries of 
the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe for the post war period 
(1945—80). The countries covered are Albania, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, German Democratic Republic, Hungary, 
Yugoslavia, Poland, Rumania and the USSR. 

Each country is described in a standard format by contri- 
butors who are experts in their fields. An introductory section 
for each country provides an outline of the political and admini- 
strative developments in the post war period, then the biblio- 
graphical section covers a number of categories including 
constitutional documents, law codes, party documents, 
statistics, military social and cultural affairs, and leaders’ 
works. 

The scope of the bibliography is clearly described, and the 
existence of translations noted when known to exist. A number 
of useful abbreviations are expanded in the introduction, but 
do not appear in the extensive index which is a single title/ 
name sequence of entries regardless of language or original 
alphabet. . ©. 

Of necessity ,; ihe a large proportion of each country’s 
printed.output could be designated as official, the bibliography 
is selective; However the-editor suggests a contact point for 
further information about omissions, thus ensuring that readers 
and users will not be disappointed.

A new and much improved edition of this Directory has 
been issued, and it is as welcome as the first edition. 

The number of entries has almost doubled, an indication of 
the growth of activity in this field, and the Editor has used the 
Dewey Classification System for the arrangement of the entries. 
The directory contains substantial information about the 
bookshops listed, and the Dewey subject sections conclude 
with details of relevant libraries, museums and associations. 
The latter part of the directory also lists other directories of 
booksellers, periodicals, publishers, museums, libraries, specia- 
list shops, and sources of information about conferences. 

Altogether, this is a very useful directory, and at £5.90

Each section is divided into three parts; a pretest, which is 
intended to familiarize the reader with the topic covered, then 
the exercise frames, and lastly a summary of the area covered 
by the Section. Answers to exercises are given at the end of 
the manual, The exercise examples are actual topics that 
Wabash College Students have dealt with in past years. 

The first section is entitled ‘How to read the Library of 
Congress catalog card’, and is intended to help the reader 
distinguish between author, title and subject cards. The 
following two chapters cover subject headings, and discuss 
possible words for headings, and how to use subject headings. 
The fourth section covers specificity in catalogues, while 
subdivisions are the subject of the penultimate section. The 
final section covers filing, and discusses exactly what 
‘alphabetical’ means in card catalogues. The first, third and 
fifth sections require the reader to use an actual card catalogue 
(not necessarily a Library of Congress one). ’ 


Current British Journals. 3rd edition. Boston Spa: British 
Library Lending Division in association with the UK Serials 
Group, 1982. ISBN 0 85350 182 3. £15.00. 


This work was first published in 1970 as Guide to Current 
British Journals and now contains nearly 5000 entries, aiming 
to become increasingly comprehensive with only the minimum 
of deliberate exclusions, as successive editions appear. Omissions 
at present include parish magazines, some childrens periodicals 
and comics, the lurid press, some student journals and news- 
papers. 

Most entries are based directly on information submitted 
by individual publishers in response to questionnaires, but the 
UK Serials Group has endeavoured to take care in compilation. 
Additional titles have been added, some with minimal informa- 
tion, in the hope that.complete entries will appear in the next 
edition. Entries are arranged by UDC in the main sequence, 
with details of title, date of first edition, publisher, subject 
coverage, availability of indexes, number of issues per year, 
circulation, previous titles, microform editions and ISSN, 
where available. Information on secondary services covering 
the publication is also given. There is an alphabetic index of 
titles and a subject index. 

This is the third edition of the work, but it is hoped that 
new editions will be published every 2—3 years. The 1982 
edition should be a useful bibliographic source for informa-. 
tion on UK serials, though to some extent the information 
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provided duplicates that given in sources such as Willings 
Press Guide and Benn’s Press Directory, both annual publica- 
tions. 


Bibliographical survey of UCD editions. The Hague: Fédération

This survey includes the official publications authorizing 
changes to the UDC (‘Extensions’), the published editions of 
UDC and guides and textbooks explaining UDC. It is based 
on publications held by the FID Secretariat on 31 December 
1980. The largest part of the survey lists published UDC 
editions- full, medium, abridged, and special subject editions: 
within each of these four sections the editions are arranged by 
language. A final section gives publishers’ addresses (most 
items listed are not sold by FID) and advice on ordering. 


The Information Bank Thesaurus: seventh edition. Parsippany, 
New York Times, 1980. 604p. 


This Thesaurus is designed primarily as a guide to searching 
the contents of the Information Bank’s computerized database 
of current affairs information, but it can also be used to 
organize collections of information on current affairs. Obviously 
the thesaurus is very American orientated. This is the seventh 
edition of the work, and same criteria for the selection of 
terms were followed as for previous editions. As the computer 
stored thesaurus includes 700,000 terms, the terms printed in 
the hard copy are those which have more than 16 citations. 
The main section of the thesaurus consists of search terms 
arranged tn alphabetical order, and include entries for subjects, 
organizations and geographic names. Many terms are followed 
by notes and cross references which are designed to explain 
search terms and establish relationships among them. Personal 
names appear in a separate listing. Included at the end of the 
thesaurus is a ‘thesaurus guide’ which lists search terms from 
70 major subject areas classified under 10 broad categories. 


Developing managerial information systems. Andrew M. 
McCosh, Mawdudur Rahman and Michael J. Earl. London:

The material used for this volume has been gained from the 
authors’ own experience and research. It will be of interest to 
managers of information, systems professionals and students 
of both management and business. The volume can be used 
from various approaches depending on what the reader requires 
from it. One approach is as material for a business or manage- 
ment course. The text of the volume can be divided into 8 
modules following a table provided in the introduction. 

There are four sections to the volume: planning and control 
systems; operational control systems; management control 
systems; and strategic planning. 


Classics and other selected readings in medical librarianship.

As the title suggests, this volume is a collection of papers 
and journal articles dealing with medical librarianship. Although 
it is American orientated, it should prove of interest to anyone

Papers, as stated in the preface, was ‘based on work or per- 
sonalities that appealed’, 

The first chapter provides 10 papers of the Janet Doe

The following six chapters are entitled ‘the profession’, ‘the

This is a useful and informative pamphlet for any librarian 
who is considering setting up a community information service. 

The first section of the work discusses the need for com- 
munity information services, while the following section 
outlines sources of information, and how to collect the 
information, and provide a list of titles suitable for starting 
up a collection. The third section discusses community studies, 
and the collection of information specific to the locality. The 
following section deals with methods of storage and indexing 
the collection, and provides a list of suppliers of the equipment 
required. The last three sections deal with the organization of 
the work flow, use of leaflets, and the presentation and 
promotion of the service. 

The five appendices are produced in a separate pamphlet, 
to enable them to be updated regularly. The first appendix 
suggests categories for use with vertical files and leaflet stores. 
A simple, but useful thesaurus of terms suitable for indexing 
community information is provided in the second appendix. 
Suggested formats for standard letters and questionnaires are 
provided in the following appendix. The last two appendices 
provide lists of local agencies that hold collection of informa- 
tion files, and names and addresses of leaflets producers, with 
titles of the leaflets they produce.

BRAILTEL — Viewdata for the blind 


For the very first time anywhere, public trials have just 
started in Croydon Information Centre of a computer terminal 
which can translate information from British Telecom's 
Prestel into Grade 1 Braille. Although Prestel has been available 
in public libraries and elsewhere for some time, this is the first 
occasion that the service has been directly available to the 
blind. 

This new service is possible using the BRAILINK terminal 
manufactured by Clarke & Smith Industries Ltd. The terminal 
was originally designed as a means of access to computers for 
the blind and in 1981 won the RITA award from Computer 
Weekly with Preste! software. It fits into an executive brief- 
case and contains a standard keyboard together with a tactile 
Braille display so that anyone who is able to read Braille can 
use the terminal as a means of communicating directly with a 
computer, for programming, etc. This terminal has now been 
adapted so that a blind user may call up pages of Prestel and 
read them line-by-line on the Braille display. Very little skill 
is needed to use the terminal apart from the ability to read 
Braille and for the first time anywhere the blind are able to 
gain access to this vast store of information without the help 
of anyone else. 

The BRAILTEL terminal came into operation on Monday 
2 August in the Croydon Information Centre and will be on 
trial for several months at least. Anyone interested should 
contact Chris Batt at Croydon Central Library (01 688 2327) 
or Paul Hannam at Clarke and Smith (01 669 4411). 


Information technology and the credit card industry 


In Britain, where today little more than 40% of the 
population have bank accounts, the masses of individual 
transactions which take place daily require sophisticated 
computers. Within the UK, over 11 million cardholder accounts 
are updated every day with a daily production of over 40,000 
cardholder statements, and over 60,000 authorization requests 
are received in a day from some 180,000 retailers. A worldwide 
network of communications between the credit card issuers 
means that over 50,000 members are communicating together 
with some 250 million cardholders and 4% million retailers. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that the credit card organizations 
are amongst the most sophisticated users of computers. 

Security barriers have to be built into the system, as in 
Britain card frauds showed an increase of 50% in the last year 


and now run at an annual £18 million. So when an authorization 
request is received from a retailer, the procedure is to check 
the validity of the telephone call from the retailer, locate the 
exact cardholder record, examine the credit available on the 
account, determine if there is any failure to make past pay- 
ments, check whether the card is being used by somebody 
otherthan the cardholder and approve the transaction. Enquiries 
have to be handled in a matter of seconds. This can only be 
achieved by a computer-controlled telephone call handler, who 
through the computer, immediately locates both the retailer 
and the cardholder records from its vast data storage and 
carries out the various checks laid down in its control programs. 
Credit cards are now accepted on a worldwide basis, and so 
arrangements have to be made between countries to inter- 
change financial transactions and communicate at any time 
that an authorization request is received from a retailer. 

The magnetic strip on the back of the credit card enables a 
number of services to be provided on an automatic basis. When 
he makes a call, the retailer wipes the card through a telephone 
terminal, so the call is automatically routed to the credit card 
organization that issued the card. British Telecom recently 
approved a new ‘transaction telephone’ developed by Racal- 
Transcom and the first to use them in the UK will be American 
Express. 

A credit card can now also be used in a bank's cash dispenser 
to provide a cash withdrawal service to the cardholder. Credit 
card transactions, like other bank transactions, willsoon operate 
through ‘Electronic Funds Transfer’. This means that the retail 
point-of-sale terminals will be linked to the computers of the 
banks and the credit card companies by way of the British 
Telecom Packet Switching Service and transactions will be 
undertaken in a paperless manner. Cardholders will also make 
purchases sitting in their homes using the Prestel system. The 
local store’s computer will be connected to the Preste! computer 
which in turn will be linked to the bank’s computer so that 
transactions will be done automatically. It will also be possible 
to answer cardholders’ queries as to the status of their account 
and even display statements on television screens in the home.

Information identified the need for further research on user 
needs in the business information field and states that ‘it is 
often the case that some resources are under-used and others 
over-burdened because of the lack of awareness on the part of 
users’. The British Library Research and Development 
Department has now awarded Liverpool Polytechnic School of 
Librarianship and Information Studies a grant of £2,000 for 
one year to study business information services in public 
libraries in the North-West of England and in Greater London. 
Particular reference will be made to the extent to which local 
libraries are able to respond to the business community’s stated 
needs. The areas were chosen because in each there are major 
public libraries which are particularly geared to the provision 
of business information. The results of the investigation should 
be of use to: 
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(a) The business community, and therefore the prosperity 
of the local community. 

(b) The library profession, since they will show how local 
libraries cope with enquiries from the business 
community and where gaps and duplication in holdings 
exist. i

Register of Commercial Directories 


We promised you more about it. Garry Humphreys of CBL 
reviews it here: 

Register of commercial directories. (n.d.) List Surveys, 
Bridge House, Great Missenden, Bucks. 177pp. 
ISBN 0 86099 354 X. £27.00. 

This really is awful. | suspect the publisher thinks so too, 
since he does not afford us the courtesy of a foreword or 
introduction to explain the aims and purpose of the Register, 
the criteria used for its compilation, or the users for whom it 
is intended. All but four pages comprise an alphabetical listing 
of 1,200 fairly arbitrarily selected directories (no Key British 
enterprises, no Who's who) in ‘mangled title’ order (designed, 
one supposes, to facilitate some degree of subject indexing, 
since there is no separate, detailed subject index). Of the other 
four pages, three list the names and addresses of publishers of 
more than five listed titles (addresses of others appear in the 
main entries), the other page explains that ‘entries in this 
directory have been compiled alphabetically using the key 
word in the name of the directory, thus ‘The Scottish architects 
directory’ can be found under: ‘Architects Directory, The 
Scottish’ and also under ‘Scottish Directories’. Any entry 
which does not automatically fall into the correct scetion by 
this method has been cross-referenced with the main body of 
the text’. 

This is all very well but it leads to untold complications for 
the surprisingly large number of people who actually know the 
correct title of a work! There is no substitute for keeping to 
the title-page title, with as many see references as you like, if 
necessary. Perhaps this is the point for a few very random 
examples of the sort of main entry heading one finds: 

AVIATION, FLIGHT DIRECTORY OF BRITISH 

GOVERNMENT COMPANION, THE LOCAL 

YOUTH AND COMMUNITY PERSONNEL, DIRECTORY 

OF LOCAL AUTHORITY AND SENIOR FULL-TIME 
not to mention: 

KEMPS DIRECTORY 

but... 

FILM AND TELEVISION YEARBOOK INTER- 

NATIONAL, KEMPS 


Furthermore, in practice directories are used as sources of 
separate items of information, and it is these items which need 
to be located; a directory’s title may give only a slight hint of 
its actual contents and coverage. Who can predict that facts 
sought will be in the titles chosen, even with a detailed subject 
index to enable them to be found? This can work only if the 
circumstances of use can be envisaged, as in the case of the 
Library Association Reference, Special and Information 
Section’s Basic business directories (1974), now regrettably 
out-of-date (and probably long out of print). 

Simplification — of contents and apparatus — may seem 
attractive, but in practical terms it is a false economy, because 
the user is deprived of a great deal of information he may 
want at the whim of the compiler. He is also deprived of a 
speedy and accurate means of locating facts. Librarians and 
information officers cannot afford these deprivations, there- 
fore they cannot afford this book. 

Rumour has it that the Register of commercial directories 
(incidentally, what /s a commercial directory?) is intended as 
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a cheaper alternative to Current British directories {CBD 
Research Limited). In fact it is only £6 cheaper, yet there is 
no comparison between the two. Current British directories 
is not only an excellent bibliographical compilation, it is 
unrivalled in detail and accuracy, with the aim of providing 
a tool of maximum efficiency to librarians for whom speed, 
accuracy and lack of ambiguity is of the essence. In truth, it 
pays for itself many times over during its period of currency; it 
is thoroughly professional. Whatever the good intentions of 
List Surveys, the Register of commercial directories is ill- 
conceived and amateurishly executed.

On yes — the price: $25,000 a year. If you're interested, 
phone Morris Colton on 638 9571 (message service). And if 
you should decide to subscribe, the first task you might set 
them is to track down the address of IRIS’s own London 
office. An afternoon on the phone failed to provide any 
results more satisfactory than the name and number given 
above.

Leisure 


The trade union movement has been criticized in some 
quarters for lack of contribution on the debate concerning our 
future. The most positive contributions known to me are the 
two books by Clive Jenkins and Barry Sherman, The Collapse 
of Work and The Leisure Shock (Eyre Methuen). Barry 
Sherman is the researcher for ATMS and these works are the 
results of his research work. One area which is not emphasized 
enough in these two works is that a leisure-based society 
depends on growth in the economy and this we have not 
achieved in recent years. However both works are essential! 
reading. The Henley Centre for Forecasting at 2 Tudor Street, 
London, EC4Y OAA publish a regular study entitled ‘The UK 
Leisure Market’. This plus the service industries, appears to be 
the only areas in which labour intensive jobs will be created. 
A. J. Veal is one of the people active in this area. He was with 
the Centre for Urban and Regional Studies, University of 
Birmingham and is now lecturing at the Department of 
Extension Studies, Polytechnic of North London. A recent 
report of his is ‘Trends in Leisure Participation and Problems 
of Forecasting The State of the Art. A Report to the Sports 
Council, August 1980’. It is available from the Sports Council 
at £1.00 and is well worth reading and‘is good value at this 
price. He reviews forecasting techniques such as Delphi, Trend 
Extraplation and Cross Sectional Analysis. Incidently | am 
hoping that he will give a talk to us in Spring 1983 on sources 
of leisure information, planning techniques, research and future 
trends. More in the next newsletter. 

There is a new journal on leisure. This is Leisure Studies. 
The Journal of the Leisure Studies Association, Two issues so 
far. Items | noted of interest are: 

‘The Industrialization of Leisure’, by J. R. Brehaut and 
K. C. Poel, Part 1. pp. 95—107. This refers to the emergence of 
the leisure industry in Australia. In part 2 pp. 211—224, there 
is ‘New Town Leisure: A British-US Comparison’, by John 
R. Kelley. The comparison is between a US new town (Reston) 
and Telford. It is published by E. and F. N, Spon, 11 New 
Fetter Lane, London EC4P 4EE. 

The names of Martin and Mason are prominent in leisure 
forecasting studies. They have just produced Leisure and Work, 
the Choice for 1991 to 2001 , published by Leisure Consultants, 
Sudbury, Suffolk at £30.00. One of the points they make is 
that in order for the unemployment rate to decrease by 3% in 
1991 the economy wil! have to grow at a rate of 1% above the 
increase in production. This can be done by the use of CAD/CAM 
now abbreviated to CAE (Computer Aided Engineering) and 
robotics. Although overall production is down the output per 
worker is rising. The problem is that there is a gap between the 
displaced industrial worker and the planning of leisure resources. 
The formula is use the increased wealth from more economic 
production for retraining for work in the leisure and services 
sector. Enforced idleness is not leisure. You need money to 
enjoy it. 


Transport 


A news item inthe Daily Telegraph 26 June 1982 is entitled 
‘Micro chip to speed buses’. 

A computer centre is planned costing £21m. Loops of cable 
buried in the road would activate radio links showing the 
location of buses. The central control room will be able to 
send instructions to drivers via a display panel in every cab. 

A pilot scheme costing £1,700,000 is planned for three routes 
in London; we will have to watch developments. Operating 
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experience of this project could form the basis for an ATPG 
meeting. The Financial Times published a supplement on 6 July 
1982, pp. 13—16, entitled ‘Advanced Transport Systems’. 
There are articles on Tyne and Wear Metro, Advanced Passenger 
Train, Lille Metro, Hong Kong MTR, and the outlook for 
electric vehicles. 


Private funding for roads 


The Adam Smith Institute, 50 Westminster Mansions, Little 
Smith Street, London SW1 have issued a pamphlet at £1.00 
suggesting this. Judging by an article in the Financial Times 
12/7/82 p. 16, the Government are giving some thought to this. 
The question asked in this article is ‘Private cash for roads, can 
it work?’. It appears there are considerable problems here. The 
cost of collecting motorway tolls can be equal to the money 
collected. This is an area within which a lively debate could 
take place. My view is that we need one more motorway linking 
the ports of East Anglia to the rest of the country. After that 
the next objectives are maintenance and bypasses to our 
historic towns. 


On your bike 


We have planned for the use of the bicycle in Milton Keynes 
by the use of separate cycle paths covering the whole city. 
There is no pleasure in riding a cycle in the middle of dense 
traffic. 

A recent publication of interest is Bicycle Planning, Policy 
and Practice, by Mike Hudson and others. From the publicity 
leaflet and the review in Planning it appears to be the most 
comprehensive work on this subject so far. It is published by 
the Architectural Press at £39.50. This just shows what inflation 
can do. It does not seem all that long ago when you could buy 
a bicycle for this price. 


Planning 


Whatever the subject, information technology and 
computers are being used more and more. The July/August 
issue of the Planner is entitled ‘Computers In Planning’. Most 
of the series of articles is devoted to the use of computers in 
local government and operating experience and the problems 
encountered. It is a useful series of articles. Town and Country 
Planning May 1982 is mainly devoted to articles on Docklands. 
Details are as follows: 


The redevelopment of Britain’s urban docklands 
120—122 Docklands in the metropolitan economy. 
John Hall describes the undocking of docklands. 
123—124 Dock decline and job replacement. 
Nick Sharman argues that London’s docklands 
have an industrial future. 
124—126 LDDC — a new broom. 
Paul Burton looks at the London Docklands 
Development Corporation. 
127—128 In place of dereliction: innovation! 
Tom Hancock calls for a bit of imagination. 
129—131 The five problems of dockland redevelopment. 
Michael Hebbert finds enormous redevelopment 
potential. 


An article in the Economist 31 July 1982 pp. 28—29 deals 
with what the Dockldnds Development Corporation has 
achieved and the problems if faces. The chief problem is lack 
of transport facilities to docklands. An item in the Financial 
Times 25/6/82 refers to a plan to establish a light rail link. 

Built Environment Vol. 7 No. 2 1981 continues its subject 
theme per isssue. This one is devoted to ‘The Importance of 
Planning History’. | am all for this as one can establish guide- 
lines for the future by studying the past. 

The /nvestors Chronicle 25/6/82 has a special supplement 
in the North West. This journal is aimed at the investor and 
despite all the problems in this area some encouraging develop- 
ments are mentioned in this article. Private and government -- 
investment is urgently needed here. Incidently the Government 
seems satisfied with the progress on the enterprise zones and ` 
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are planning some more. This is being watched closely. Could 
form the basis for a meeting with AEBIG in the future. The 
key to our problems are seen by many as the speed-up in the 
introduction of new technology into industry. The CBI share 
this view and have just published ‘Technology — Putting it to 
Work’ CBI Publications Sales, Centre Point, 103 New Oxford 
St., London WC1A 1DU at £5.00. 


Consumer information 


We face a revolution in consumer patterns. For example 
mail order firms are interested in using Prestel for home 
shopping. An article which looks at the use of videotex 
systems for consumer information is published in the OECD 
Observer July 1982 p. 34-37. This is a summary of a report 
which is to be published later this year. It is a useful article 
because it describes systems in Europe, Japan and the USA, 
and what progress has been made so far in each country. The 
most positive approach has been in Japan. We did have a lead 
in this so will have to get moving if we are not to lose it. 
Incidentally this journal is a good buy at £4.80 for six issues. 
Another article of interest in this issue is ‘The impact of the 
minimum wage on youth employment’ p. 14—17. 


Energy conservation 


When | worked in industry predictions were made that this 
would be a fast growing industry in the late 1970's. This did 
not happen which was a surprise to me and many others. It is 
now clear that this is now an established industry but it grew 
very slowly. This points to the hazards of predictions. We were 
working on total energy systems in which a heat exchanger 
recycled the waste heat. In terms of power stations this is now 
called Combined Heat and Power. | had hoped that this would 
result in cooling towers being phased out. They are not attractive 
and the sight of the waste heat being released into the atmos- 
phere is not a good example in economy or pollution control, 
The problem | am told is that it is low grade heat which is not 
easy to recycle. With more sophisticated microelectronic 
controls it may now be possible to do this. There is also the 
problem of cooling electronic equipment. The debate is 
between air and water cooling. Again this is low grade heat but 
it would be nice to recycle it. Anyone know of any research in 
this? 
An encouraging article in Financial Times 4/8/82 p. 6 deals 
with the building of a new power station using heat and power 
at Fort Dunlop, Birmingham. Mr Lycett for CEGB believes 
that there could be about 100 locations in the UK for CHP 
plants. However he points out that they are building them 
faster in Europe than in the UK. 


Future forcasting 


One of the bodies with a good track record is this hazardous 
area in the Henley Centre for Forecasting. There is an 
interesting description of this organization in Marketing 
Week 23 July 1982 p. 36—39 plus an interview with the 
director Hywel! Jones. One quote from Hywell Jones ‘the 
isolated marketing department will soon be consigned to the 
history books’. In my view once Aslib has streamlined its 
organization this is an area in which we could become involved. 
We are continuously monitoring information so we should 
have a good idea of how things will develop and be able to 
establish some future guidelines. Comments welcome! 

Finally my copy of the Journal for Long Range Planning 
June 1982 has just thudded through the letter box. It is a 
special issue of 195 pages entitled ‘Progress in planning. An 
international review’. Will attempt to read it before the next 
Newsletter and report any new ideasor interesting developments.

Journal renewals and database coverage 


At the time of writing (August) many of us are involved in 
reassessing our journal subscriptions list. In my own field, 
apart from the expected plethora of personal computing 
journals, there has been a welcome selection of journals 
specializing in displays. | found an increasing influence of the 
international databases on my own choice of subscription, 
publishers please note. If certain titles regularly show up on 
searches and SDIs then there is a strong case to take up a 
subscription. Which leads me to my biggest source of irritation. 
Why are so many of the defence/aerospace journals not covered 
by any of the bibliographic databases? | have already suggested 
to Inspec that there would appear to be sound commercial 
advantage in including many of the defence electronics journals, 
but with no obvious results. | would be interested in hearing 
from other libraries whose key journals are not abstracted on 
magnetic media. 

By the time you read this | should have returned from the 
Agard Technical Information Panel Specialists’ meeting on 
the ‘Use of Scientific and Technical information in the Nato 
Countries’, which is aimed mostly at the defence and aerospace 
industries. Perhaps new sources of information will emerge. 
One travels hopefully! 

This comment leads me to a topical joint paper presented 
at the Annual Conference held at Danbury. 


Role of a serials agent (I) 


D. Woodworth (UK Serials Group) ‘Agents — parasites or 
provider?’ 


An agent can only provide about 70 per cent of the total 
range. Excepted titles include free publications, controlled 
circulation and the products of those publishers who refuse to 
deal with agents. 

The use of an agent can save a library staff time, accom- 
modation, space, stationery, accounting procedures and bank 
charges. Services which should be provided are: renewal 
alerting, automatic renewal when required, expiry dates to fit 
local circumstances. A good agent should be a back issues 
dealer and supply odd issues. In other words he should sell 
as well as buy. Annual or bulk invoicing should be available. 
A currency service reduces cheque writing, overseas bank 
transfers and the necessity for a budget account system. An 
agent should also act as a computer bureau providing routine 
order processing, routine order invoicing, missing copy claims, 
management information and statistics. An agent should be 
both a credit broker and a discount house, providing negotiation 
of early settlement terms, reduced rate offers, and multi-year 
rates. An on approval service should also be available providing 
specimen issues and trial subscriptions. Free services should 
include free substitution of missing issues within reason, a 
free claim replacement of non-receipt, diaries and calendars, 
pricing information on a regular basis, title page and index 
information and supply when available, Publications should 
include bibliographic information and current awareness 
newsletters. There is considerable difference in price between 
agents, obtain quotations and shop around for the best buy. 

Liaison is important, since 65 per cent of librarianship is 
public relations. As regards expertise, personality is probably 
more important than qualifications, backed by a good collection 
of literature on the subject, such as bibliographies and 
publishers’ catalogues. 

Other skills needed are as a shipping agent for overseas 
service, efficient letter writing and involvement in research, 
such as document delivery schemes. They could also act in the 
role of information broker, providing a conventional library 
service for a fee. Although costs have risen dramatically, it is 
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still cheaper to use a good serials agent than for institutions to 
handle the subscriptions themselves. 


Role of a serials agent (2) 
A. Smith (Blackwells) 


Of the roughly 100,000 journal titles that can be ordered in 
the world, Blackwells have some 70,000 on their database. A 
far cry from the days when Dawsons first delivered magazines 
by stagecoach in 1809. Reputable agents now belong to the 
Association of Subscription Agents, and the service can be 
compared to a travel agent to whom you go to because he 
knows the ropes and saves you both time and worry. The 
general reporting system is filtered to provide a personal 
service for your own list. Blackwells pay subscriptions in 
advance. They can invoice in batch to simplify internal house- 
keeping and can provide online links to access their database. 
Claim conditions can be very tight and publishers impose severe 
restrictions. The average is within 6 months of non receipt, 
Elsevier is 3 months. 

Agents can have problems with purchasing officers who 
don’t understand that journals are different. The particular 
problems involved include standing orders, which must be 
cancelled 3 months in advance. Costs have gone up in the period 
1981—1982; they increased between 25 and 30 per cent 
because of the change in the value of sterling. US journals went 
up by 40 per cent and the UK by 15 per cent. Sterling remained 
strong against European prices, so next year US prices will not 
go up so much if sterling bottoms out in 1983. A general pre- 
diction for 1983 assuming a stable sterling, is an expected rise 
of about 14 per cent. 

The margin on UK material is 10 per cent mostly supplied 
to the customers at the publisher’s price. Mr Smith went on to 
describe Adonis, the electronic delivery of documents scheme. 
The publishers, Pergamon, Springer, Elsevier and Blackwells 
Scientific are talking to British Library Lending Division with 
the idea of replacing the photocopy service with electronic 
media and to retrieve the copyright charge. 

Blackwells have also developed on line links to their journal 
database and provide an in-house software package for a 
stand-alone system for follow-up records etc. If customers are 
also linked to the Blackwells service they can then send claims 
down line. ‘Bookline’ is an automatic ordering systems for 
books. ‘Storeline’ links the various university bookshops.

Abstracting and indexing. Jennifer E. Rowley. London: Bingley, 
1982, 155p. (Outlines of Modern Librarianship) ISBN 0 85157 
336 3. £8.25. 


This volume is aimed mainly at students of librarianship 
and information science and provides an excellent overview of 
the subject of abstracting and indexing. 

The author has provided an integrated view of both manual 
and mechanized information retrieval and abstracting services. 
The book opens with two chapters on abstracting, while 
following chapters deal with bibliographic references, indexing 

and indexing languages. Both post-coordinate and pre- 
coordinate indexing systems are reviewed. The penultimate 
chapter considers title indexes, while the final chapter presents 
a brief overview of some of the applications of indexing and 
abstracting data. Useful hints on editing and proof-reading are 
provided in the appendix.

This publication cumulates and updates volumes 9—12 of

Proceedings, series SSH which indexes and provides biblio- 
graphic details of preprints and published proceedings of 
congresses, conferences, symposia, meetings, seminars and 
summer schools in the Social Sciences and Humanities, held 
world-wide from 1964 to date. Approximately 6,000 citations 
of conference proceedings are included, the primary arrange- 
ment being by date (month and year) of the conference. 

Citations provide information on the location, name and 
principal sponsors of the original conference and also biblio- 
graphic details, as appropriate, of the publisher or distributor, 
order number, price, title and series or journal of publication, 
or editor of the published proceedings. 

The citations are numbered and the principal indexing is by 
key words in the name of the conference, the sponsors and the 
title. There is also an editor index and a location index. Current 
publishers’ addresses are given in a separate section at the front 
of the volume. 

This volume will prove useful to those wishing to trace 
details of proceedings of conference in its subject coverage on 
a regular basis, but the price of $145.00 would perhaps dis- 
courage its purchase for occasional use.

Contemporary developments in librarianship: an international 
handbook. Edited by Miles M. Jackson. London: Library 
Association, 1981. 619p. ISBN 0 85365 834 X. £55.00. 


The preface states ‘the International Handbook of Con- 
temporary Developments in Librarianship was conceived in 
1977 as a project that would present an overview of the major 
developments and most significant trends in librarianship since 
1945. The book is not intended as a work of comparative 
library studies. Yet, it will prove useful as a handbook to 
scholars and students working in that area’. 

The volume is organized by regions: Africa, Middle East, 
Asia, Oceania, Europe, North America and the Caribbean and 
by country within the regions. Reviews of 65 countries are 
given and all the contributors are either natives of the country 
they have written about, or have been directly involved with 
librarianship in the country. 

Most reviews provide a general overview of librarianship 
with particular reference to the types of libraries, major 
institutions and information systems and professional associa- 
tions. Each review concludes with an extensive bibliography, 
and throughout the volume, the text is supported by tables 
and figures. 

The handbook has also been published in the United States 
by Greenwood Press under the title ‘International handbook 
of contemporary developments in librarianship’. 


International guide to library, archival, and information 
science associations. 2nd ed. Josephine Riss Fang and Alice H. 
Songe. London: Bowker, 1980. 448p. ISBN 0 8352 1285 8. 
£19.25. 


Four years have passed since the publication of the first 
edition of this useful directory. 

The directory is divided into two sections: international 
associations, which are arranged in alphabetical order and 
national associations which are listed by country. In countries 
where there is no evidence of an organization, details of the 
national library are given. 

Each entry follows the same pattern under uniform headings, 
such as name and address, officers, language, interest areas, 
date of establishment, goals, structures, finances, membership, 
publications, accomplishments and current projects. The 
entries conclude with a short bibliography covering the years 
1975—1980. 

Other useful features of the guide include list of acronyms, 
journals, and newsletters of the associations and an index to 
the chief officers. Subject and country indexes are also included, 
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and the volume is completed with a table of statistical data for 
the years 1976—1980. 


Immroth’s guide to the Library of Congress classification. Lois 
Mai Chan. 3rd edition. Colorado: Libraries Unlimited, 1980. 
402p. ISBN 0 87287 235 1. £10.50. 


Previous editions of this work appeared in 1968 and 1971. 
The preface states ‘the purpose of this edition is to bring this 
guide up-to-date to reflect current Library of Congress policies 
and practice and to reorganize the material in the book in such 
a way as to facilitate use’. 

This volume is intended as an introduction to the Library 
of Congress Classification. 

Chapter one provides an overview of the classification 
scheme, while the second chapter discusses its characteristics 
and general principles. Notation, including the Cutter numbers, 
is dealt with in the third chapter, while the use of tables is 
explained in the following chapter. Details of classes that have 
been revised and enlarged are covered in the penultimate 
chapter. The final chapter which deals with special types of 
materials, has not been included in previous editions. 

The three appendices supply tables of general applications, 
Cutter numbers for individual biography and table used with 
individual classes. 

Bibliographies at the end of each chapter have been updated 
to include writings on classification. 


Introduction to cataloguing and classification. Bohdan S. 
Wynar. 6th edition. Littleton, Colorado: Libraries Unlimited, 
1980. 657p. ISBN 0 87287 2211. $10.95. 


The first edition of this work appeared in 1964, and it is 
intended primarily as a textbook for librarianship students. 
Much of the text has been completely revised to encompass 
recent developments. 

Part | provides an introduction to the principles of cata- 
loguing, and developments of cataloguing codes. The second 
part is devoted to rules for description of materials and forms of 
headings. Each chapter in this section is devoted to a particular 
form of material, and a selection of rules are proved along with 
examples of their use. The penultimate section deals with the 
subject arrangement of material. Since the volume is very 
American orientated, Dewey Decimal Classification and Library 
of Congress Classification schemes are both considered in 
separate chapters, while U.D.C. is dealt with in a chapter 
entitled ‘Other general classification systems’ which also covers 
Cutter, Brown, Colon and Bliss classification schemes. Other 
indexing tools are considered, including separate chapters on 
Library of Congress and Sears list of subject headings. 

The final section of the text is entitled ‘Organization’ which 
covers centralized processing and networking, catalogue and 
shelf-list filing, and cataloguing records and routines. 

A list of cataloguing and classification aids, glossary of terms 
and abbreviations, a bibliography and integrated author, title 
and subject index are provided at the end of the volume.

The purpose of this manual is to give practical advice 
on creating an information file on Prestel. The authors’ 
experience is based on some two and a half years’ work 
with Prestel. A major part of their activities involved 
the operation of an ‘umbrella’ service, on an experi- 
mental basis, as part of research investigations 
supported by the British Library Research & Develop- 
ment Department. During this period, local com- 
munity information supplied by six public library 
services in London, Birmingham and Norwich, was 
used to develop local files on Prestel amounting to 
some seven thousand frames, large by current Prestel 
standards. The information was entered at a central 
editing point in London (Aslib Research and 
Consultancy Division). 


The advice given will be of particular relevance to 
organisations wishing to provide local information. 
However, certain ground rules apply irrespective of 
information content, and this manual should prove 
useful to other potential Information Providers (IPs). 
Those aiming to participate in a co-operative or 
‘umbrella’ service on Prestel, whether a local authority, 
voluntary organization or private company, should 
find the information on the kind of arrangements 
required and problems involved especially useful.

Proposals for a UK library database system 
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Cooperative Automation Group 


Summary 


Discussions between the British Library and the UK 
Library automation cooperatives, together with 
representatives of the wider library community, have 
led to the formulation of proposals for a UK Library 
Database System (UKLDS) to provide for general 
access to a common database of both cataloguing 
and location records. These proposals are backed by 
the announced intention of the British Library to 
develop and extend its online services in a form which 
would be suitable to support UKLDS, subject to 
availability of funding. It is anticipated that the 
system would be operational in about two years 
from the date of this paper. From the date of its 
inception, it would provide the means of building 
up a coherent common database of records created 
by the British Library, the cooperatives and other 
participating libraries. At the same time, access would 
be provided to retrospective files of material from 
the same sources estimated to amount to over four 
million records.

Background 


The Cooperative Automation Group was formed in 
1980 with the aim of ensuring the most effective 
articulation of the services provided by the British 
Library and the library automation cooperatives in 
the interests of the library community at large. As 
well as representatives of the British Library and of 
the cooperatives, BLCMP, LASER, SCOLCAP and 
SWALCAP, the Group has included members 
nominated by the Library Association, Aslib, 
SCONUL and COPOL. 

At an early stage, the Group decided to focus 
upon the possibility of creating a common database 
which would enable users in the UK to have access 
to a much larger file of catalogue records than any 
of the participants could offer individually. As 
discussions continued, it became apparent that such 
a database could in principle be developed along 
lines which would enable it to support reference and 
inter-lending activities, as well as shared cataloguing. 
The interlending aspect was considered jointly with 
the British Library ad hoc Working Party on Union 
Catalogues. At the same time, a reappraisal by the 
British Library of its BLAISE online services and 
the announcement of plans for a major reshaping of 
these services provided an opportunity to ensure 
that appropriate facilities could be built into a new 
system to support what CAG members saw as the 
requirements for a common database. 

Throughout its work, CAG has been supported 
by two expert study groups, the Working Party on 
Access to the National Database (WAND), which has 
been concerned with methods of computer-to- 
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computer communication between different library 
systems, and the Standing Group on Bibliographic 
Standards, which has examined the standards issues 
which inevitably arise in the sharing of data created 
by different libraries using different systems. Both 
CAG and its working parties have taken account of 
related developments in other countries. 

The outcome of the discussions which have been 
held in CAG and its working parties has been the 
development of the proposals for a UK Library 
Database System (UKLDS) outlined in this paper. 
The British Library and the cooperatives represented 
in CAG intend to work together to implement these 
proposals, subject to financial and other constraints, 
and having full regard to the views and interests of 
the library community at large. 


UKLDS objectives 


The principal objectives of UKLDS can be defined 
as follows: ` 

(a) To obtain and provide access to an acceptable 
bibliographic record for items catalogued by a 
participating library. 

(b) To obtain and provide access to information 
on UK library holdings, particularly those of 
libraries or library organizations which 
participate in the national interlending system, 
or whose collections constitute an important 
reference source. 


The UKLDS databases . 


The UKLDS database will consist of UK MARC 
format records contributed from a variety of sources. 
From the date at which the system is put into opera- 
tion, its organization and updating will be designed 
to provide a single coherent file of bibliographic 
records, such that any subdivision which is necessary 
for operational reasons should be invisible when a 
record is requested and retrieved. Retrospective files 
(i.e. files of records which were created before the 
system came into operation) would also be included 
in the database but for practical reasons some.may 
have to be held and consulted separately. 

In the first instance, the database is expected to 
include material from the following sources: 

(a) Library automation cooperatives 

(BLCMP, LASER, SCOLCAP, SWALCAP) 
(b) UK MARC and LC MARC 
(c) British Library Lending Division monograph 
stock catalogue 
(d) British Library Reference Division catalogues 


Other UK libraries will be encouraged to contribute 
records, including in particular those libraries whose 
catalogues are created using the BLAISE-LOCAS 
service. The database may be supplemented by 
records and holdings information received by the 
British Library Lending Division from those libraries 
that currently contribute card notifications to its 
union catalogues. 

While all records in the database will follow basic 
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UK MARC format standards, their content may vary 
from a relatively simple subset to full UK MARC. 
Proposals are being finalized for a recommended 
input standard for shared cataloguing purposes. 
Records whose content is below the recommended 
level, for example, interlending records, will be 
upgraded to this level as soon as a suitable record is 
received from a contributing library. 

Holdings information will be included in the 
database, although it remains to be determined how 
far the system should go in capturing and providing 
access to individual libraries’ holdings records. 

It has been estimated that the retrospective files 
available to UKLDS by 1984 should be in excess of 
four million records with an annual intake of over 
400,000 new records. 


Access to the UKLDS database 


The UKLDS database will be held on a new online 
database facility to be established by the British 
Library Bibliographic Services Division as a successor 
to the present BLAISE-LINE system. As with 
existing BLAISE services, access will be open to the 
whole of the library and information community. 
‘Members of the UK library automation cooperatives 
will be able to obtain access to the UKLDS database 
through their own networks which will be linked to 
the central facility. 

It will be possible to retrieve records from the 
database either by direct terminal access or by 
computer-to-computer links from local library 
systems. A particular feature of the proposed system 
will be the ability to obtain direct access to MARC 
format records by a simple control number or 
acronym key search. It is hoped that it will be 
possible to adopt a common form of acronym key 
for the central database and for files held locally by 
most if not all of the cooperatives. 

Contributions of new records for the database 
will be accepted either in UK MARC exchange tape 
format, or by direct entry of UK MARC format 

‘records via telecommunications link from a local 
computer system. The central facility will not, 
however, support online data entry and editing, nor 
will it be possible for users to amend records already 
on the database, other than by the contribution of 
an upgrade record conforming to agreed criteria. A 
database administration team will be responsible for 
maintaining the integrity of the file. 

As well as control number and acronym key 
searching, it is envisaged that there will be quite 
extensive facilities for access by other search keys, 
although by its nature the database as a whole will 
not be capable of sustaining coherent subject 
searching. The British Library will continue to 
provide full information retrieval access to its 
BLAISE-LINE databases; and to operate existing 
MARC exchange tape and selective record services, 
as long as there is a continuing requirement for them. 
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Using UKLDS 


Two principal applications are envisaged for UKLDS: 

(a) To obtain a bibliographic record for an item: 
for cataloguing purposes, or at the point where 
an order is to be placed in an automated 
acquisitions system, or for bibliographic 
checking 

(b) To identify a location, for purposes of 
reference or interlending 


In respect of interlending use, CAG, in consultation 
with the British Library ad hoc Working Party on 
Union Catalogues, has recognized the need to ensure 
that wider availability of holdings information does 
not result in too great a burden of direct interlending 
falling upon those libraries who contribute to 
UKLDS. For this reason, the inclusion of British 
Library Lending Division monograph holdings data 
is considered essential. 


Funding and administration 


CAG has envisaged UKLDS as being founded upon 
the principle of free exchange of bibliographic 
records within the library community. Charges for 
UKLDS are therefore expected to be based only on 
the costs of operating the system. In particular, no 
royalties will be charged for use of records for the 
internal purposes of any user library, although all 
contributors will be protected against uncontrolled 
‘commercial’ exploitation of material drawn from 
the database. 

It is anticipated that it will be possible to set 
connect time charges at a very low level and to 
charge principally on the basis of the number of 
records successfully retrieved from UKLDS. This 
means that libraries should be able to predict and 
control the cost of using the system, and will pay 
only a minimal amount for unsuccessful searches. 

The central facility will be managed by the British 
Library Bibliographic Services Division, subject to 
the availability of additional financial resources for 
this purpose. During the development phase of 
UKLDS, it is envisaged: that CAG will continue to 
play an active part in progressing the work; but the 
need is recognized for wider discussion on the 
establishment of appropriate machinery to carry out 
this role on a continuing basis.

The purpose of this manual is to give practical advice 
on creating an information file on Prestel. The authors’ 
experience is based on some two and a half years’ work 
with Prestel. A major part of their activities involved 
the operation of an ‘umbrella’ service, on an experi- 
mentat basis, as part of research investigations 
supported by the British Library Research & Develop- 
ment Department. During this period, local com- 
munity information supplied by six public library 
services in London, Birmingham and Norwich, was 
used to develop local files on Prestel amounting to 
some seven thousand frames, large by current Prestel 
standards. The information was entered at a central 
editing point in London (Aslib Research and 
Consultancy Division). 


The advice given will be of particular relevance to 
organisations wishing to provide local information. 
However, certain ground rules apply irrespective of 
information content, and this manual should prove 
useful to other potential Information Providers (IPs). 
Those aiming to participate in a co-operative or

! have recently resurrected that thorny old question of how 
well our Library Schools cover the field of audiovisual librarian- 
ship. In my recent article for the Audiovisual Librarian |. 
pointed out that my main concern was the lack of consistency 
in the coverage of this aspect of librarianship. From my own 
experience of interviewing applicants and student librarians, 
there is a very wide variation in the coverage. Some cover it by 
offering option courses, others by referring to the specialized 
requirements throughout the course, but | would have thought 
that the topic was important enough to be dealt with at an 
adequate level at all Library Schools. This adequate level needs 
to be identified and followed. 

There is still too much emphasis on the traditional areas of | 
print whereas the world of information is moving on at a fast 
pace. If we do not educate the chief librarians of tomorrow now 
then our profession will not be the positive forward looking 
force it ought to be. Considering how important the world of 
information is going to be during the next decade | believe 
that librarians should be the vanguard of the movement. 

| have therefore proposed that a joint seminar be set up 
between the employers and the Library Schools to thrash out 
all the problems that exist at present. | have already had a 
volunteer from the Library Schools to help me in the project and 
Dennis Lewis, on behalf of Aslib, has shown a positive interest 
as well. | feel quite encouraged by the response so far — | only 
hope that the final outcome will be just as positive.

Half a million companies default — Companies House abolished 


Search fee up to £1 — Registry of Business Names abolished 
— is there no end to it? It appears not. The Times of 9 August 
reported a claim from the Society of Civil and Public Servants 
that more than half of all UK companies were defaulting on 
the requirement to file annual reports with the CRO. Depart- 
ment of Trade figures showed that in April 434,000 companies 
were in default, compared with 245,000 in 1979, because of a 
cut in default section staff at Cardiff from 63 to 35. The union 
pointed gloomily to the ‘epidemic of company fraud’ that 
could result from this state of affairs, not to mention the 
£7m in lost fees to the Treasury when reports are lodged. To 
which we could add the frustration of commercial librarians 
having to deal with information perhaps years out of date, and 
bearing little resemblance to a company’s current state of 
health. Discouraging news indeed. But things are not always 
as black as they’re sometimes painted. It seems that a misprint 
in a leaflet inserted in New Law Journal by Tolley’s Publishing 
Company might have led one to believe that the 1981 Com- 
panies Act included provision for the abolition of the Registry 
of Companies. Well is it so unbelievable? 


Eyrie-bound information 


The euphoria with which we greeted the services of Data- 
search (AEB/G News August) has brought swift reaction from 
two interested parties. Anthony Garnett, General Manager and 
Director of McCarthy Information, noted our promotional 
paragraph with interest and commented that his experience of 
eyrie-bound information officers was not so much lack of 
facilities but constraints of cash. ‘For that reason,’ he continues, 
‘acharge of £75 for acompany/industry profile may be rejected 
in favour of a charge of £16 for a similar package from McCarthy 
Information. Our package will contain the latest published 
Report and Accounts and twelve months of full text press 
news and comment. Other recipes are available on demand but 
certainly not at the sort of prices mentioned in your article.’

Mike Dimelow, Kent County Technical Librarian, is also 
not all that happy, complaining that once more we have passed 
over the public library system. He has no doubt that news of 
Datasearch Services will be of interest to many of our readers, 
‘put’, he says ‘would they not also be interested to know that 
a similar service is now also available through many public 
library authorities, and probably at a lower cost than the 
£20.00 quoted? It is true that most public libraries will not 
search on demand, but this is because they reserve to them- 
selves the decision as to whether online sources are most appro- 
priate to the problem in hand. If the answer to this question is 
‘yes’, then | and many other public libraries with access have 
no hesitation in turning to the machines.’ 

The Online Information Centre says that there are at least 
24 public libraries offering search services. They and many 
others can be traced in UK online search services by Jacky 
Deunette, published on behalf of the Centre by Aslib. At the 
time of writing, the second edition is imminently imminent, 
and will be described in full in a future AEB/G News. 


Small firms out in the cold 


Managers of small firms are often unable to define or under- 
stand their problems and consequent information needs. 
Services offered by small firm agencies are often ill-defined 
and poorly publicized. Small firms cannot readily identify 
agencies which may be appropriate for them, but acknowledge 
the need for a trustworthy neutral point of contact to point 
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them in the right direction for advice and information. These 
are some of the conclusions reached in /nformation and the 
small manufacturing firma report of a research project initiated 
by the British Library Research and Development Department 
on the provision and use of information for small firms. The 
report calls for an extension of the research to cover small firms 
in the retailing and service sectors, improvement, rationalization 
and coordination of agency services, and sponsored testing of 
different forms of publicity and published guides. It wants the 
establishment of funded ‘business information officers’ in 
selected public library systems, development of intermediary 
services to act as the communications link between agency 
providers and small firm users, and the development of local 
databases containing the ‘hard factual information — on 
premises, products, companies etc — which small (and large) 
firms need rapidly, and which can only be generated and 
maintained locally.’ /nformation and the small manufacturing 
firm is available at £9.75 plus postage from Capital Planning 
Information, 6 Castle Street, Edinburgh EH2 3AT.

Whose information is it anyway? 


Information is generated, gathered, organized, retrieved and 
disseminated for those who wish to use it. Or that is what is 
supposed to happen. Sometimes that does not always appear 
to be the case if you are a user or potential user of such 
information. Is there then a communications gap between those 
who are responsible for the production and transfer of informa- 
tion and those whose business, governmental, recreational or 
other interests require them to have easy access to it? 

The 1983 Annual Study Course of the LA Reference Special 
and Information Section will attempt to establish more precisely 
what users do require from the information professions in 
terms of type, quality and presentation to satisfy their needs. 
The emphasis of papers presented by a wide-ranging and 
experienced group of speakers will be to examine the informa- 
tion needs of their specialized areas of central and local govern- 
ment, education, business, tourism as well as the citizenry at 
large to see how the skills of librarians and information workers 
could more effectively serve them. Those attending will 
participate fully in discussion groups and will be expected to 
try and measure the services they are providing against the 
expectations, needs and rights of these users.

Annual conference paper 


The following is a summary of ‘There's a lot of IT about!’, 
the keynote address presented by Professor P. Samet at the 
Electronics Group 24th annual conference: 

In a recent survey, 83% of those questioned did not know 
what ‘Information Technology’ is but 60% thought it vitally 
important for the economic future of the country. As the 
Government keeps telling us, 1982 is Information Technology 
Year, we even have a minister, Kenneth Baker, with special 
responsibility for IT. The Government is planning to put a 
computer in every school, the Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
his budget offered special help to firms using IT, there are 
courses on BBC television. Yet, no one seems very clear about 
what IT is. : 

For some, the definition is very wide indeed, ranging from 
al! areas of computer work to newspapers and books, and on 
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to television and all its uses. This is too wide to be useful. | 
shall restrict myself to digital information, its representation, 
recording, storage, manipulation and transmission. Much of this 
will involve computer handling of information, some of the 
information will certainly be pictorial or sound. 

To understand the significance and importance of digital 
techniques | have to give a little history. Today’s electronic 
computer has its roots in wartime developments, when machines 
were designed for decoding ‘Enigma’ messages and for calculat- 
ing trajectories. The techniques depended on radar technology, 
using pulse circuitry and storage devices. Use of digital storage, 
representing items as trains of pulses (‘0’ and ‘1’), instead of 
analogue form (where size is represented) was the crucial innova- 
tion, There had been earlier, commercially oriented, develop- 
ments using mechanical means, including aids for horse race 
betting and what was effectively a multi-terminal system con- 
necting cash registers directly to accounting machines. The real 
problem in the development of computers suitable for non- 
scientific use, apart from reliability, was how to provide large 
scale storage. | return to this later. 

| do want to stress the total novelty of the concept of the 
stored program general purpose computer. Its flexibility and 
range of uses go far beyond anything else that has been invented. 
What makes it so is the combination of hardware with software. 
It is possible to switch between programs easily, within fractions 
of seconds. It is possible, at moderate cost in human effort, to 
set up programs for tasks that are specific to one’s own organi- 
zation and yet only.use standard (software) components. So 
we can have tailor made items which are really mass produced. 

The contribution of modern microelectronics has been a 
dramatic reduction in cost combined with a great increase in 
speed. The organization of computer systems has been relatively 
little affected by this and the reduction in hardware cost has 
merely highlighted the importance of software. 

To sum up where we have got to: we now have the ability 
to manipulate information quickly, to store large amounts of 
it and to access them rapidly. 

It is very instructive to see how things have changed. The 
first machine | worked on extensively had a store of just over 
8000 words, 32K characters or bytes in modern terms, it obeyed 
about 4000 instructions per second, it cost £50,000, it filled a 
room and dissipated about 35 kilowatts. At the time it was 
one of about 10 machines in the country. For well under £1000 
you can now buy machines that are faster by orders of magni-- 
tude, have more store, are about the size of a small typewriter 
and run off a 13 amp plug. They are being sold in High Street 
shops in hundreds. The sheer cleverness and facility that goes 
into a word processing system costing say £4500 — of which 
£2500 will be for the printer — would have been unimaginable 
in the early 1950’s. 

| have mentioned the need for large stores. The most common 
way of providing these at present is on rotating discs, holding 
perhaps 200 megabytes (for comparison, the complete text of 
Shakespeare takes about 5 megabytes) but these are clumsy 
and really rather slow compared to other computer speeds. This 
is an area where | expect to see many developments. An interest- 
ing high capacity, but non erasable, store is the videodisc, some 
holding the equivalent of 25,000 pages of A4 typing are ‘now 
available’ {| think this actually means that the sales literature 
exists, rather than the product itself!), The development of 
very large stores without involving rotating machinery would 
have major implications for applications involving lots of data, 
for instance image processing. 

In the mid-1960’s the only economical way to use a computer 
was for many people to share the system by going to where- 
ever it was. Later, it was found possible to have communication 
links, so that the sharing could be done more conveniently, with 
the users staying on their own sites and the really favoured 
ones having terminals in their own offices. The development of 
cheap, powerful microprocessors has pushed this even further. 
We can now provide the computing power easily on the user’s 
own site, generally at his desk, with access to a large central 
data base. This sharing of data has advantages, all the people 
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involved have access to the same data, there is consistency and 
all have access to constantly up-dated information. There is 
much activity now in extensions of these ideas, connecting 
several computer systems, each with their own data bases, so 
that a user has access to a network. This is a major develop- 
ment area. The problems include what are called ‘local area 
networks’, covering a limited region, and ‘wide area networks’ 
where the sites are dispersed. Different technical problems have 
to be overcome, the techniques appropriate to transmission 
between a group of machines within a short distance (a few 
kilometres at most) do not work when the machines are at 
opposite ends of the country. Apart from the technical problems 
such as transmission speed and avoidance of data corruption, 
there are all sorts of essentially managerial problems such as 
access authority, cost and charging for services. 

| mentioned earlier that the modern computer gives the 
ability to store and manipulate information. The combination 
of this ability with modern communications technology means 
that we can now access information at a distance and share it 
with others. The result is the ability to do many things that we 
could not do before. f 

Let me consider some of these briefly. First, applications 
that depend on storage and shared data. Remembering where | 
am, | start with librarians. There are many specialized subject 
databases, such as INSPEC, Blaise, Medline and so on. We can 
produce and examine catalogues, abstracts, references, literature 
searches according to any number of criteria, searching data- 
bases in several countries if necessary. 

There are many commercial applications, now becoming’ 
quite widely used. Cash dispensers, credit card management, 
reservation systems for airlines, theatres, hotels come to mind. 
More esoteric are databases involving transplant surgery, match- 
ing patients and ‘spare parts’. 

Systems like Prestel give public access to lots of information 
on a vast range of subjects and also allow interaction, for 
instance one can buy things that are advertized on Prestel pages. 
One can envisage a political referendum being held like this, 
with nearly instant knowledge of the result. 

Not all applications of this fascinating technology make use 
of this sharing facility. Here are some of the more recent ones 
that depend on manipulation of data. Control systems of all 
kinds, of course, loom large in this area, with the traditional 
demarcation between disciplines becoming blurred. Let me 
mention washing machines, cardiac pacemakers and intensive 
care units, just to give the range of what is being done currently. 

There are also what | call clever systems (the phrase ‘expert 
system’ has a highly technical sense), such as robots for use in 
dangerous environments. Very interesting and socially useful 
are aids for the disabled, to provide movement and communica- 
tion. These are a very good example of the point | made at the 
beginning, about tailor-made software. For an aid to be of real 
use it has to be appropriate for the individual's particular 
handicap and modern computer technology has given us a way 
of easily adapting standard kit to such special needs. 

Lastly, a few words on the problems, some of them un- 
expected, that come with the introduction of IT. There will 
obviously be changes in employment but any technology brings 
those. Before we assume that the only effect of IT will be to 
cause unemployment let us remember that the computer 
industry itself now employs some 200,000 people in this 
country and did not exist at all in any recognizable form 25 
years ago. 

The concentration of certain activities in a small number of 
places can have unfortunate side effects. A political take-over 
might be simplified, there may be increased danger of sabotage. 
(We have all seen the effects in the last few years when a very 
smali body of people can have great power over fellow citizens 
— and | am not considering computer systems.) 

Easy accessibility of data can- bring dangers of abuse, with 
invasion of privacy and the need for data protection. This is one . 
of the reasons why control of access to networks is an important 
issue. It is necessary for there to be protection and for people 
to be confident that it is effective. Note that the collection of 
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data can be quite unexpected: for instance, cable television will 
involve charging according to what programmes are seen and 
what is more natural than an automatic computerized monitor- 
ing system to do so? It could be a small step from this obvious 
way of knowing who should be charged for what to unwelcome 
political control based on knowing who watches what. The 
same could, of course, be done with computerized lending 
libraries or information searches — or non-computerized 
activities. 

The ability ta make copies easily is a headache for those 
involved with copyright and its infringement. Copyright was 
never a problem when the act of copying involved a lot of 
tedious effort. The fast photocopier, the cassette recorder and 
the computer have changed all that. 

There may be safety aspects to consider and I am not 
concerned with the possibility of the computer exploding or 
someone getting an electric shock. If a computer is used as a 
controller, for instance for guiding an aircraft, for managing a 
nuclear reactor or an intensive care unit the correctness of the 
program is of great concern. Demonstrating this correctness is 
very difficult, if not impossible. Even harder is the demonstra- 
tion that the computer would initiate safe actions in case of 
failure. 

Trying to prove to a court that the computer’s actions were 
justifiable may also be difficult, because there are doubts about 
the admissibility of automatically generated records as evidence. 
The latest judgment, in the Appeal Court, was that such records 
do notcomply with the laws concerning the nature of evidence 
even if everyone accepted the accuracy of such records (which 
the computer man might find hard to demonstrate conclusively 
but which the lawyer accepts unquestioningly). 

On our tour of IT we have seen that there are lots of interest- 
ing developments where the combination of digital technology, 
large scale shared storage and communications can bring 
benefits. Equally, there can be problems if we look only at the 
technological aspects and forget the real aim, to do useful 
things for people.

ALCU 


Twenty-eight Agricultural Librarians in Colleges and Univer- 
sities met at Askham Bryan College of Agriculture and Horti- 
culture on 19—21 July for a meeting with the theme of Informa- 
tion Retrieval in Agricultural Libraries. We were welcomed by 
the Principal, Mr L. G. C. Gilling who outlined the long and 
honourable connection of Yorkshire in general and Askham 
Bryan in particular with agricultural education. 

The first evening was devoted to a business meeting, review- 
ing events since the last meeting and plans for future action. A 
letter is to be sent to Newcastle upon Tyne Polytechnic Products 
reporting discussions on a possible TWE Information Learning 
Package on agriculture. Liaison with Aslib through ABASG 
and the appointed liaison officer is to be pursued. As to the 
future of ALCU, objectives were drawn up, Margaret Whiteman 
was asked to continue in her post as secretary and ‘contact 
person’, and a decision was made to restrict activities to one 
formal meeting a year on the present pattern. 

Tuesday was a very full day. The morning was occupied with 
a guided tour of BLLD followed by a demonstration of their 
search service and a discussion on grey literature led by John 
Chillag. He outlined problems of definition, collection, listing; 
the differing roles of CAB and AGRIS, and the working of 
SIGLE. Nottingham University School of Agriculture were 
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assisting in the acquisition of grey literature by marking items 
on their accessions list, other members especially those with 
regional responsibility undertook to do likewise. In the after- 
noon we visited Leeds Polytechnic School of Librarianship, 
where we had criticism and comment on the microcomputers 
at the MEP Centre for Yorkshire followed by a demonstration 
of CAB online service and Prestel. In the evening we viewed 
two pilot videos made by Video Image in conjuction with 
Askham Bryan. The company wants to assess the commercial 
viability of short videos on agricultural topics. They listened 
to our forthright and lively discussion and asked us to fill in a 
questionnaire and follow through with a showing to teaching 
staffs at our Colleges. 

On Wednesday morning we had three very stimulating 
sessions. Suzanne Stanley, Leeds Polytechnic School of Libra- 
rianship gave a lucid and detailed description of a catalogue 
user survey of Askham Bryan students. The response rate was 
high and the general result seemed to show a lack of under- 
standing and consistent under-use of the catalogue, as well as 
revealing the careful preparation and follow up needed for the 
survey itself. Ruth Johnson followed with a description of 
Agdex, the computerized information service of the East of 
Scotland College of Agriculture. Agdex is primarily a service 
for the advisors complementing CAB and AGRIS by providing 
cover to cover retrieval for popular and practical periodical 
literature, backed up by a document service. The service is free 
to other librarians and it has been suggested that the service go 
national with input from the regional advisory centres. The last 
session was a splendid, professional and inspiring description 
by Sheila Pantry, Librarian of the Health and Safety Executive, 
of HSE organization, publications and information services. It 
was good to know of a librarian using her knowledge and 
authority to influence the publishing and dissemination policy 
of her organization. The points made in the discussion illustrated 
that such influence is continually needed to improve availability 
and description of publications. 

The conference officially closed at lunchtime but some 
members realized that they had not had time for a good look 
at the Resource Centre of Askham Bryan and stayed behind to 
remedy this, escorted by Bryan Stanley. i 

Everyone agreed that the meeting had been stimulating and 
inspiring, and exceptionally well hosted and organized. As 
always, the main value especially to those in smal! libraries was 
the contact with other professionals with similar problems. Roll 
on next year when we shall meet at the Royal Agricultural 
College, Cirencester on Wednesday 13—Friday 15 July 1983.

IAALD News, the President's newsletter first appeared in 
1980, the President, Ernest Mann, gives thumbnail sketches of 
the careers of the Officers and listing Committee members.

The aims are to improve present membership 
numbers and communications between members; to better 
existing activities such as AGLINET (Agricultural and Docu- 
mentation Centres Network}, and the relationship with other 
international organizations in agriculture.

BL R&D Report on user education in horticultural education 


This new report by Leonard Broadbent (now retired from 
Bath University) was researched between October 1981 and 
February 1982 by visiting as many of the horticultural educa- 
tional establishments in the U.K. as possible to report upon 
their user education activities and make proposals for improve- 
ments if considered desirable. 

Since the number of institutions is small most were visited 
and lan Malley, British Library Information Officer for User 
Education, (University of Technology, Loughborough) was 
contacted. The report covers forty-nine pages concentrating on 
library facilities; staff attitudes; student skills and attitudes; 
initial user education; revision and additional education for 
older students. After these general sections on the findings, 
three case studies illustrating the activities of a university, a 
large college and then a smaller one in which staff are considered 
to have good user education programmes are given — with 
valuable examples of such programmes that could also help 
people in other subjects — followed by the conclusions and 
recommendations. Inadequacies in secondary school education 
mean students need to be taught how to study as well as how 
to use library and information sources (new teaching staff 
could also benefit). Attention should be drawn to user educa- 
tion. A Travelling Workshop package for horticulture should 
be prepared, more co-operation between teaching staff and 
libraries is needed, libraries should be encouraged to send 
material for inclusion in the Library Instruction Materials Bank 
(LIMB) at Loughborough and to co-operate in indexing useful 
articles from trade journals.

Information services report 


Information services should be more closely tailored to meet 
the needs of users, says a Report published recently by the 
Office of Arts and Libraries. The Report outlines the views of 
forty-one organizations which took part in a one day discussion 
forum designed to draw attention to the needs of information 
users. The forum was opened by the Minister for the Arts, 

Mr Paul Channon. 

The organizations stressed the importance of the quality of 
information services and pointed out that potential users were 
often insufficiently aware of the value of information and its 
importance as an exploitable resource for economic, social and 
cultural gain. They considered that people needed guidance in 
the diverse and complex range of services available and that 
access to computerized information should be simplified. 
Participants advised that training in the availability and use of 
information, particularly in electronic or computer-based 
systems, should be carried out at all levels and in all sectors.

CIS project 


Central Information Service (CIS), University of London 
has been awarded a grant by the British Library Research and 
Development Department to update the ‘Inventory of abstract- 
ing and indexing services produced in the UK’ (compiled by 
G. Burgess, A. Vickery, S. Keenan and published in 1978 as 
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R and D Report Number 5420). The project began recently in 
September 1982. 

In addition to updating the inventory, the aim of the project . 
is to produce a collection of records in machine-readable form, 
that is, the creation of a new database. Each record will describe 
an abstracting or indexing service. The records will be mounted 
on floppy discs under the control of an information retrieval 
package for microcomputers developed by CIS. (The package 
runs on microcomputers using the CP/M operating system.) 
Each record will be in MARC format and all fields of the 
record will be searchable. 

The existence of such a database will enable the production 
of hard copy as frequently as required and facilitate the future 
updating of the information. 

The information is to be collected by questionnaire. CIS 
aims to contact all the producers of abstracting and indexing 
services (databases and databanks) in the UK.

This guide provides information on regular sources of official 
and important non-official statistics for the UK published over 
the last ten years. It is arranged by a subject list and also pro- 
vides an alphabetical keyword listing. The fourth edition, 
published in July 1982. Completely updates and revises the 
previous edition. 

New to this edition are sections on ‘Consumer Credit’, and 
‘Exchange Rates’, there is also an additional Annex listing of 
articles published in Population Trends as well as sources of 
statistics for the 1981 population census.

The author has drawn on his experiences as Director 
General of the National Library of Australia for this work 
which examines the role of national libraries in national and 
international library and information systems. 

The first section deals with recent international developments 
including the respective role of intergovernmental organizations, 
international library and information associations and the 
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conference of directors of national libraries. The following 
section reviews national library developments and is arranged 
by geographical region — the Americas, Western and Eastern 
Europe, North Africa and the Arab World, Asia and Oceania. 
In the final section, the author summarizes the major points 
arising from the survey. 

The first appendix provides details of the resolutions of the 
International Conference of Directors of National Libraries on 
Resource Sharing in Asia and Oceania held in 1979, while the 
results of a questionnaire conducted in 1978 on the ‘role of 
national libraries in national and international systems’ are 
given in the second appendix.

Volumes 4 and 5 of this Bibliography which have recently 
been published complete a project that was initiated nearly 
twenty years ago. The project, which was sponsored by the 
History of Science Society (USA), was made possible by gen- 
erous grants from societies, institutions, trusts, industrial 
concerns and individual donations from both sides of the 
Atlantic with additional assistance from the Society, accom- 
modation being kindly provided by Imperial College, then by 
the Science Museum and later again by Imperial College. The 
object was to cumulate approximately 100,000 entries con- 
tained in the ninety Critical Bibliographies that were published 
during the years 1913—65 in the Society’s journal /sis. During 
that period, although author and name indexes were provided 
for each bibliography, no subject index was compiled and the 
user had to search up to ninety separate bibliographies in order 
to retrieve the information sought. What made this mass of 
material even more difficult to consult was that George Sarton, 
who edited the Bibliography from its inception to 1952, was 
obsessed by the desire to present it in the most useful form 
and as a result changed its arrangement several times. (A study 
of George Sarton’s classification schemes by the Editor was 
published in the Journal of Documentation for September 
1964, volume 20, pp. 121—4.) 

The first two volumes contain all the entries concerning an 
individual or any aspect of his work (or two or more individuals), 
arranged alphabetically, followed by an alphabetical listing of 
all entries relating to scientific institutions. 

Volume 3 (Subjects) comprises references to the history of 
science, mathematics, medicine and technology, unrestricted 
by period or civilization, and references to special aspects of 
science and the sciences, and their cultural relations. The 
subjects are classified by a new scheme specially developed 
for the Bibliography on faceted lines. It follows in outline 
the arrangement used in the current /sis Critical Bibliographies 
but is far more detailed and rigorous in its application. To avoid 
fragmentation resulting from the close classification, subhead- 
ings of form and aspect have been omitted unless the number 
of entries rendered them necessary, but classmarks have been 
retained to enable the user to go from the alphabetical index 
of subjects represented by classmarks direct to the information 
he is seeking. The notation used in this volume is a letter nota- 
tion, capitals standing for subjects, and lower case letters for 
aspects and form, for facet indicators and for non-systematic 
divisions of subjects. 

Volumes 4 and 5 (Civilizations and Periods) contain entries 
dealing with a particular period or civilization up to and includ- 
ing the nineteenth century, those dealing with the twentieth 
century having been included with those on the general history 
of the subjects in Volume 3. Volume 4 covers early civilizations 
and periods up to the Renaissance, and Volume 5 the modern 
period. The period notation is numerical, one or two numerals 
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preceding the letters representing the subjects and aspects. 
Extensive references are made to the material in Volumes 1 
and 2, and entries on very specific subjects have been repeated. 
Volume 5 also contains Addenda and Corrigenda to the previous 
volumes. There are indexes to subjects at the end of Volume 3 
and Volume 5, and the classification schedules are appended 
to Volume 3 and Volume 4. A list of the periodicals which 
figure in the entries may be found at the beginning of Volume 1 
and also of Volume 3, there being a short list of additional 
titles in Volume 4. 


Published Data on Middle and Far East Industrial Markets. 
London: Industrial Aids Limited, 1982. £30.00. 


Industrial Aids have now produced a directory in the style 
of their successful Published Data on European Industrial 
Markets which identifies sources of information on the 
industrial markets of the Middle and Far East and Australasia. 
Like the European directory, the majority of the sources 
indexed are market research reports, but there is a second 
section which gives a brief guide to other sources of published 
data, such as international and national statistics, governmental 
and non-governmental publications and company information. 

However, the main part of the directory is concerned with 
market research reports and lists over 700 which are available 
for purchase. Unfortunately, unless the particular country (ies) 
is mentioned in the report's title, it is difficult to decide which 
geographic area(s) is covered as there is no indication of this in 
the entry. In addition, some information about products or 
services covered by each report would perhaps make the direc- 
tory a more useful guide. 

However, despite these omissions, this directory wil! prove 
to be an invaluable source of information on the Middle and 
Far East industrial markets due to its unique coverage.

The first edition of this guide appeared in 1963, and this 
edition has been revised to include details of over 300 new 
sources of information. 

The first section deals with printed sources, and the discus- 
sions are arranged by Dewey classification. The second section 
is completely new to this edition and consists of four chapters 
on online sources. The chapters cover improvements in infor- 
mation services, commercial services in the United States, 
United Kingdom, Canada, Australia and lastly Europe and 
Japan. 

Throughout the guide, the text is illustrated by reproduc- 
tions of specimen pages from the major sources of information. 


Information and the small manufacturing firm: report of a study 
of information use and needs in small manufacturing firms in 
the UK and the current pattern of information provision.

This report results from a two year study carried out by 
Capital Planning Information into the information needs of 
small manufacturing firms in the United Kingdom. The project 
was funded by the British Library Research and Development 
Department. 

The preface states ‘the purpose of the study was to determine 
the range of national and local sources of information available 
to small firms, to investigate the awareness and use made of 
these sources, and where possible to identify factors leading to 
gaps and deficiencies in the provision of information’. 

Literature available to small firms, and the types of firms 
that exist are extensively discussed in the main body of the 
report, which concludes with the researchers recommendations 
on what can be done to assist firms with their information 
needs.

Introduction 


Today there are many international organizations 
whose work involves them in the information field or 
who are exclusively concerned with one aspect of 
information. Many are intergovernmental bodies, such 
as the UN family (especially UNESCO, UNDP and 
WIPO) and Directorate General XIII of the Commis- 
sion of the European Communities. Others are non- 
governmental (jargon term NGO’s) and prominent 
among these are the International Federation of 
Library Associations and Institutions (UK member 
the Library Association), the International Council 
on Archives (UK member the Institute of Archivists) 
and the International Federation for Documentation 
(FID) of which Aslib has been the national member 
since 1928. Together these three cover at the inter- 
national level much the same range of professional 
interests that the Joint Consultative Committee does 
in the UK. 

FID’s origins go back to 1895 when it was founded 
as the International Institute for Bibliography by two 
Belgians who, not realizing the imminence of the 
publications explosion, had the dream of compiling a 
complete bibliography of world literature. From their 
work has come, however, not only FID itself with its 
wide range of activities in what we now call the infor- 
mation field but also the invaluable and widely used 
Universal Decimal Classification (UDC), about which 
more later. 


Objectives 


FID acquired its present title (the acronym is derived 
from the official French version) in 1938. Since the 
term ‘documentation’ is nowadays used in English in 
a rather restricted sense, it is probably worth stating 
that its significance in FID is ‘information science and 
information management’. FID describés itself as ‘the 
international professional association for the informa- 
tion science community’. Its field of activity is spelt 
out in much greater detail in its Statutes where the 
objectives are stated to include: 

(a) to group at international level organizations and 
individuals interested in the problems of docu- 
mentation, to coordinate their efforts and to 
provide an international forum for exchange of 
opinions and experiences; 

(b) to promote the study, organization and practice 
of documentation in all its forms, and to con- 
tribute to the creation of an international net- 
work of information systems; 

(c) to identify the main trends of research in the 
documentation field and to promote and co- 
ordinate this research at the international level; 

(d) to facilitate the definition of criteria and tech- 
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niques for the evaluation of cost effectiveness, 
management and marketing techniques; 

(e) to promote the training of documentalists, 
information specialists and information scien- 
tists in developing countries; 

(f) to study the information needs and habits of 
scientists, engineers and other specialists and to 
promote training of users in the more efficient 
utilization of documentation and information 
services; 

(g) toimprove further the Universal Decimal Classi- 
fication and to promote the development of 
other retrieval languages designed for docu- 
mentation search; 

(h) to set up terminological tools covering classifica- 
tion and indexing, including automatic indexing, 
and the development of indexing languages and 
thesauri; 

(i) to promote the improvement of present systems 
of scientific publication by making fuller use of 
reprographic and computerized techniques; and 
of depositories for the benefit of specialized 
publication; 

(j) to encourage the establishment of information 
analysis centres, especially in fields where pro- 
gress is currently rapid; 

(k) to initiate the elaboration of the principles of 
data compilation, processing and transmission 
(other than critical data); 

(1) to organize exchange of information relevant 
to the work of Members and Affiliates of the 
Federation, and to establish guiding principles 
for their documentary activities; 

(m)to seek the most effective ways and forms of 
cooperation with other international organiza- 
tions concerned with documentation and 
information work; and 

(n) to convene international conferences on prob- 
lems within the framework of these objectives. 

Obviously as the requirements of information work 
have grown over the years, this list has been added to 
in the way constitutions are amended but it gives a 
reasonably thorough picture of what FID is aiming to 
do. Perhaps it can be summarized as promoting the 
continued progress and development of techniques of 
information work, promoting the growth of informa- 
tion work throughout the world including training for 
information workers and, although this may not be 
quite clear among the objectives, representing the 
information profession at the international level. 


Structure and activities 


Like most organizations in our field, FID has in recent 
years been adjusting and adapting to meet the chang- 
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ing needs of the modern world. At a recent Assembly 
in Edinburgh, the national members decided that the 
main thrust of FID’s activities in the medium term 
should be directed along five clear channels. Though 
activity outside these five channels is permissible, these 
are the priorities: 

1. theoretical and linguistic basis of information 

science 

2. information processing and technology 

3. education and training for information specialists 

and information users 

4. information systems and network design and 

management 

5. information needs and habits of users. 

_Even this encompasses a very broad range of activi- 
ties and together with managing the UDC and repre- 
sentational activities would require a very large 
organization were it all carried out by permanent staff. 
In practice the Headquarters staff is quite small in 
number. It comprises only eight or so persons and is 
housed in the Royal Library building in the Hague 
(where IFLA is also based). So let me try to explain 
the organization and the way activities are carried out. 

The governing body of FID is the General Assembly 
which consists of representatives of each of the seventy- 
two national members. It meets once every two years 
(this year in Hong Kong) and as well as deciding broad 
policy issues elects a Council consisting of a President, 
three Vice Presidents, a Treasurer and twelve ordinary 
councillors. This is the body which manages FID affairs 
acting rather like a combination of the Aslib Council 
and its Executive Committee (or the new Policy and 
Resources Committee). FID does have an Executive 
Committee but its role at present is only to prepare 
for Council meetings. Council meets twice a year, 
often at the headquarters of one of the national 
members. Aslib has invited it to come to the UK in 
the autumn of 1983. 

The nearest equivalent to Aslib’s Director is the 
Secretary-General. His duties are broadly similar 
except in that to the outside world the principal officer 
of FID is its President and it is he who, with the aid 
of three Vice Presidents, undertakes major representa- 
tional work whenever possible. In practice the 
Secretary-General also undertakes a great deal of 
representational work, more so now when the Presi- 
dent comes from Argentina than he did when the 
President was from the Federal Republic of Germany. 
The current President is Ricardo Gietz and the 
Secretary-General is Kenneth Brown. 

The Headquarters staff principally support the 
secretariat role, coping with organizing Council meet- 
ings, handling publications, finance, keeping in touch 
with committees, working parties etc but only rarely 
getting involved with projects. However, the ISORID 
project (see later) is handled by them and there is, of 
course, a Classification Officer (David Strachan from 
Scotland) who is responsible for much of the adminis- 
tration of the UDC. But there is no research depart- 
ment, no consultancy team, no training section and 
no conferences officer as there is in Aslib. All this 
work is done on a voluntary basis by experts drawn 
from many countries. The reality of FID is that it is 
an organization of and for information workers who 
see the need to pursue their specialisms not only 
nationally but also in concert with their colleagues in 
other countries. 

To bring this about, the Committees and the 
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Regional Commissions play a most important part. 
They are the equivalent of Aslib’s Groups and 
Branches. 

The Regional Commissions act as local FID for areas 
of the world where the countries have common 
interests not only in terms of geography but also in 
terms of stage of economic development or of infor- 
mation need or of cultural and social background. 
There are at present only two Commissions, one for 
Latin-America (CLA), and one for Asia and Oceania 
(CAO). CLA is a very coherent grouping and has 
generated a great deal of successful work in its 
region. CAO is also very active but, as will be obvious, 
is a much less coherent group since it includes 
countries as diverse as Iraq, India, Thailand, Japan 
and Australia. From time to time the idea of forming 
a Western European Commission has been mooted 
and it was as a consequence of discussions of this 
possibility in 1978 that the informal, five national 
organization grouping WERTID (Aslib, DGD, Nobin, 
ABD, ADBS) came about. But that, as they say, is 
another story. 

The Committees are even more crucial to the work 
of FID than are the Groups, which they resemble, to 
Aslib. They exist to act as a focus for activities in 
their field, to serve as a meeting place for experts, to 
identify issues, to encourage research and so on. There 
is no rigid pattern and each Committee develops its 
own style of working. 

Each national member can appoint an expert to 
each committee. The Chairman and Secretary are, 
however, appointed by the FID Council. The Com- 
mittees, their current chairmen and UK members are 
listed at the end of this article. 

There is one other Committee, the Central Classifi- 
cation Committee but that is so different from the 
others (it is responsible for managing the UDC) that I 
will deal with it separately. Before then a brief word 
on each of the listed Committees though in fact each 
merits an article to itself: 

Classification research (CR) covers the whole field 
of classification and indexing. It is in no way restricted 
to UDC related matters and in practice is concerned 
far more with the basic theories of and research into 
fundamentals of the subjects. This Committee had been 
rather inactive until Dr Dahlberg became chairman 
two or three years ago, since when a number of meet- 
ings have been organized. At present a Who’s Who 
and a Glossary of Indexing are being planned together 
with a conference on universal classification. An article 
in IFID(1) gives details of this Committee’s work. 

Terminology of information and documentation 
(DT) must be admitted to be one of the quieter groups 
but it does encourage the production of multi-lingual 
dictionaries and glossaries, though some of the other 
Committees, eg RI and SD, also get involved in this 
type of work. Further details are also given in IFID(2). 

Education and training (ET) has for long been a 
very active Committee. It has, for example, regularly 
organized courses and conferences for those in the 
field to exchange ideas, has given help to information 
workers in developing countries and has set up a 
Clearinghouse for Educational Materials. Its activities 
are described in its regular Newsletter on Education 
and Training Programmes for Information Personnel. 

Information for industry (Il) was for many years led 
by Kjeld Klintge and has a long record of successful 
and innovative work. It has done much to establish 
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the role and significance of the trained intermediary 
in the information transfer process. Though the new 
chairman, Mr Alvarez-Ossorio, will no doubt stimulate 
activity in new directions, he too is so firmly convinced 
of the importance of the intermediary that he will be 
pursuing much the same objectives as his predecessor. 

Informetrics (IM) is a very new Committee which 
has not yet had a chance to make its mark but has 
aroused substantial interest. It is already starting with 
several projects related to education in this field and 
also one on compiling a glossary for informetrics. 

Linguistics in documentation (LD) has sponsored 
and undertaken much interesting work under the 
guidance of Don Walker of the USA. The new chair- 
man, Hans Karlgren, has for a long time collaborated 
so closely with Don Walker that the impetus of this 
Committee is likely to be maintained. Its current 
projects on Computer aids in translation, Practical 
natural language interfaces and Computer mediated 
dialogue interactions are being added to by new 
projects on Remote scientific conferencing, on Text 
Generation and on Electronic publishing. 

Patent information and documentation (PD) has 
opted for a very different mode of working. Much of 
its interest is directed towards reviewing the proposals 
emanating from WIPO for changes which affect infor- 
mation and searching practice. PD has observer status 
at the meetings of the WIPO Committee on Patent 
Information and uses this to ensure that the voice of 
the information profession is heard. PD has also, with 
help from Brenda Rimmer of the Science Reference 
Library, drawn up proposals for a standard way of 
handling the names of patent applicants and has sub- 
mitted them to WIPO. 

Research on the theoretical basis of information 
science (RI) is a very active group concerned with a 
wide range of fundamental aspects, both theoretical 
and applied, in information science. An account is 
given in IFID(3). Recent projects include a five- 
language systematic dictionary of UDC terms, a study 
of the present state and concept content of informatics 
in different countries, and has recently published a 
collection of papers entitled Criteria of the quality of 
information systems and processes. 

Social sciences documentation (SD) is another fairly 
new grouping which seems to be concentrating at 
present on establishing common ground and identify- 
ing priority areas. It is currently involved with compil- 
ing a multilingual dictionary of economics, and has 
other projects concerned with the information needs 
of decision making, information systems in social 
science and social science information for business. A 
liaison bulletin is published. 

The examples given above of the work in which the 

` Committees are engaged are only a small sample of the 
total number of projects being undertaken in the 
period 1980—86. 


UDC 


To many people, FID and UDC are synonymous. The 
UDC was devised by the founders of FID and has 
remained the property of FID ever since. Management 
of it, which means revising and updating, arranging 
publishing of the various editions, publishing exten- 
tions and corrections, and rendering it suitable for 
mechanized as well as manual systems, is delegated 
by the FID Council to a special Committee — the 
Central Classification Committee. Membership of this 
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is arranged on a quite different basis from the other 
Committees, as is appropriate for a group whose task 
is to manage rather than act as a focus and stimulus. 
The UK member of this Committee is Martin Bell, 
Head of Documentation Standards at the British 
Standards Institution which publishes all the English 
language editions of the UDC. Although the task of 
revising the UDC is entrusted to some thirty specialist 
committees, they do not between them cover all 
sections of the scheme and Mr Bell is always glad to 
hear from users of the UDC in the UK who not only 
feel a section needs revision but are willing to take 
part in the task of revising it. It is currently an impor- 
tant feature of UDC that its revision is largely under- 
taken by a blend of experts in classification and in the 
subject area under consideration. There is, as men- 
tioned earlier, a person at FID Headquarters who pro- 
vides a central secretariat for the UDC but his is largely 
an administrative role. A recent account of the UDC 
has been published in IFID(4). 

Aslib runs courses every year to familiarize informa- 
tion workers with the UDC and has long had an interest 
in the scheme. After all, a great many UK special 
libraries and information centres (probably about 
700) use it. Leslie Wilson, when Treasurer of FID, was 
concerned to ensure the financial viability of UDC, 
and Aslib as UK national member continues to press 
the FID Council to ensure that the UDC is administered 
in amanner appropriate to modern circumstances. The 
FID Council and Central Classification Committee 
have responded by drawing up a plan for a study of 
future needs and options. It is currently trying to get 
the study under way. FID is probably unique among 
international professional organizations in that it 
manages one of the major tools of the trade. Doing so 
ensures that it retains direct involvement with the 
realities of pursuing information work in the modern 
world. 


Other features of FID activities 


Other projects which FID has taken under its wing are 
the Broad System of Ordering (BSO) and ISORID. 
Both are initiated by UNESCO and it is still very 
much involved with them. The BSO project is currently 
directed by a team of three people of whom Eric 
Coates (formerly of British Technology Index) and 
Geoffrey Lloyd (formerly UDC Classification Officer) 
will be well-known to Aslib members. The ISORID 
project, which aims at providing awareness of current 
and recently completed research throughout the world, 
is handled by Headquarters staff. Its visible output is 
the journal R&D Projects in Documentation and 
Librarianship. The publication of FID’s own Medium 
Term Programme every two years also contains details 
of research projects which will be supported by FID 
over the following four years. 

Sometimes it appears, when the field of current 
research is being surveyed by the FID Council, that 
some areas are not getting as much attention by the 
Regional Commissions or the Committees as they 
should. In such cases working parties may be set up to 
examine the areas in depth and recommend whether 
or not an increased level of activity should be stimu- 
lated (and if so, how), whether other organizations 
are doing all that is necessary or whether the possibi- 
lity of collaborative work with other organizations 
should be explored. Here it must be admitted that 
collaboration at the practical level between NGO’s 
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whose members work on an entirely voluntary basis 
is rarely easy to organize. It does not work if the 
only reason for collaborating is that both organizations 
have an overlapping interest in the field: it can work 
if the result is to bring together experts who will 
together increase the probability of success or a 
significant improvement in the quality of the product; 
and even then it often does not work out. However, 
to revert to the subject of FID working parties, two 
are currently reviewing activity in the priority sectors 
of the Medium Term Programme, ‘Information needs 
and habits of users’ and ‘Information systems and 
network design and management’. Involved in the first 
is Colin Harris of CRUS and in the second both my- 
self and Aslib’s new Vice President, Peter Canisius. 


Working with FID or ‘getting involved’ 


This leads very rapidly into the questions of how to 
get involved with FID activities and how to make use 
of them. Although there is only one national member 
for each country, any organization in the field or 
individual can become an affiliate member. The 
Library Association is one, for example. But anyone 
who belongs to an organization which is a member of 
Aslib, can use that membership as a way of making 
contact. 

If you are interested in the activities of any of the 
Committees, then the first step would be to get in 
touch with the UK member if there is one. If not, get 
in touch with the Director of Aslib or myself. Details 
of meetings and conferences are listed in FID News 
Bulletin which appears monthly (for those in the 
London area it can be seen at both the Aslib Library 
and the LA Library). 

FID does seek to encourage research and develop- 
ment and will sometimes give grants to help approved 
projects. If the project is such that it will result in a 
publication which FID can sell to recoup the costs, 
then the grant may be fairly substantial but it is very 
unlikely to cover the full costs of the project. If the 
project will result only in an article in FID’s magazine 
International Forum on Information and Documenta- 
tion (IFID) then the grant, if any, will be little more 
than nominal. Nevertheless, since all proposals for 
projects are examined most carefully, endorsement 
by FID may be helpful in getting more substantial 
funding from other sources though, to be honest, it 





project of major importance is proposed, FID may 
seek financial support from UNESCO or other 
appropriate body. 

Involvement with FID, even by simply contribut- 
ing a paper to one of its Congresses — the next one 
when that could happen will be 1984 — enables one 
to establish contacts with co-workers in many other 
countries, sometimes even new contacts from the UK. 
One learns much from colleagues from North America, 
from East and West Europe, from the advanced 
countries of the Far East and many others too. In 
return one gives (always a very important aspect of 
any international work) of one’s skill and knowledge 
to others in both developed and developing countries. 
If one is in the business of selling information services 
one may be able to assess potential markets. As one 
gets more closely involved the links FID maintains 
with other NGO’s can become helpful or one can soon 
be invited to contribute to consultations. For Aslib, 
and hence its members, it can be helpful that FID has 
close links with UNESCO, especially the PGI (General 
Information Programme), ISO, FAO and UNIDO. Thus 
Aslib can, on an international issue such as the UNISIST 
Programme, present its views to the official UK repre- 
sentatives or to FID for its representatives to use or to 
both. Likewise, it can form a useful channel along 
which to present views on matters under consideration 
by other NGO’s with which FID collaborates. 

The objective of this paper has been to provide an 
introductory broad overview of FID and its activities. 
It was written at the request of Aslib’s International 
Relations Committee which has also recommended 
that it be followed by regular short reports on aspects 
likely to interest Aslib’s members.
